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WKINLEY A QUICKSAND 





ON MONEY 
PLATT. 


HAS NO FIXED OPINION 
QUESTION, SAYS MR. 


Yurned and Twisted by Every Chang- 
ing Wind and Given to Uttering 
Conflicting and “ Flabby Things” 
About the Carrency—The ex-Sen- 
ator Reviews the Major’s Record 
and Worns Republicans About 
Rushing the Ohican’s Nomination. 


Ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt made an- 
other fierce assault on Major William Mc- 
Kinley last night. He takes sound money 
for his text, and endeavors to use it as a 
battering ram against the Ohio candidate. 
Mr. Platt regards what Major McKinley 


has had to say in the past about the money 
question as “flabby things.”’ 

The statement issued by Mr. Platt was 
undoubtedly called out at this time by the 
recent visit to this city of such McKinley 
leaders as Gen. Alger of Michigan, Will- 
fam M. Hahn of Ohio, Chris Magee of Penn- 
sylvania, and Congressman Taylor of Ohjo, 
who came here to assure business men 
that McKinley is “all right” for sound 
money. Mr. Platt’s statement was as fol- 
lows: °* 

“The McKinley managers have under- 
taken to break the force of my charge that 
his financial record shows that he is an 
unsafe leader for the Republican Party at 
this time by printing: extracts from his re- 
cent speeches. These extracts consist of a 
lot of general phrases about the necessity 
of having a currency ‘as good as the best,’ 
of our ‘keeping all our dollars equal in 
value,’ and all that sort of thing. But the 
McKinley managers are away from the 
point. 

“The point is not that McKinley has 
made: no remarks and cast no votes that 
tend to the maintenance of good money, 
but that he has made all sorts of remarks 
and cast all sorts of votes, and, in a word, 
that he has acted in every situation, not 
from settled principles and convictions, but 
in accordance with what he considered at 
the time to be popular. 

“ Now, if we are going to nominate. Major 
McKinley for President, we should do it 
with our eyes open, and with the full 
knowledge of what we have got to stand 
up against during the campaign, and with 
as good a View as we can get of how his 
election will turn out in its consequences 
to the people in their affairs and to our 
party in its fortunes. 

“It is charged that the ‘ bosses” are 
against McKinley; that he is the ‘ people’s 
man.’ There is not a single one of all the 
men who are offensively styled ‘bosses’ 
who has not been repeatedly importuned 
by McKinley’s managers to support the 
Ohio candidate. They have not omitted 
even-so humble a person as myself from 
those whose influence they have sought. 
This attempt to picture McKinley as a 
modern St. George, running the blade of 
pure and high-minded politics down the 
red and horrid jaws of the dragon boss, is 
one of the many contemptible humbugs that 
have characterized his canvass. It is per- 
fectly notorious that the McKinley man- 
agers haye used all possible inducements 


to..secure delegates for, their candidate, 


while, on the other hand,’any.one of these 
superior statesmen. who are mentioned as 
the ‘ candidates of the bosses’ would take 
office, if nominated, without a single pledge 
direct or implied to embarrass his course 
‘or to afflict his conscience, 

“The methods that have been used to 
work up this ‘McKinley cyclone’ may be 
all very well for the lily-souled Mugwumps 
and that sort, but they make a so-called 
‘unscrupulous boss’ like myself stand 
rather aghast. 

“It is believed on all sides that the man 


who is placed in nomination at St. Louis 
will be the next President of the United 
States; that the utter detestation into 
which the Democratic Party has fallen and 
the deep desire of everybody for a return 
to Republican policies are enough to carry 
any Republican candidate, within a reason- 
able range of selection, into the White 
House. The Republican delegates, there- 
fore, have an incomparable opportunity. It 
is their supreme duty to nominate that man 
whose developed character and achieved 
record indicate that with his leadership Re- - 
publican policies will secure the longest ap- 
plication. They should find their candidate 
who will take office with the confidence of 
the country, and not with its apprehension 
and distrust, who is known to a free 
Sment, and not mortgaged up to his eyes 
with pledges that can never be performed 
and expectations that can never bé satis- 
fied; who is safe and not erratic, conserv- 
ative and not impulsive, firm and not im- 
pressionable. If these general principles 
are agreed to, they render the selection of 
Major McKinley impossible. And I repeat 
that my opposition to him proceeds from 
the fact that I foresee the gravest dangers 
to the Republican Party when he has been 
elected and we settle down to the work of 
restoring to this country the prosperity of 
which it has been robbed by Democratic 
sectionalists and free traders. 

“The financial question cannot be ig- 
nored. It might not have been especially 
troublesome* just yet if there had been 
an uninterrupted period of Republican rule, 
but even then its embarrassments would 
have been only postponed. A protective 
tariff is only half our task, and much the 
lesser half, because much the less difficult 
of accomplishment. We are all agreed 
about protection, but if our bill were ready 
me Sey. and if its enactment could be a 
completed fact simultaneously with the 
President’s inauguration, a return of the 
prosperity that we used to know would be 
still far distant. 

“The great question, then, is the finan- 
cial question, and nobody can look*at Mr. 
McKinley’s record and read the conflicting 
and generally flabby things that he has 
said on that subject without perceiving that 
he has no fixed opinion about it, and that he 
has been turned and twisted by every 
changing wind of what he thought was pub- 
lic opinion. The most explicit statement 
that he has ever made upon the subject was 
in these words, which he delivered in Con- 
gress on June 24, 1890, when he moved for 
a conference committee: 

““*T am for the largest use of silver in he 
currency of the country. I would not dis- 
honor it. I would give it equal credit and 
value with gold. I would make no discrim- 
ination. I would utilize both metals as 
money and discredit neither. I want the 
double standard, and I believe a conference 
will accomplish those purposes.’ 

“It is all very well for Mr. McKinley’s 
managers to come to New-York and say 
that he is ‘as sound as they arexon the 
money question,’ which may be-trhe, and 
yet not mean a great deal, but I want the 

usiness men of New-York to understand 
that this extract which I have quoted from 
McKinley’s speech has been sent by these 
same managers all over the Southern and 
Western States for the purpose of showing 
that McKinley is ‘friendly to silver’ and 
that the free-coinage people can safely give 
him their support. And, as a matter of fact, 
he did once vote for a free-cotnage bill, 
He voted also to override a Presidential 
veto of such a bill, and even as late as in 
the Fifty-first Congress, where he made the 
speech above quoted. in all the caucus con- 
troversies among the Republican mafority, 
Mr. McKinley, who was a member of the 
advisory committee of fifteen appointed 
to deal with the currency question, contin- 
uallv favored the eranting of concessions 
to the silver element. f 

“Tt is time, and high time, for the bus!- 
ness men of this country to wake up to 
what is going on in the effort to rush the 
nomination of McKinlev throu the Re- 
publican Convention with 4 whoop and a 
hurrah. The highest intelligence, the 

sndest business judgement, the widest ex- 
ence of public affairs, and the firmest 
resolution which the party can command

SOCIETY OF THE CINCINNATI. 


Opening ef the Triennial Meeting in 
Philadelphia Yesterday. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—The triennial 
meeting of the General Society of the Cin- 
cinnati began here to-day in the rooms of 
the Pennsylvania Historical Society. The 
society was organized 113 years ago to-day. 
Delegates and alternates are in attendance 
from eight State societies, many of them 
being distinguished personages. Acting 
Governor Roger Wolcott is one of the Mas- 
sachusetts alternates. 

The States represented are Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, New-York, Connecticut, 
Maryland, South Carolina, Rhode Island, 
and New-Jersey. The State societies of 
Virginia, Delaware, and North Carolina, 
which have been revived, applied for read- 
mission tq the General Society to-day. To- 
morrow the delegates will assemble on the 
Valley Forge, Penn., battlefield and hold the 


second day’s session on that historic spot. 
It is possible that a third day’s session 
will be held. in this city. 

The office of President General is vacant, 
owing to the death of Hamilton -Fish of 
New-York, and, it having been announced 
that ex-Gov. Robert Milligan McLane of 
Maryland, the Vice President General, has 
declined an election to the office of Presi- 
dent General, and also refused a re-election 
to his present position, there are several 
aspirants for these offices. Among the per- 
sons prominently mentioned in this con- 
nection are Major William Wayne, Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania society; Winslow 
Warren, President of the Massachusetts 
society, and James Simons, Vice President 
of the South Carolina society. Major 
Wayne is regarded as a strong candidate 
for the President Generalship. The elec- 
tion of officers will be the concluding busi- 
ness of the meeting. 

To-night an elaborate banquet was _ ten- 
dered the General Society at the Hotel 
Bellevue by the Pennsylvania society. The 
Society of the Cincinnati was originally 
constituted by a convention of the Conti- 
nental officers of the American Revolution 
in their cantonments on the Hudson River 
near New-Windsor, N. Y., on May 13, 1733. 
The first President General was Gen. George 
Washington. 


JUSTICE PARKER’S POLICE DECISION 





Opinions in Albany that It May Upset 
Many Existing Laws. 


ALBANY, May 13.—Commenting on the de- 
cision of Justice Parker, that the infamous 
Albany bi-partisan police law is unconsti- 
tutional,, State Committeeman William 
Barnes, Jr.’s, paper, The Evening Journal, 
says editorially to-night that if this de- 
cision is upheld by the higher courts, many 
laws in this State now in operation will be 
stricken from the statute books. Notably, 
it says, does this apply to the case of the 
New-York Police Commission, which was 
created by Chapter 569, Laws of 1895, which 


provides: 

At no time shall more than two of said Com- 
missioners belong to the same political party, 
nor be of the same political opinion on State and 
National issues. 

Then The Journal continues: 

» “ Justice Parker dism:sses as trivial the 
objections raised by counsel for the plaint- 
iffs in this case, with the exception of the 
one point raised above. Thereby the pro- 
visions of the bill legislating out the entire 
force, the senior-Captain provision, the 
forty-year eligibility clause and the right 
of the Common Council as a city authority, 
and the individual members of it, to act as 
an appointing wer, are maintained. 

“Tt was against these sections that the 
political opposition in Albany particularly 
directed itself when’ the original bill was 
under discussion in the Legislature. That 
measure did not provide that the Police 
Commissioners should be of any particular 
party, but that the Aldermen appointing 
them should be. . Judge Parker could not, 
in view. of the decision he ‘has .rendered, 
have consistently rendered one against the 
es as. originally passed by the Legis- 

ure.” : 





RAILROAD RECEIVERSHIPS. 


Mr. McCall Has a Plan to Regulate 
Inter-State Matters. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Mr. McCall of 
Massachusetts has introduced a bill which 
provides that no person shall be appointed 
as receiver of a railroad corporation, who, 
during a period of one year preceding, has 
been one of the principal officers of such 
corporation. 

The bill further provides that in the reor+ 
ganization of railway corporations in the 


hands of receivers, and lying in more 
than one State, it shall not be lawful for 
the reorganized company, whether the same 
be a new corporation or the insolvent cor- 
poration, to issue securities in the aggregate 
in excess of the securities which repre- 
sented, at the time the receiver was ap- 
pointed, the properties included in the re- 
organization, except that the additional se- 
curities may be issued to the amount of 
cash actually paid in after the receivership, 
and to the extent of the accrued interest 
upon the bonded and other indebtedness. 


ARMOR PLATE ACCEPTED. 





Severe Tests of That Prepared for the 
Russian Government. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—A test of armor 
under severe conditions, made at the Indian 
Head proving grounds to-day, resulted 
successfully for the manufacturers, the 
Bethlehem Stee! Company, of Bethlehem, 
Penn, 

The plate tested represented 600 tons of 
ship armor, intended for the Russian Govy- 
ernment, which was officially represented 
by Capt. Mertwago, the military and naval 


expert attached to the Russian Legation in 
Washington. Nine shots were fired at the 
target, an eight-inch me by = plate, at 
various velocities, six six-inch Holzer shells 
and three four-inch Holzer shells being 
used. All the shells smashed up in the 
piate after penetrating a few inches. 

The plate was practically intact, and Capt. 
Mertwago accepted it in behalf of the Rus- 
sian Government. 





Steel Canalboats from Cleveland. 


A fleet of six steel canalboats, heavily laden 
with merchandise, reached here yesterday in 
charge of E. P. Wheeler, manager of the Cleve- 
land Steel Canalboat Company. One of the six 


boats is equipped with steam power and it towed 
the other five. The fleet left Cleveland ten days 
ago and came through without any mishap. This 
being the first trip of the season’ mate by these 
boats, their arrival in this port naturally aroused 
considerable interest. The cargoes include a 
great variety of products, chief of which is a 
consignment of 263,000 pounds of steel wire nails 
destined for export to Japan and a large cargo 
of paraffine for export to Stuttgart. The fleet 
will start on its return trip in a few days with a 
full cargo of sugar, shipped by the American 
Sugar Refining Company. 





Char es Against Armour & Co, 


CHICAGO, May 13.—Three elevators in the 
Armour system have been ‘declared ‘“‘irregular’”’ 
by the Directors of the Board of Trade. This 
action was taken yesterday afternoon after a 
long session. The Directors acted after they had 
heard charges of unmercantile conduct preferred 
against Armour & Co. by various members of 
the board. This conduct consisted of issuing a 
large number of warebouse receipts about May 1, 
which were so dated as to compel the owners 
to handle the wheat short of the ten days usually 
accorded in such cases. By this action, it is 
alleged, Armour & .Co. profited, because they 
were enabled to buy in their wheat when it was 


thrown on the market and retain it in their ele- 
vators.

THE BOARD OF TRADE MAKES ITS 
POSITION “CLEAR. 





Resolutions Adopted Appealing to 
Both Great Political Parties to 
Make Unmistakable Declarations 


at Their Conventions—Report in 


Favor of Elevated Road Exten-| 


sions Not Indorsed—New Cable 


Code Opposed. 


Resolutions in favor of the gold standard 
and appealing to both political parties to 
declare for it at the approaching National 
Conventions were adopted yesterday at the 
monthly meeting of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation. President Darwin R. 


James was the author of the resolutions, 
which follow: 

Resolved, By the New-York Board of Trade 
and Transportation that, although it has here- 
tofore favored the use of silver so far as it was 
safe to do it and maintain a parity between 
gold and silver, and has advocated international 
concurrent action, as proposed by the United 
States to Europe, in 1878, and by the French 
Republic in 1881, but now regards the consumma- 
tion of such plan to.,be remote, and, as the 
derangement in finances existing at this time 
is serious and detrimentaf to the business in- 
terests of the country, we believe that the wel- 
fare of the people and the credit of the Na- 
ti can new be best and most permanently 
served by the maintenance of the gold standard. 

Resolved, That the New-York Board of Trade 
and Transportation regards if of the highest 
importance to the welfare of this country: that 
both of the two great National political parties, 
at their respective conventions soon to be held, 
declare in their platforms, in such terms as will 
admit of no misunderstanding, their firm al- 
legiance to the principles of sound money and a 
gold standard. 

Resolved, That, in our opinion, the declaration 
of belief in the gold standard, and a firm pur- 
pose to maintain it by both the great political 
parties, will have the effect to restore confidence 
in all sections of the country. © 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions be sent to the Chairmen of the National 
Committees of both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Parties, 


Applause followed the reading and was 
renewed when, in seconding the resolu- 
tions, G. Waldo Smith said: 

“Any party that fails to include in its 
platform a gold-standard plank will be ig- 
nominiously defeated, and I trust that any 
candidate who is afraid to tell the people 
what he really thinks will also be de- 
feated.”’ 


The question of adoption was about to be 
put when George W. Hopping of Seabury 
& Johnson objected to it as bad English. 
He quoted the dictionary and Adam Smith 
to show that gold could not be called a 
standard, because, being of varying value, 
it could not be the accurate measure of 
other values. 

“We all know what is meant by the reso- 
lution,” Mr. Smith rejoined. “It means 
that if John Doe gives Richard Roe a note 
for $5,000, that note will be paid in value 


represented by 12.8 grains of gold per dollar. 
There can be no mistake in the meaning 
and there ought to be no argument over it. 
John H. Washburn, President of the Home 
Insurance Company, and Jeremiah Fitzpat- 
rick also rebuked Mr. Hopping. Then the 
members voted in vigorous voice for the 
resolutions, Mr. Hopping alone dissenting. 

F. Thurber presented a long report 
favoring elevated road extensions. The 
meeting declined to indorse this plan as one 
likely to aid rapid transit materially, and 
the report was tabled. Mr, Thurber’s reso- 
lutions, which were general in their appli- 
cation rather than specific, passed without 
dissent. The resolutions were as follows: 

Resolved, That all efforts to improve the trans- 
it facilities of New-York are commendable and 
should receive the hearty support of the press 
and the public; . 

That the present opportunity to secure the im- 

vement. of our elevated roads should not be 
est S reid any fear that it may be detfimental 
to the project of an underground road; 

That, owing to the long and narrow conforma- 
tion ot New-York Island, with its annexed terri- 
tory broadening out like a fan, it. is probable that 
with the natural increase in population, traffic 
will always be in excess of the facilities which 
may be provided; and 

That. this ‘board favors a liberal policy toward 
investors providing such facilities; 

Resolved, That copies of this report and reso- 
lutions be presented to his Honor, Mayor Strong, 
and that the Committee on Railroad Transporta- 
tion and the Committee on City Affairs of this 
board be authorized to confer with his Honor 
the Mayor, the Rapid Transit Commissioners, 
and other bodies interested in improving the trans- 
it system of our city, and do all that is practi- 
cable to secure this much to be desired end. 

On motion from the Committee on City 
Affairs, it was decided to respond to the 
invitation to appoint two members to the 
Advisory Board of the Philadelphia Com- 
mercial Museum. Changes proposed in the 
by-laws, by which all resolutions and re- 
ports will be printed in advance of meet- 
ings, were approved, with the provision 
that the Executive Committee might make 
exceptions to the rule. Resolutions were 
passed in favor of the Torrey Bankruptcy 
bill, now pending in Congress, and against 
the compulsory use of the cable code ap- 
proved by the telegraph conference at Paris 
in 1890. It is proposed to put the code into 
effect all over the world on Jan. 1, 1898. 
Objection is urged to a universal code on 
the ground that merchants here have been 
at great labor and expense to devise codes 
adapted to their various needs, and changes 
would cause loss and confusion. The Pres- 
idént and Secretary of State will be asked 
to send thé protests of merchants to the 
telegraph conference at Buda-Pesth in July. 


A CUBAN EXPEDITION, PERHAPS. 





Rumored that More Filibusters Are 


About to Start from This Port, 


Rumors were rife last night about the 
fitting out of another Cuban filibustering 
expedition, which was to sail from this port 
for Cuba. It was reported that sixty-five 
Puerto Ricans were ready to sail under the 
leadership of a Cuban named Cuospiro, who 
had seen service in the French Army, and 


that the second in commond of the filibus- 
ters was a Cuban named Rios. Some gt 
the men, it was reported, had already left 
the city for a point on the New-Jersey 
coast, where a steamer was to take them on 
board, together with a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition. 

A large number of machetes had been pur- 
chased for the pu se of arming the in- 
surgents, it was d, and it was also re- 
ported that sixty-five uniforms had been 
made by a Cuban tailor in East Twelfth 
Street. A steamer had been chartered. 

It was rumored late last night that thirty 
of the men would embark on a tug at Pier 
4 Bast River, ostensibly for a fishing trip, 
but really to be taken on board the steamer 
which was to convey them to the Cuban 
coast, but up to midnight neither the: tug 
nor the men had appeared at the pier. The 
leaders of the uban Junta denied all 
knowledge of the rumored expedition. , 





To Honor the Czar’s Coronation. 


W£ASHINGTON, May 13.—The Russian Minister, 
Mr. E. De Kotzebue, is arranging to give a 
moonlight fete in honor of the coronation of the 
Czar, May 25. It will be an out-of-door affair. 
with music, and a gorgeous display of fireworks. 
A feast characteristic of the banquets of the em- 
pire of the two continents will be spread. It is 
expected that Mme. Kotzebue will arrive in this 
country in time to be present at this unique 
demonstration of loyalty. 





Shot Himself Before His Swecthecart. 


AUBURN, N. Y., May 18.—Because Belle Web- 
ster refused his offer of marriage, Charles A. 
Weddigen shot himself through the brain this 


afternoon and died two hours later in the City 
Hospital. The shooting was done at the home 
and in the presence of his sweetheart, who fell 
in a swoon, from which she did not recover 
for several hours. Weddigen was twenty-two 
years old, and had for several years been a 
page in the State Assembly. 





Not Half the Sailors American-Born.

CATHOLICS AND THE REMEDIAL BILL 


Forecast of the Mandement to be 
Read in Canada Sunday. 


MONTREAL, May 13.—Excellent authority 
gives the gist of the much-talked-of man- 
dement which is to be read in the Catholic 
churches next Sunday with regard to the 
Manitoba school question. The deliverance 
has the approval of the Vatican authori-: 
ties. 

The mandement will be promulgated in 
the ecclesiastical provinces of Montreal, 
Quebec, and Ottawa. In other provinces of 
Canada the Bishops will give the utter- 
ance individual approval and privately in- 
peng their flocks to carry out its direc- 
tions. 

First, the mandement will state that the 
domain of education is one that comes un- 
der the teaching of the Gospel and that 
the clergy have the authority in that do- 
main. Next will come a recital of the facts 
in the Manitoba school case. Deep regret 
will be expressed for the division of Catho- 
lics over the Remedial bill. The duty of 
the representatives of the people, with ref- 
erence to ‘Christian education, will then 
be touched upon, and the reason will be 
given oar every Catholic member should 
vote for the Remedial bill. The duty of the 
Catholic electors will be laid down to vote 
only for those candidates who are so 
pledged. 

It will be stated that if such support is 
withheld it wil! constitute a grievous error, 
for which they will be held spiritually re- 
sponsible. 


THE **G@YM” AT TRINITY BURNED. 





Students Suspected of Having Started 
the Fire. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 13.—Trinity stu- 
dents “raised Cain” last night and early 
this morning in celebration of their victory 
over Wesleyan in the track meet yesterday. 
The old gymnasium building was set on 
fire at 3 A. M., and burned to the ground. . 

The students turned out in their pajamas 
and saved the contents of,the building. 

The ‘‘gym” stood about sixty feet from 
the north end of the collage and was a dis- 
figurement to the campus: The loss is 
about $5,000, fully insured.. The fire at- 
tracted a large crowd, and all the students 
turned out. They danced and sang and 
shouted and seemed glad to see the build- 
isg burn. Early in the rena upon their 
return from Middletown, the Students had 
a bonfire and general rejoicing on the cam- 
pus. Some of the more exuberant ones 
** borrowed’ a wagon from Calvin White, 
who caused the arrest of two of the youths. 
They paid $5 for an hour’s use of the 
wagon. 

The Faculty of Trinity College held a se- 
cret meeting this mnt. to investigate the 
burning of the gymnasium. Several stu- 
dents are under suspicion. The students 
claim that the gymnasium caught from a 
bonfire on the campus, which the Faculty 
say had been out two hours. 





DUMMY TORPEDO ADRIFT AT SEA, 


Fearing that It Is Loaded, Mariners 
Sheer Off from All Flotsam, 


ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., May 13.—The 
Government has been experimenting with 
torpedoes of a new cnd powerful type. 
They are cylindrical in form and are 
charged with dynamite. Some of them have 
been anchored at various depths for experi- 
mental trial, a few feet below the water’s 
surface. They were to remain in a vertical 
position until struck by a ship or other 
object, when they would be thrown to a 
horizontal, releasing a mechanical con- 
trivance that would cause an explosion and 
destroy the largest ship afloat.

MINISTER TERRELL SUMMONED. 





Believed that His Presence Is Neces- 
sary in Turkey at Once. 


AusTIN, Texas, May 18.—United States 
Minister to Turkey Terrell, who has been 
visiting his family here for several weeks, 
was called to Washington last night by a 
telegram from President Cleveland. Mr. 
Terrell refuses positively to explain the 
cause of the summons, but from what is 
learned from his friends, it is understood 
that he will be sent to Turkey immediately, 
as his presence Is very necessary in the 
opinion of the officials at Washington. 

W£ASHINGTON, May 13.—The action of the 
President in summoning Mr. Alexander W. 


Terrell, United States Minister to Turkey, 
from his Texas home to Washington, was 
not based on any new or serious develop- 
ments in the Turkish situation. His pres- 
ence here is desired for purposes of consul- 
tation, and the inference is given that the 
matter concerns an official appointment.

POOLING FOR HIGHER PRICES. 





Dealers in Bolts and Nuts Agree to 
Follow a Trust Schedule. 


Boston, May 13.—The organization of a 


bolt and nut pool has been completed in 


this city, and as a result the wholesale 
and retail price of bolts and nuts has in- 
creased 50 per cent. within the last month. 

All the principal bolt and nut manu- 
facturers in this country, with a few ex- 
ceptions, have joined the combination, and 


the firms which. are on the outside are not 
inclined ‘to fight the pool in the_interest 
of lower prices for their products. Whether 
there will be a further advance in price 
or not cannot be told, as the prices are 
to be made from month to month. 

It is said that the successful consumma- 
tion of this manufacturing combination was 
due to the efforts of J. M. Parks, Treas- 
urer of the Atlas Tack Corporation, but 
who holds the more responsible and lucra- 
tive position of Commissioner of the nail 
pool, after which the new organization is 
modeled. 

The firms in the bolt and nut pool are 
bound by an unsigned agreement not to sell 
bolts for less than the pool fries. This is 
stated to be the price at Pittsburg, and 
the freight rate to the point where the 
bolts are made is always added to the 
Pittsburg figures. 





The Navajos Restless. 


SANTA Fp, New-Mexico, May 13.—Word from 
the Navajo country is to the effect that Chief 
Black Horse and a powerful element of the Na- 
vajo tribe are opposing the invasion of the Car- 


rizo Mountain gold field, by the syndicate lately 
organized by J. P. Voorhees, a nephew of Senator 
Voorhees, and others, and that trouble Is likely 
to ensue if they undertake to mine in that re- 
gion. A company of United States troops has 
been ordered to the vicinity cf Farlington, and 
all citizens entering the Navajo reservation are 
required to secure passports from the agent under 
penalty of arrest and confiscation of their effects. 





Secretary Lamont Returning. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, May 12,—Seerctary Daniel 
S. Lamont returned to this city to-day from a 
trip up the Gatineau River, fishing.

MORE TROOPS REQUIRED 





SPAIN HAS NOT SOLDIERS ENOUGH 
IN CUBA TO DO HER BIDDING. 


None Can Be Sent to the Interior Be- 
cause They Have to Protect the 
Cliies—Trhe Volunteers in the Field 
Are Absolutely Useless—Captain- 
General Weyler Regrets that He 
Did Not Shoot the Competitor 
Prisoners for Insulting the Court. 


Maprip, May 13.—A dispatch from Ha- 
vana to the Imparcial says the Govern- 
ment troops in Cuba are being reorgan- 
ized, but that none of them can be spared 
to conduct operations against the rebels in 
the interior of the Province of Pinar del 


Rio, because. of the risk that the towrnis will 
be burned by the insurgents if the garri- 
sons are withdrawn. Twenty additional 
battalions of reinforcements for the Span- 
iards are urgently needed. 

The dispatch further says the volunteers 
now in the field are absolutely useless. The 
fact that many expeditions in aid of the 
Cubans were successful in landing in Cuba 
during the month of April is suppressed 
by the Government. The insurgents are 
well supplied with munitions of war. 

In a recent interview with a press rep- 
resentative, the dispatch adds, Capt. Gen. 
Weyler was very reserved in his expres- 
sions, but from what he did say the re- 
porter gathéred that he regretted that he 
had not shot the Competitor prisoners, es- 


pecially the Cubans, for indulging in de- 
risive remarks in the presence of the court 
before which they were arraigned. 


HAVANA, May 13.—Reports have been re- 
ceived here of several encounters between 
Government troops and insurgents, but no 
engagement of tmportance has taken place. 
According to these reports, the rebels lost 
eleven killed and two taken prisoners. The 
losses of the Spaniards were one officer and 
seven privates killed and two wounded. 

Capt. Gen. Weyler has extended tempo- 
rarily the operation of the last edict issued 
by him, granting pardons to insurgents 
who shall surrender to the authorities with- 
in a ‘specified time, so that it now applies 
to the Provinces of Havana and Matanzas, 
as well as to the Pinar del Rio Province. 

United States Consul General Ramon O. 
Williams has presented to the authorities 
the claims of two of the prisoners alleged 
to have been members of the last filibus- 
oe expedition, and requested that the 
men be granted a civil trial on the ground 
that at the time of their capture they were 
not bearing arms. He has also made a 
similar request on behalf of the French- 
man who recently arrived here on an 
American ship. 





BELLIGERENCY OF THE CUBANS. 


The Subject Discussed by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations this morning 
discussed Senator Morgan’s joint resolution, 
recognizing the belligerency of the Cuban 
insurgents, but no action was taken, and 


the sentiments of the members were not 
disclosed by the discussion. The meeting 
was not largely atterded, so the subject 
was poepened until next Wednesday. 

Nothing was said in the committee about 
asking the presence before it of the Diaz 
brothers, who were expelled from Cuba 
on a charge of aiding the insurrectionists, 
A movement is on foot to have the gentle- 
men appear before the committee and re- 
late the condition of affairs on the island 
as they know it, but no steps have yet 
been taken looking to such a hearing. 


MR. HACKETT ISSUES A CALL. 





The -Republican State Committee to 
Meet Next. Saturday. 


Chairmah Charles W. Hackett has issued 
a call for the Republican State Committee 
to meet at the Fifth Avenue Hotel Saturday 
at 1 P. M. Politicians were curious to 
know why the meeting had been called at 
this time. There were stories that the 


committee might demand of all.the can- 
didates for the Presidency that they state 
their views on the money question. An- 
other rumor was that Gov. Morton had de- 
cided to retire from the Presidential con- 
test, and would so inform the State Com- 
mittee. The Morton managers laughed at 
such rumors. 

The real explanation seems to be that the 
Platt contingent is very anxious to issue 
an address to the people of the State of 
New-York in defense of the conduct of the 
recent Platt Legislature. Similar addresses 
are issued every year. Last year Mr. Platt 
did not think it necessary to call the com- 
mittee together for the purpose, so he had 
Chairman Hackett and Executive Chairman 
Odell sign it and send it out as the state- 
ment of the State Committee. Some of the 
State Committeemen quietly protested 
against being left out of consideration. This 
year it was thought best to show the State 
Committeemen some slight courtesy. 





DEMOCRATIC DELEGATES AT LARGE 


State Committee to Meet To-day to Fix 
the Date for Their Choosing. 


The Democratic State Committee will 
meet at the Hoffman House to-morrow and 
select June 23 or 24 as the date, and Sara- 
toga as the place, for the State Convention 
to elect delegates at large to the Chicago 
Convention. Senator #Iill will arrive here 
to-day, probably, to confer with the other 
party leaders, most of whom will be in the 
city by to-night. 

Many Democrats are insisting that great 
care should be taken to select delegates at 
large who will be able to.present the cause 
of sound money effectively. 

Ex-Secretary W. C. Whitney, Frederic R. 
Coudert, and ex-Postmaster General Bissell 
have been mentioned as the kind of men 
who should be sent. There was a rumor 
last ment that both ex-Lieut. Gov. Sheehan 
and John C. Sheehan might oppose the se- 
lection of Mr. Bissell on account of his op- 
position to them in Buffalo in other days. 





Bishop Ryan’s Will Filed. 


BUFFALO, May 13.—The will of the late Bishop 
Ryan was filed for probate this morning. Under 
its provisions all of his estate, both real and 


personal, is bequeathed to the Church. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, Bishop McDonnell of Brooklyn, 
and Bishop Ludden of Syracuse are named as 
executors. An insurance of $2,000 in the Catho- 
lic Mutual Benevolent Association, of which the 
Bishop was a member, goes to the Working Boys’ 
Home, that institution being named as the bene- 
ficiary in the policy. 





“Baby McKee” Seriously Il. 


SARATOGA SPRINGS, May 13.—Benjamin* Har- 
rison McKee, grandson of Gen. Harrison, and son 
of J. R. McKee and Mrs. Mamie Harrison Mc- 
Kee, is seriously ill with what appears to be 
pneumonia. Mr. McKee, who was in New-York, 
was summoned to this village yesterday, and 
arrived early this morning. Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Kee recently moved from Schenectady to this 
village. 





Gold to be Sent Abroad. 

The steamship Normannia, whidno will sail to- 
day, will carry away $1,600,000 of American gold 
eagles. Of this amount $1,000,000 Is sent by 
Helideibach, Ickelheimer & Co., and $500,000 by 
L. Von Hoffman & Co. The total shipments thus 
far this week aggregate $3,550,000. There is a 
belief in banking circles down town that about 
$2,000,000 more in gold coin will be shipped on 
the Saturday ships. 





Factional War in Indian Territory. 


ANTLERS, Indian Territory, May 13.—Hostili- 
ties have begun again in Boktuklown and Cedar 


Counties, where the Sheriff of Boktuklown Coun- 
ty and the District Chief are warring with each 
other. Three killings among the members of 
the different factions have been reported within 
the last ten days. The Choctaw authorities have 
failed to take any action. 
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THEIR SENTENCES COMMUTED. 


None of the Transvaal Reformers 
Will Suffer Death. 


BERLIN, May 13.—A private telegram re- 
ceived in this city says that the sentences 
of Col. Francis Rhodes, brother of Cecil 
Rhodes, ex-Premier of the Cape Colony; 
John Hays Hammond, the American mining 
engineer; Lionel Phillips, and George Far- 
rar, who were condemned to death by the 
High Court at Pretoria upon charges of 
treason, in being active members of the Jo- 
hannesburg Reform Union, which was held 
to have instigated Dr. Jameson’s raid into 
the Transvaal, have been commuted to im- 
prisonment for a term of five years. 

The sentences of other members of the 
Reform Committee who were found guilty 
in connection with the conspiracy and raid, 
and were condemned to imprisonment and 
banishment and to pay a fine of $10,000 


each, have been reduced to one year’s im-- 


prisonment. 
The telegram is as yet uncapfirmed. 


A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 





Internal Revenue Collector Punished 
Under Connecticut’s Liquor Law. 


WILLIMANTIC, Conn., May 13.—H. J. 
Hirsch, Deputy Internal Revenue Collector 
of Windham and New-London Counties, 
was committed to Brooklyn Jail for con- 
tempt of court by Judge Wheeler, this af- 
ternoon, for refusing to produce the records 
of his office to show whether or not Stephen 
H. Cole of Putnam, charged with keeping 
liquors without license, had declared his 
intention to conduct a retail liquor busi- 
ness and paid a tax. 

The general rules of the Revenue Depart- 
ment forbid officers to produce their records 
or disclose the transactions of their officers 
in the State courts. Hirsch also had’ spe- 
cial instructions from the District Collect- 
or’s office in Hartford not to produce the 
papers in this case. 

Judge Wheeler ordered him committed for 
contempt until he shall comply with the 
subpoena, Revenue Collector Bybee of 
Hartford and United States District At- 
torney Comstock of Norwich were notified, 
and proceedings will immediately be taken 
for Hirsch’s release by habeas corpus in 
the United States court, which course has 
been followed in similar cases. 





MANY CLUBS INCORPORATED. 


The Raines 
Receipts at Albany. 


Law the Cause—Excise 


ALBANY, May 13.—The number of clubs 
seeking incorporation papers at the Secre- 
tary of State’s office has shown an aston- 
ishing increase since the Raines liquor tax 
law was enacted. Seventeen clubs to-day 
filed certificates, and every day the number 
of clubs incorporated has been much 
larger than formerly. The clubs are nearly 
all in the cities of New-York and Brooklyn, 
a few béing in Buffalo. 

The one-thigd or State’s share of moneys 
collected: under the Raines liquor tax law 
is already being received by the Excise 
Commissioner of the State. 

The amount of the State’s share from 
New-York, Kings, and Erie received to 
date is: New-York, $427,712; Kings, $76,- 
650; Erie, $60,088. These amounts were re- 
ceived to-day. 

The Mary Powell Steamboat Associa- 
tion was to-day given the first tax certifi- 
eate under the common carriers’ license 
clause of the Raines Liquor Tax bill, The 
fee is $200.

Trying to Redeem Burned Notes. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—President ‘Parker of 
the First National Bank of Cripple Creek, Col., 
has arrived here with the charred remnants of 
$17,000 in United States currency, burned in the 
recent fire.’ Treasurer Morgan has set his ex- 
perts to work with strong glasses, and hopes to 
be able to decipher some of the money, so that 
it may be redeemed. 





Postal Receipts Increasing. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—The gross receipts of 
the thirty largest Post Offices of the United 
States for the month of April, 1896, as compared 
with 1895, were $2,836,030, against $2,662,915 in 
1895, a net increase of $173,115. New-York heads 
the list, with Chicago second, Philadelphia third, 
Boston fourth, and St. Louis fifth. 





The Higginson Divorce. 


BosTon, May 13.—The divorce case of Francis 
L. Higginson, the banker, against his wife, who 


is alleged to have eloped with J._ Wheatiand 
Smith, has been submitted to Judge Maynard by 
depositions, and there will be no hearing.

IMPORTANT ARRESTS MADE BY THE 
NEWARK POLICE YESTERDAY.

James Cregan and Charles Becket 


Taken—-They Are Charged with 
Having Realized Twenty Thou-« 


sand Dollars Through a Swin- 


dling Operation in San Francisco 
~—Followed All over the Country by 
Detectives Employed by a Bank. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 13.—Two men, ale 
leged to be check raisers, forgers, and 
swindlers generally were taken into custo- 
dy here this afternoon. They are two 
out of a gang of four. The other two mém-~ 
bers of the gang are now under arest in 


San Francisco, where the two arrested to- 
day will be taken. ; 

The men arrested are James Cregan, 
thirty-five years old, and Charles Becker. 
The specific charge on which they were 
taken into custody was that they raised a 
check for $12 to call for $22,000 in gold. 
They obtained the money without. the least 
trouble and then escaped. A. H. Holmes, 
a merchgndise broker, whose offices were 
in San Francisco, Dec. 10 last,- presented a 
check to the Nevada Bank.. He had done 
some busin2ss through the bank and had 
become known to the cashier, who had no 
reason to suspect him of being anything 
but what he represented himself to be.° 
The check he presented Dec. 10 was for 
$22,000. It was made to his order and 
drawn on the Crocker-Woolworth Bank of 
San Francisco, by the Bank of Woodland, 
Cal. Holmes explained that he turned it 
in to the Nevada Bank for collection, to 
save himself the trouble of being identified 
at the other bank. He was given four bags 
of twenty-dollar gold pieces. Each bag con- 
tained $5,000. The other $2,000 was placed 
to his credit. 

That was the last seen of Holmes for a 
long time. His balance remained undis- 
turbed in the Nevada Bank, and his busi< 
ness transactions ceased, and the day he 
drew the $20,000 his offices were closed and 
he departed. 

In the course of time the check reached 
the bank on which it was drawn through 
the Clearing House. Inquiry deyeloped the 
fact that the only check anything like the 
one presented had been made out for $12. 
Experts were placed on the case, and it 
was found by microscopic examination that 
the twelve-dollar check had been most. 
skillfully raised from that amount to $22,- 
000. Not only had the needful erasures 
been made, but the perforations had been 
surmounted, and all so neatly that to the 


naked eye, and even under an ordinary 
magnifying glass, there did not appear to 
be the slightest thing wrong with the check. 
The date on the check had been advanced 
to correspond more nearly with the date 
of presentation. The ‘Ive’ of twelve had 
been eraced, and the ‘“‘twe’’ extended so 
as to read ‘“‘ twenty thousand dollars.’’ The 
drawer of the check hdd been careless in 
writing the amount, and had ieft sufficient 
space for the extra words to be put in. 
Then, in some way which has puzzled the . 
experts, so neatly was it done, the perfora- 
tions were filled in until they were invisi- 
ble. The naked eye could detect no dis- 
turbance of the paper. New. perforations 
were made to correspond with the altered 
amount called for on the face of the check. 
The figures were erased and changed. 

The American Bankers’ Association took 
up the case, and called in detectives to 
help unravel the matter. Three months 
ago two of the gang to whom the detect- 
ives ascribed the crime were caught in 
Denver, and taken to San Francisco. They 
were not tried, as the authorities -wanted 
the two arrested to-day in this city before 
proceeding against any of the. gang:f- 

Patrolman ‘Loftus, whose detatl is the 
eorner of Broad and Market Streets, this 
city, was on duty to-day a little after ngon. 
He was accosted by a man who showed 
his credentials as a detective, and point- 
ed out to Loftus two well-dressed business- 
like appearing men, Ee said they were 
noted criminals, and were fugitives from 
justice. Loftus at once arrested Cregan, 
while Detectives Fallon, Muenster, and 
Laddel took charge of*Becker. Becker &p- 
peared surprised, but said nothing. Cregan 
protested against arrest, and threatened 
trouble, but Loftus informed-him he would 
use his club if there was anything -but 
calm consent to accompanying him, and 
Cregan wilted. P * 

‘Detective Fallon believes Becker is the 
man who was at the head df the gang. He 
believes he is the one who did the; work 
on the check, and that the others were 
his assistants. There is a dispute as to 
whether he or one of the men under arrest 
in San Francisco was ‘‘ Holmes.” : 

The money once obtained from the ban 
the swindlers had separated and gone away 
in pairs. There was not much difficulty - 
in locating the two arrested. in Denver, but 
Cregan and Becker were slippery. They 
were located time and again, but each time 
slipped away before they could be arrest- 
ed. They crossed and recrossed their tracks 
on the flight eastward, and dodged back 
and forth through the country. They were 
frequently together, but seldom for any 
long period, and this was what bothered 
the detectives. .Two weeks agé the de- 
tectives came upon the two in Philadel- 
phia and arrested them. 

They at once hired one of the best an@ 
sharpest lawyers in the city, and, although. 
the detectives succeeded in having’ Cregan 
and Becker held for five days, the lawyer 
secured their release before the necessary 
information and papers could be brought 
from the Pacific coast. Twelve hundred 
dollars was taken from them whén th 
were arrested in Philadelphia. As soon as. 
they obtained their liberty they separated, 
and did not even wait to regain their money 
ponevone shaking Philadelphia’ dust from their 
shoes. 

The detectives a few days ago came across 
Becker in Brooklyn. They concluded it 
would not be long before he and Cregan 
would meet They were not disappointed.’ > 
Becker left Brooklyn this morning, wan- 
dered about New-York for a time, and then 
took a train for this city. The detectives 
were with him. He appeared to believe he 
had shaken them. On reaching this city 
Becker went to a hotel, and Cregan soon 
joined him. They had a talk and «then 
started down Broad Street toward Market, 
Two of the detectives were behind them, 
and their arrest followed. ; 

Cregan had a one-thousand-dollar. bill,. 
twelve one-hundred-dollar bills, and some 
change. The one-thousand-dollar bill was 
neatly folded in a.cardcase. The twelve 
hundred-dollar bills were fastened to his un- 
derclothing at the knee. He denied hav- 
ing any money, except the $1,000 and the 
change, and when the $1,200 was found 
coolly remarked: “‘ There goes the boodle.’’, 

Becker had “about $100 on his person. 
Cregan had a diamond ring in one of his 
pockets worth at least $400. Becker had 
a scarfpin, set with a sapphire and dia- 
monds, which was valued at $225. Cregan 
had a gold watch and chain, and each

LONG CAREERS OF CRIME. 


The Gang’s Swindling Operations Not 
Cenfined to This Country. 


George D. Bangs, General Superintendent 
vf Pinkerton’s agency in this city, said yes- 
terday that the principal credit for the ar- 
rest of the gang of check raisers and forg- 
érs belonged to Capt. I. W. Lees, Chief of 
Detectives in San Francisco. ‘“ The entire 
banking community of San Francisco has 
taken great interest in the pursuit of these 
criminals,” Mr. Bangs said, ‘‘as these 
forgeries had not been confined alone to 
San Francisco. About two years ago they 

“ began at San Diego, in Southern California, 
where they committed forgery; then went 
to Los Angeles, then to Fresno, then to San 
Francisco. On this trip they secured $32,- 
000, and on the last trip about $27,000. 

“ For several years prior Becker, Cregan, 
and associates had been swindling banks 
all over the United States with drafés pur- 


Chased for amounts less than $100, and 
raising them to hundreds of dollars. It was 
Becker’s business to alter the drafts. He 
was the artist who removed the writing 
with acids, restored the most delicate tints 
to the safety paper, and wrote in the ‘new 
amounts, doing most of his work with a 
camel’s hair brush. When the amount of 
the genuine draft or check was perforated 
or eut in the paper, he would fill in these 
perforations with paper pulp, then with hot 
irons press it out, and perforate or cut the 
new figures to agree with the amount. 
When an altered check or draft left his 
hands it was difficult te detect the aitera- 
sions even with a microscope. 

“James Cregan was the capitalist or 
backer, who put up the money for expenses 
and buying small checks or drafts to be 
altered. He also at times acted as ‘ mid- 
die man’ between Becker and the man 
who presented the forged paper to the 
banks. Charles Becker lives withshis wife 
in Hast New-York, and has lived there a 
ereat many years. At one time he entered 
the saloon business in East New-York. 

“ Oharles Becker, alias John Becker, alias 
Blosh, alias Bader, alias ‘The Dutchman.’ 
has. been associated with the most noted 
professional forgers of the age in both hem- 
ispheres. Becker first came into notoriety as 
an expert forger on account of his knowl- 
edge of engraving and lithographing, which 
trade he.learned when a young man. The 
first known of Becker in the forgery line in 
the East was about 1870, when he became 
connected with George Engel, alias ‘ Dutch 
George,’ George Wade Wilkes, Ed Hall, 
a@iias ‘Pins,’ Walter Patterson, and old 
Ira Garsides. ; 

“In 1872 Joseph B. Chapman, a_ burg- 
lar; little Joe Reilly, Adams Worth, 
now in prison in Belgium,) ‘ Sealskin Joe,’ 

ecker, and others committed the robbery 
ef the Third National Bank, Baltimore, 
Md.,.after which ‘crime Becker and his 
associates fied to Europe, where they 
squandered the proceeds of the burglary. 
There béing no burglary work in sight, 
Becker formed this burglary gang into a 
peed pe 34 band, and after sufficient training 
a fixing up to suit their business, they, 
under the tutorship of Becker and Chap- 
man, traveled all over Eurcpe, committing 
forgeries in every city of importance, in- 
cluding London, Paris, Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, Hamburg, Berlin, Vienna, and Con- 
stantinople. They took in with them Car- 
los Sesicovich, a noted German forger. This 
band was intercepted at Smyrna, Turkey, 
where the members were put under arrest. 
Before they were arrested they had suc- 
ce2d2d in swindling banks on the Continent 
out of thousands of dollars. In Constan- 
tireple they secured $20,000. This money, 
as fast as obtained, was sent to London to 
Mrs. Lydia Chapnan, the wife of ‘ Little 
Joe’ Chapman, one of the leaders of the 
band. who was residing in London in fine 
style in a house in the East End. Chap- 
man, as a young man, had been engaged 
as a bank clerk in Chicago, and therefore 
understood the banking business thorough- 
ly. This enabled him to be of great as- 
Sistance to Becker as his representative 
With the rest of the band, Becker doing all 
the forgery work and Chapman and 
the others obtaining the genuine drafts, 
ehecks, and letters of credit to be 
operated on, as aiso acting as the 
presenters of the ferged paper. After 

- their. arrest in Smyrna they were tried be- 

fore the English Consular Court, convicted 
in the Fall of 187% and all sentenced to 
three years each in the English prison at 
Constantinople. Three months after their 
inearceration in the prison at Constan- 
tinople, Becker, Réiliy, and Sesicovich made 
their escape. 

“Chapmen was left behind, his asso- 
Ciates claimed, because he was sick and 
eould not travel, but Chapman and his wife 
afterward claimed that he was purposely 
eserted. When ‘Little Joe’ Chapman 
ound that he had been deserted, he imme- 


diately sent word to his wife that his -asso- | 


ciates,; who had escaped. if not recaptured, 
would lock her, up in “London, and would 
Claim théir share of the money she was 
holing for the band. Chapman directed 
his wife under no circumstances to give 
them any part of this money until his re- 
lease. Becker, Reilly, and Sesicovich evaded 
arrest in Turkey, made their way to Lon- 
don, where they found Mrs. Chapman. They 
took furnished rooms at her house and de- 
manided their shares of the money in her 
assession. In order to induce her to pro- 
ute the money, they told her .aat they 
Wanted it to enable them to visit Australia, 
Where they intended to commit extensive 
forgeries. 

“Mrs, Chapman, however, acting under her 
husband's instructions, persistently refused 
to give ap any part of the money until she 
had her husband’s direction to do so. Be- 
Heving the money. Was concealed in the 
house, they arranged a plan to rob her, 
but tn order to have an opportunity to 
gearch her person and the house and get 

ssession of the keys to parts of the 

ouse, they concluded that it was necessary 
t> drug her. It was also known to them 
that Mrs. Chapman was the possessor of 
a very fine collection of diamonds and pre- 
cious stones, and that she was a heavy 
drinker; so the pian was arranged to get 
-her to drinking, and while drunk: to drug 
her liquor. This plan was consummated on 
April 13, #876, but in drugging her they 
gave her an overdose, and she, having some 
affection of the heart, the overdose killed 
her. Becker and his associates became 
alarmed and fied. It was then arranged 
that they, should all make their way to 
America by different routes and meet in 
: 7 gh City, which they did. 

.“On their return to America. Becker, 
*Joe’” Reilly, alias Elliott, and Georgé 
Wade Wilkes joined together and formed a 
pian to defraud the Union Trust Company 
of New-York. A clerk in the employ of the 
New-York Life-Insurance Company, named 
Charles W. Pontez, was induced to loan 
Reiily one of. the canceled checks drawn by 
the New-York Life Insurance Company in 
payment of an account. This was counter- 
feited by Becker, and, on the information 
furnished by Pontez, as to the amount 
the New-York Life could draw on their 
account with the Union Trust Company, 
Becker filied in the counterfeited check for

LIMITING RIGHTS 





OF APPEAL. 


New Law Which Will Lighten an 
Overburdened Calendar. 


ALBANY, May 138.—ihe calendar of the 
Court of Appeals has become more and 
more burdened with appeals as each year 


has passed. The appeals filed annually ex- 
ceed by 300 or 400 the number decided each 
year by the court. 3 

A bill of Senator Lexow’s, signed by the 
Governor to-day, will result in reducing the 
appeals by at least one-quarter. The bill 
was fought by the railroad corporations be- 
cause it stopped negligence cases at the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court. 

e bill provides that no appeal shall be 

taken to the Court of Appeals from a judg- 
ment of affirmance hereafter rendered in 
an action to recover damages for a per- 
sonal injury, or to recover damages for in- 
juries resulting in death, or in an action to 
set aside a judgment, sale, transfer, con- 
veyance, assignment, or written instrument, 
as in fraud of the rights of creditors when 
the decision of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court is unanimous, unless 
such Appellate Division shall certify that, 
in its opinion, a question or law is involved 
which ought to be reviewed by the Court 
of Appeals, or unless, in case of its refusal 
to so certify, an appveal is allowed by a 
Judge of the Court of Appeals. 





WILL MAKE GOOD THEIR LOSSES. 


Baptist Missionaries Treated with 
Justice by China. 


Boston, May 13.—In regard to the cable 
dispatch from Tien-Tsin, China, saying that 
Consul Read has succeeded in securing pay- 
ment in full of the Baptist Missionary 


Union claims for property losses in the 
Sechuan riots, the Rev. Samuel W. Duncan, 

. D., Corresponding Secretary of the 
American Baptist Missionary Union, when 
questioned as to the probable arnount of 
these losses, said: 

“The claims have not been filed with us 
for the reason that they were altnost 
personal losses of missionaries, clothing, 
furniture, books,: &c. They will not be 
heavy. I have no doubt the dispatch is 
correct, as thé latest advices we had from 
our people there were to the éffect that 
every assurance had been given them that 
this would be done. Our people are back 
at work and well settled in three of the 
places again.” 





Question of Tax on Bank Stock. 


Argument was heard yesterday ‘by the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court on a test 
ease involving the right of insurance companies 
to recover from the city taxes paid on bank 
stock held by them subsequent to the passing of 
the law of 1886, which exempted them from such 
taxation. The action was by the Aetna 
Insurance Company to recoyer taxes paid in 
1886, 1887, and 1888. At the first trial of the 
case in the Supreme Court Justice Lawrence di- 
rected a verdict for the plaintiff for $21,848. That 
amount did not include the taxes of 1886, and the 
company appealed. The City was — dissatisfied. 
For the insurance company T. P. Wickes argued 
that the tax was unlawful and that it was paid 
under compulsion. George S. Coleman, for the 
Corporation Counsel, held that as no steps had 
been taken to vacate the assessment, the pay- 
ment of the tax was voluntary, and the money 
could not be recovered. Decision was reserved.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL GETS 
A BIG MAJORITY IN THE SENATE. 


It Makes a Larger Appropriation than 
Any Similar Bill in the History 
of the Country—No Limit Placed 
upon the Continuing Contracts— 
Only Nine Senators Resist the 
Chance for a Grab at the Nation’s 
Fands, 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Senate this 
afternoon passed the River and Harbor bil 
by the decisive vote of 57 to 9. ‘ 

Those who went on record against the 
bill were Messrs. Allen, Bate, Brown, Chilt- 
on, Harris, Hill, Kyle, Smith, and Vilas. 

The Gorman amendment, limiting the 


yearly expenditures under the bill and pre- 
ceding contracts to $10,000,000, had been 
defeated, The refusal of the body yester- 
day to table the Gorman amendment had 
given rise in some quarters to the belief 
that the plan of economy advocated by the 
Maryland Senator would prevail. Over night 
the friends of the many huge schemes con- 
tained in the measure did some effective 
work, and when the test of strength came 
to-day, only twenty-three Senators favored 
the Gorman proposition. It was easy to 
get the votes to pass the bill, as there are 
continuing contracts, amounting to $64,000,- 
000, provided fer twenty-two States, 

Mr. Smith of New-Jersey denounced the 
bill as a whole as a “ grab-bag,” asserting 
that there was no justification, in these 


hard times, for taking $70,000,000 from the 
Treasury, an amount not called for in any 
one River and Harbor bili before in the 

of the country. His criticism 
brought Mr. Frye, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Commerce, to the floor with 
a characteristic defense of the bill. Mr. 
Frye contended that the country in the past 
had been a heavy loser by reason of the 
practice of making insufficient provision for 
great harbor improvements which it had 
authorized, thus permitting the work to 
cease at a time when it was absolutely 
necessary that it should be continued. He 
cited the case of Galveston Harbor in 
support of his argument that the country 
was infinitely better off because large 
amounts had been set aside to be expended 
in hurrying the work of deepening and 
enlarging harbors. 

Many speeches were made under the five- 
minute rule, and the fact that the bill car- 
ries a larger sum than any previous Con- 
gress had seen fit to authorize for river 
and harbor improvement, even in flush 
times, was clearly set fo but without 
changing the determination of the majority. 

Mr. Frye ts confident that the House will 
accept the Senate amendments. 





SHARP PRACTICE IN THE HOUSE. 


The Means Taken to Pass a Bill 
Causes Hard Feelings. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Proceedings in the 
House to-day began with the airing of 
something ike a personal difficulty between 
Messrs. Pitney (Rep., N. J.,) and Evans 
(Rep., Ky.,) over the passage of a bill in- 
troduced by the former, giving four con- 
demned cannon and cannon balls to the 
Grand Army of the Republic post at Boon- 
ton, N. J. 

It appeared from the statements of the 
gentlemen that one day last week Mr. Pit- 


ney objected to the consideration of @ bill 
introduced by Mr. Evans to pay Samuel 
MeKee. $1,718 for expenses incurred in de- 
fending a _contested-election case in the 
Fortieth Congress. When Mr. Pitney asked 
consideration of his cannon bill Mr. Evans 
objected, as he said, because of Mr. Pit- 
ney’s attitude toward his own bill. In his 
explanation, Mr: Evans said that later in 
the day, when he had objected to Mr. Pit- 
ney’s bill, and in his (Evans’s) absense, Mr. 
Pitney induced a colleague from his State 
to ask eonsideration of a bill, and getting 
it, substituted Mr. Pitney’s bill for the one 
he had ealled up, and it was passed, Learn- 
ing this, he entered a motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill was passed in 
order to call’the attention of the House to 
the proceeding. . 

Mr. Pitney defended his. action, and re- 
pelled the insinuation that entire frank- 
ness was not observed by his colleague 
(Mr. Loudenslager) in the preeeedings re- 
lating to the bill in question. 

Mr. Evans withdrew the motion to re 
consider, and the episode ended. 





AMERICAN CLAIMS UPHELD. 


Further Inquiry into the Action of 
Great Britain in the Fijis. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Senator Lodge, 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
to-day submitted a resolution from that 
committee requesting the President to con- 
tinue the investigation in the matter of 
the claims of B. H. Henry and other Ameri- 
ean citizens against the Government of 
Great Britain, in regard to lands claimed 
by them in the Fiji Islands, looking to such 
an adjustment of them as the facts may 
warrant. 

The resolution is based upon a message 
sent to the Senate by the President Feb. 14 
last. Mr. Lodge presented a report with 
the resolution, reviewing the facts in con- 


nection with the claims, from which it ap- 
pears that they arc based upon lands ceded 
to the claimants by the native authorities 
before the islands came into the posses- 
sion of Great Britain. The treaty of annex- 
ation provided that grants previously made 
should be respected by Great Britain, but 
this provision seems to have been disre- 
garded by the British authorities, and the 
lands seized. 

It is shown that in similar cases, where 
the interests of German citizens were af- 
fected, the action of the British authori- 
ties was reviewed by a joint commission, 
resulting in either the restoration of the 
land or the payment of a money value. The 
land involved is represented as of great 
value, 





FOR A SCIENTIFIC CHIEF. 


Proposal to Create a Permanent Office 
in the Agricultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—From the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture Senator Proctor to-day 
reported a bill to. provide for a Director 
in Chief of the Scientific Bureau in the 
Department of Agriculture. This - official 
is to be appointed by the President, and 
confirmed by the Senate, at a salary of 

,000 a year. 
vrne oe rt shows that of the 2,019 men 
employ 
993 are engaged chiefly upon scientific and 
technical work, and of the $2,400,000 appro- 
riated for the Agricultural’ Department, 
$1,700,000 was for this work. nder the 
present system this work has been confided 
to an Assistant ry, but for some 
years there has been felt the need of a 
permanent officer of wide scientific attain- 
ments who should have charge of all this 
"yEe chief consideration that makes this 
desirable is the necessity for permanent ad- 
ministration.

CANNOT ADJOURN YET. 


Republican Senators Favor Continu- 
ing Their Uselessness. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—The members of 
the Republican steering committee of the 
Senate consumed several hours to-day in an 
effort to formulate a programme leading 
up to adjournment, but without success. 
They will hold another meeting to-morrow, 
and if an agreement shall be reached will 
ask for a caucus of Republican Senators to 
take action upon their decision. 

The bill relating to the tax upon alcohol 
cuts a considerable figure in the delibera- 
tions of the committee. Mr. Sherman and 
others think it should be pressed toa vote, 
while Mr. Chandler, Mr, Platt, and other 
Republicans have served notice that if it 
is put forward they will do their utmost to 
amend it so that the entire subject of the 
tariff will be again brought before the 
Senate. As its passage would give revenue 
to the Government, the Republican Senators 
who wish to put off the day of increased 
revenue until they can provide revenue 
Iaws do -not intend to let it be passed. 
While it ought to be passed without ques- 
tion, there are but few Republicans who 
are Willing to aid Mr. Sherman in rectifying 
the mistake, and Chandler and others stand 
in the way of affirmative action. 

There are but three appropriation bills 
remaining to be passed upon by the Senate, 
and in addition there is the Pacific Funding 
bill, which is not likely to be acted upon 
before next Winter, the Du Pont case, 
which comes up to-morrow, and a few bills 
of general importance. It has been the 
Republican policy to do as little as possi- 
ble in the way of needed legislation, and the 
disposition now manifested by some of the 
Republican Senators to delay the day of ad- 
journment on the score of public necessity 
is inexcusable. The es < h Ranenr bills re- 
quiring action could be disposed of in a 
week. 

Barring the completion of the appropria- 
tion bills, the Congress has finished all the 
work it need do. It is lingering over super- 
fluous matters, and it needs to be told so 
in a loud voice, Reed’s superb do-nothing 
progtfamme is ready for exhibition to the 
country. Take the show away from Wash- 
ington and let the country look it over. 





HARD-FOUGHT ELECTION CASE, 


The Hotise Spends the Day in Con- 
sidering an Illinois Contest, 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—The House was 
mainly occupied to-day in the consideration 
of the Rinaker-Downing contested-eléction 
case, Mr. Connolly, (Ill.,) resuming his ar- 
gument in favor of Rinaker. The debate 
eontinued till night, when motions to ad- 
journ were interjected. The debate was 
participated in by Mr. Lacey, (Rep. Til.,) 
in favor of Downing, and Mr. Dalzell, (Rep., 
Penn.,) who gave reasons for not assenting 
to the report for unseating Mr. Downing. 
Messrs. Hepburn, (Rep., lowa,) and Con- 
nolly, (Rep., Ill,) strongly favored the 
seating of Mr. Rinaker. 

The House, at 8:20 P. M., by a vote of 
139 to 35, remitted the case to the Com- 
mittee on Elections No. 1, with instructions 
to recount such parts of the vote as deemed 
proper. 


Postal Telegraphy Urged. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads to- 
day heard P. B. Delaney of New-York, an 
electrical expert, in advocacy of the adop- 
tion by the Government of a system of 
postal telegraphy, and the use of an auto- 
matic instrument in which he is interested. 
Mr. Delaney argued that the development 
of the postal telegraph could only be con- 
ducted successfully by the Government, and 
replied to a number of arguments which 
have been made against governmehtal 
ownership. One proposition advised by the 
telegraph companies, he said, was that 
electricity was a matter for private con- 
trol and expansion, and that government 
ownership would repress invention.’ Mr. 
Delaney contended that telegraph proprie- 
tors have not given proper encouragement 
to inventors, and that their ideas were 
only adopted by telegraph companies wwien 
forced to @o so. He said every step in ad- 
vance was viewed as an encroachment on 
an exclusive domain, and each great im- 
provement has been obliged to knock loud 
and long for recognition. 

In concluding, Mr. Delaney said: ‘‘ Great 
ado is made over a reduction' of a few_min- 
utes in the mail train time between New- 
York and San Francisco or Chicago, while 
the elimination of the entire train time is 
perfectly feasible whenever the Govern- 
ment arrives at the conclusion that the 
ae are entitled to the quicker methods, 
and sets aside the unwarrantable assump- 
tion that electrical communication is ‘for 
private corporations only, with the right to 
fix charges, regulate facilities, and open and 
close offices at will, without fear of inter- 
ference from any superior authority.” 


Would Employ Only Americans, 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—In the Senate to- 
aay Mr. Hill introduced a bill which pro- 
vides that no person not a citizen of the 
United States shall be employed upon or in 
connection with any public building or pub- 
lic works under the control of or conducted 
by the United States, its Territories, or the 
District of Columbia. All contracts here- 
after entered into are required to contain 
a provision that this law shall be carried 
into effect. Violations are to be deemed 
as misdemeanors punishable by a fine of 
from $250 to $500, mprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both. 


President Acts on Bills. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—The acts to amend 
the record of William H. De Freest and 
granting a pension to Sarah A. Boyd have 
become laws without the President’s ap- 


proval. 

The act making provision for the deport- 
ation of refugee Canadian Cree Indians from 
the State of Montana and their delivery to 
the Canadian authorities, was approved by 


the President to-day.

STATE DEMOCRATS FALL IN LINE. 


Will Drop Other Interests to Work 
for Sound Money and Victory. 


The Executive Committee of the New- 
York State Democracy, at a meeting last 
night in the rooms of the Ninth Assembly 
District branch, 258 West Twenty-third 
Street, decided that sound money and a 
Democratic President are of more impor- 
tance to the Democratic Party than are lo- 
cal or State differences. 

The State Democrats will not make a 
contest for delegates to the National Con- 
vention. They will be represented in Chi- 
cago by a committee that will urge the 
adoption of a sound-money plank. 

The meeting last night was the first since 
the week following the last State election. 
Every district was represented, and there 
was only one dissenting vote on the propo- 
sition to ‘put party before personality. Cor- 


poration Counsel Francis M. Scott, Chair- 
man of the committee, presided. The res- 
olutions declaring the party’s position are: 

Whereas, The sound-money question is the most 
important issue involved in the forthcoming 
National élection, and overshadows all others. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this committee 
appoint a committee to attend at the National 
Convention to urge the adoption of a sound 
financial plank, and the nomination of a candidate 
whose record and utterances fit him to stand 
upan such a platform. 

Resolved, That if such a platform be adopted 
and such a candidate be nominated the Executive 
Committee, for the purpose of avoiding all 
distracting issues, will advise that the New- 
York State Democracy shall nominate no inde- 
pendent candidates for any local office. 

Whereas, It is al important that every possible 
honest effort should be made to maintain 
Democratic supremacy in the Nation and to 
regain Democratic: supremacy in the State, and 

Whereas, There are no municipal officers to 

;be elected at the forthcoming election; 
\ Resolved, That in order to avoid any unneces- 
sary friction within the. Democratic Party in 
this State, the New-York State Democracy will 
not send a contesting delegation to the State 
Convention to be held for the purpose of select- 
ing delegates to the National Convention. 

There havé been rumors that, because of 
the signing of the Consolidation act by the 
Governor, the State Democrats and the 
followers of Edward M. Shepard, in Brook- 
lyn, are eonsidering fusion. ‘Oo a reporter 
for THE NEwW-YORK TIMEs, who asked him 
about the matter, Corporation Counsel Scott 
said: ‘‘ We have not considered that ques- 
tion in any way. Consolidation is too far 
off to bother with the politics of it yet.” 

Under Sheriff Sherman, Secretary of the 
Executive Committee, said he had been 
told that members of the Shepard party, as 
individuals, had talked to members of the 
State Democracy’s Executive Committee, as 
individuals, but nothing had been consid- 
ered formally as regards fusion. 


WORK IN KINDERGARTEN CLASSES. 





Something of What Is Done in\ the 
Ethical Culture Schools, 


A good-sized audfence gathered in Car- 
negie Lyceum last night to hear the work 
of the kindergarten department of the 
Ethical Culture schools explained by the 
teachers. Dr. M. P. EB. Groszmann pre- 
sided and introduced the speakers. 

Henry A. Kelly -described the natural 
science work, and Miss Anne G. Dunn ex- 
plained the methods employed for teaching 
English to the young pupils. She said that 
the purpose was to teach a child to ex- 
press its own individuality, so that it might 
be ascertained what a child was best fitted 
for. 

“Too many,” she said, “insist on a child 
seeing things from their standpoint in- 
stead of letting it express them from its 
own. This is wrong. Teachers should let 
children follow their own bent. No teacher 
has a moralright to inflict her own opin- 
ions on a child. Every child has a special 
style of its own. Children enjoy writing 
compositions when the work is not made 
mechanical.”’ 

As illustrations of her theory ‘that chil- 
dren write best when permitted to ex- 
press their own ideas in their own wav, 
Miss Dunn read a number of short composi- 
tions by her pupils, many of which showed 
remarkable and amusing originality. 

During the afternoon exercises Miss Caro- 
line T. Haven spoke of “The Value of 
Kindergarten Nor Training for Girls,” 
Dr. Frederick Montesor of ‘‘ The Course of 
Study in the Kinder, en Normal Depart- 
ment,” and Miss Zillah J. Levy conducted 
a programme of songs and games.

CONFERENCE OF TRUNK LINE GEN- 
ERAL PASSENGER AGENTS, 


Twenty-six Railroads, Eastern and 
re Western, Represented at Yester- 
day’s Meeting in the Waldorf— 
Some Changes in Matters of De- 
tail Recommended to the Board of 
Managers—Other Railroad News of 


: General Interest. 


Twenty-six railroad lines in the Joint 
Traffic Association were represented at a 
meeting of General Passenger Agents held 
in the Waldorf Hotel yesterday. The 
meeting was called for the purpose of con- 
sidering some important matters that had 


been referred to the General Passenger 
Agents by the Joint Traffic managers. 

Commissioner L. P. Farmer of the Trunk 
Line Passenger Committee presided, and 
Chairman G. C. Donald of the Central Pas- 
senger Committee was also present. The 
principal lines were represented as follows: 
Pennsylvania, by General Passenger Agents 
J. R. Wood and E. A. Ford; New-York 
Central, Assistant Passenger Agent E. J. 
Richards; Baltimore and Ohio, General 
Passenger Agent Charles O. Scull; Erie 
Railroad, General Passenger Agent D. T. 
Roberts; West Shore, General Passenger 
Agent C. E. Lambert; Lehigh Valley, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Charles 8S. Lee; Lake 
Shore, General Passenger Agent A. J. 
Smith; Michigan Central, General Passen- 
ger Agent O. W. Ruggles; Jersey Central, 
General Passenger Agent H. P. Baldwin; 
Reading, General Passenger Agent C. G. 
Hancock; Wabash, General Passenger 
Agent, C. 8. Crane. 

After some discussion it was decided to 
recommend to the Board of Managers of 
the Joint Traffic Association several radi- 
eal changes in the details of the manage- 
ment of the passenger business. Chief 
among these changes were uniform excur- 
sion tickets and certificates, and the ad- 
ustment of some differentials which have 

en causing considerable inconvenience to 
a few of the lines.

AGAINST TICKET SCALPERS. 


Western Railroad Companies Disposed 
to Enforce the Illinois Law. 


CuicaGo, May 138—The passenger: traffic 
officials of the principal railroads entering 
Chicago are much pleased with the decision 
of the Supreme Court of Illinois declaring 
the law against scalpers Constitutional, and 
the consensus of opinion in railroad circles 
yesterday was that there will be a fight to 
a finish by the big Chicago lines against 
their common foe, the sealpers. The offi- 


cials believe that the Supreme Court has 
provided them with a winning weapon. 

The present restrictive features of the 
mileage ticket in Eastern territory and the 
similar restrictions which will become ef- 
fective in Western territory June 1, with 
the fmprovement of a refund through joint 
agencies, have given a big .blow_to the 
business of the brokers. The Supreme 
Court’s decision places them in more im- 
minent danger of extermination. 

A General Passenger Agent thus ex- 
pressed the sentiment of the big lines: ‘‘ The 
only hope of the brokers now is that some 
line will fall down by clai.iing that it is 
not getting its share of the business 
under the new mileage-ticket agreement. In 
a few months some line may get’ tired of 
the new restrictions and go back to the 
old method. If, however, they remain firm, 
the ticket brokers will die a natural death 
without legislation. If they don’t die nat- 
urally in a reasonable time, the principal 
railroad companies will enforce the dil- 
nois law against Chicago ticket brokers. 
When the latter have been driven out of 
business, the brokers of other parts of the 
country will have a hard time to live. if 
they Hive much longer, it will be because the 
smaller lines are feeding them and want to 
continue doing so.”’ 


Grade Crossings in Bridgeport, 
BRIDGEPORT, May 13.—The taxpayers of 
this city are just getting stirred up over 
the contest with the Consolidated Road for 
the abolition of grade crossings here. Very 
little attention was paid to the matter at 
first, although, by agreement with the rail+ 


road companies, the city was required to 
pay a sum not exceeding $100,000 for its 
share of the improvements. 

Influences have been at work lately to 
get the city to take the initial steps and 
have the Common Council order the City 
Attorney to move for a dissolution of the 
injunction. The Miscellaneous Comrhittee, 
to which the matter has been referred, has 
called for a public hearing in the Council 
Chamber to-morrow evening, to which mem= 
bers of the special committee which made 
the agreement will be summened and asked 
to explain their position. Prominent cit- 
izens will also be asked to speak, but, 
whatever their opinions may be, it is a dif- 
ficult matter to get them publicly to antag- 
omize the railroad corporation. 


Burlington’s Annual Meeting. 

Cuicaco, May 13.—The annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy was held at the general offices 
here to-day, 483,241 shares being represent- 
ed. T. W. Barhydt of Burlington, Iowa, 
acted: as Chairman, and the proceedings 
were harmonious. The annual report 
of the President, which has been pub- 
lished, was approved and’ a Board of 
Directors for another year elected. The 
old board was re-elected, excepting that 
Robert Treat Paine, second, of Boston, 
was substituted for “harles J. Paine of Bos- 
ton, who is in Europe. The officers will be 
elected at the first meeting of the Directors, 
and the present officials will, no doubt, be 
chosen. ithe usual quarterly dividend of 1 

r cent. was declared by the Directors at 

oston before the stockholders met. 


Ruling by the Board of Managers. 


A circular has been issued by the Board 
of Managers of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion relating to the storage, diversion, and 


delivery of oflur, bran, and millfeed, It cx- 
tends the date on which the rules shalt 
become effective to June 1, “it being under- 
stood that flour on hand at Albany and 
Lake Erie ports at the opening of lake 
navigation, and at New-York on April 
27, 1896, must be removed before Aug. lI, 
1896; otherwise it .will.be placed in store 
under the rules, and that flour received at 
Albany and Lake Erie ports after the open- 
ing of navigation and prior to June 1, and 
received at New-York on or after April 27 
and prior to June 1, be subject to the flour 
rules after June 1.” 


A Rhode Island Bicycle Bill. 


PROVIDENCE, May 13.—Yesterday the

Senate to-day, requiring all railroad and 
steamboat companies to transport bicycles 
as baggage. Hitherto charges here for 
carrying wheels have been very high.

AT THE MORRIS PARK TRACK. 


Spectacular Racing Across the Turf 
Hurdles, Ditches,

Place of the Struggles on the Flat 
Tracks—Hellas and Duke of Aber- 
corn Win the Chases and Poteen 


and Winship the Hurdle Races. 


Tt was a thoroughly go0d day’s sport that 
was furnished by the New-York Steeple- 
chase Association for the opening day of 
its meeting at Morris Park yesterday. The 
weather was perfect, the track in splendid 
condition, and the newly laid course cne 


that proved itself a model for the purpose 
for which it was designed. The new jumps 
are stiff enough to make them safe for 
horses and riders, as both will havea care 
before they attempt to négotiate obstacles 
of such height and size. Therefore, both 
intuitively guard themselves against the 
stumbles and falls that have marred these 
races in the days when the jumps were S80 
low that a horse would try and take them 
in its stride without gathering properly for 
the take-off and the leap. 

There were but two tumbles—that of May 
Blossom in the selling steeplechase, due to 
the fact that her rider went at it without 
sufficient care, and in the old-fashioned 
way, when it was not imperatively neces- 
sary to steady one’s mount before taking 
the jump. In the following race Fugitive 
jumped a bit too soon, and, being very 
tired, made too short a leap, and so stum- 
bled. In neither instance was any damage 
done to either horse or rider. In Fugitive’s 
ease? the horse was remounted, and ftin- 
ished so as to get the second money. This 
horse has a lot of speed, as he showed 
when he ran second in the last race of the 
afternoon. If anything, he has a trifle 
more speed than is wholly desirable in a 
cross-country racer, as so speedy a horse 
is apt to make a bit too much use of the 
speed between the obstacles. 

A good crowd—one of the largest that has 
been at the track on any day devoted ex- 
clusively to steeplechasing—was present to 
enjoy the sport. There was plenty to make 
the afternoon pleasurable, for as @ specta- 
cle the sport was far superior to that of 
racing on the flat. The horses were all weil 
up to their business, and in each event ran 
closely enough together during the greater 
part of the racing to make the contests 
interesting and pretty ones’ to watch. 

A hurdle race of a mile and a half began 
the day’s fun with six starters, Poteen and 
Annie Bishop being about equal favorites in 
the speculation. The former and her stable 
companion, Scud, were too fast for the 


rest of the field, and they had things their 
own way and finished first and second with- 
out trouble in front of Annie Bishop, who 
was third at the end of the route. The 
eolors of Harry Payne Whitney, a son of 
ex-Secretary of the Navy William C. Whit- 
mey, were seen in public for the first time 
on Marble. The horse had not speed enough 
to make any showing in the race. 

It was in the steeplechase for maidens at 
the game, over the three-mile course, that 
May Blossom got the tumble referred to, 
after going more than half the route all 
right. Five started in the hunt, with Kil- 
kenny, who was known to have a lot of 
speed, the favorite in the speculation. He 
Was but half trained, however, and was 
so soft that he went all to pieces after two 
miles had been run, and finished a bad 
last and all worn out with his effort. Up 
to the time that he quit, the race seemed to 
be a-very open one. Kilkenny had cut out 
the pace for the rest of the starters in 
the early stages of the race, Sayonara and 
Hellas each taking a turn at this work in 
the latter parts of the struggle. For about 
a mile and a half the horses ran in a com- 
pact bunch, and took several of the hedges 
almost together. It was not until after tne 
water jump had twice been cleared that May 
Blossom fell, and still later that Kilkenny 
gave up the struggle. After that the supe- 
rior speed and condition made the race one 
between Hellas and Sayonara, the former 
getting the money rather handily at the 
end. 


Duke of Abercorn had things all his own T 


Way\in the New-York Steeplechase, Fugi- 
tive alone appearing against him, rather 
than to have the stake left as a walk-over. 
The Duke is an even better horse than he 
was last Fall, and won as he pleased, Mr. 
Perrse having all he could do to restrain 
his mount and keep him back to Fugitive. 
The latter lost ground at every jump, 
though running gamely on the flat, and 
with a lot of speed for a horse with such 
hackneylike action as he has. 

The liveliest struggle of the day for the 
timber toppers was in the St. Nicholas 
Hurdle Handicap, in which eight ran. It 
was a pretty race all the way and was 
run without a mistake being made by any 
of the horses. Pow Wow was as full of 
running in its early stages as it was pos- 
sible for a horse to be.. But three-quarters 
of a mile was all she wanted of it, and 
then she quit and fell back to the rear, 
finishing absolutely last. When she was 
done, Sam Joaquin and Southerner, the 
pair owned by “Jim” Crosby, took up the 
running and led the field up to the very last 
hurdle. At that point Chandler brought 
Winship up with a well-timed rush and 
managed to get home first, beating the 
Crosby pair by about a length. Sam Joa- 
a got the second place all right, but 

utherner had a hard task in beating Tom 
Moore by a head for the third money. 

A flat race at three-quarters of a mile 
wound up the day’s fun and resulted in a 
bad _upset for the talent, who had plunged 
on Rubicon as a good thing for the race, 
in spite of his top weight and light boy. It 
was his race of the day before in the Met- 
ropolitan Handicap that made people think 
him invincible. Clayton could not restrain 
him, and he ran himself into the ground in 
a half mile, leaving Mirage an easy vic- 
tory.

PASSING MONEY NO CRIME, 


It May Be Done at Race Tracks 
Where No Memorandum Is Given. 


An important decision was given by Judge 
Truax yesterday in the test case made by The 
Jockey Club to see if a man offering money to 
another as part of a wager was a crime under 
the existing law. The police authorities have 
held that it was, in the face of the decision of 
the Court of Appeals to the contrary, and have 
issued orders for the arrest of any man accept- 
ing money at the Morris Park track. Justice 
Truax’s action in discharging the man arrested, 
and District Attorney Fellows’s confession that 
the exchange of money where no record of the 
wager was exchanged’ created no legal evidence 
of the existence of a wager would seem finally to 
settle this disputed question. No arrests for 
what the police have said was a crime will here- 
after be made at race tracks in defiance of this 
decision. 

Nathan Frank, who was arrested at Morris 


Park on Tuesday afternoon for receiving a five- 
dollar bill as a bet on Shakespeare II. in the 
last race of the afternoon, was held yesterday by 
Police Magistrate Flammer for General Sessions. 
The charge against him was for making a wager 
contrary to Section 351 of the Penal Code. he 
Magistrate was averse to holding Mr. Frank, as 
it was shown that he had made no record of the 
bet, nor given any token to the man with whom 
he had made the wager. 

Mr. De Lancey Nichall, who appeared as Frank’s 
counsel, asked for a commitment for trial rather 
than a discharge of his client, which the Magis- 
trate wished to order, so that a decision could be 
obtained which would be respected at Police 
Headquarters, where there has been shown a dis- 
position needlessly to annoy racing men. Frank 
was therefore held for trial. 

In order that a final decision could be reached 
that would secure the rights of race-goers under 
the Percy-Gray law and the Austin amendment, 
Frank was at once taken on a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Truax in the Supreme 
Court. 

In that court Mr. Nicholl in presenting his 
client, to secure a decision as to the position of a 
man who offered cash to a layer of odds and 
asked for no exchange of a token of the bet, 
said that this case was one governed by the 
decision of the Appellate Division of the Court 
of Appeals in the recently decided case of Stur- 
ges, in which Judge Rumsey wrote an opinion, 
all the Judges concurring. In that case it was 
held that the accused was only Hable to the 
forfeiture penalty and not to the penalty which 
the Criminal Code provided. Sturges was the 
clerk of Orlando A. Jones, and he was charged 
with the offense of ar bets. 

It was the contention of the police in the 
present case that the act of Frank in receiving 
$5 at the time a bet was made, put him under 
the penalty provided by Section 1 of the Code. 
Mr. Nicoll said the statute plainly contemplated 
the putting up of money, as it provided for an 
action for recovery. He asked for the discharge 
of Frank. In the Sturges case the police had 
not paid any attention to the decision of the 
Supreme Court, and he hoped they would in the 
present instance. 

District Attorney Fellows said that the at- 
titude of the police authorities in disregarding 
decisions might lead to serious complications. 
The forfeiture of the thing wagered was ex- 
clusive of all other penalties prescribed by 
law, except in the case of an exchange, delivery, 
or transfer of a record, memorandum, token, or 
document as evidence of such bet or wager. 
The case would turn upon the interpretation to 
be given to that. language. 

Justice Truax said: ‘‘ There is but one inter- 
pretation I can give.’’ 

Mr. Fellows—As to whether the passage of the 
money was a token of what would be evidence. 
I do not see how unmarked bills put into a 
man’s treasury with other bills could be used 
as evidence. I am inclined to think that no 
case has been made out against this defendant. 

Justice Truax said that the transactions set 
forth in the returns to the writ, or like trans- 
actions, did not constitute a violation of Section 
851, or any crime. He therefore ordered the dis- 
charge of the prisoner. 





AMERICAN HORSES ABROAD. 


Pierre Lorillard Won Two Races and 
Was Placed in Two Others, 


LONDON, May 13.—It was a field day for the 
Americans at the Newmarket meeting to-day, 
Pierre Lorillard winning two races. One was a 
maiden plate at five furlongs, won by Sandia, 
by The Sailor Prince-Saluda, in which race Duke 
& Wishard’s colt George H. Ketcham, by Him- 
yar-Miss Austine, was second. There were seven 
starters, and the betting was 9 to 2 against 
Sandia and 7 to 4 against George H. Ketcham. 
Sandia, who got well away, made nearly all the 
running, and won by four lengths from George H. 
Ketcham, who beat Red Virgin three lengths 
for the place. Mr. Lorillard won heavily over the 
race. 

Dakotah II. also won a race, at a mile, for 
horses that had never won a race of the value 
of 200 sovereigns, for Mr. Lorillard. Dakotah II. 
was at 6 to 1 in the betting, Col. North’s colt 
Carlton Grange, who ran second, being a 2 to 1 
favorite. Mr. Lorillard’s colt won by tevo and 
a half lengths. The field was made up of nine 
starters. Dakotah II. is jhree years old, and is 
by Onondaga-Sophronia. 

Mr. Lorillard’s fast filly Dolabra, by Emperor- 
Dolinka, now four years old, ran second to Sir 
R. Waldie Griffith’s Cold Steel, in the second 
welter handicap plate, at three-quarters of a 
mile, beating seven others, one of which was 
Duke & Wishard’s Hugh Penny, who finished in 
the ruck. Dolabra was at 10 to 1 in the betting, 
and was only played by Mr. Lorillard ** to show,’’ 
at 5 to 2 

Berzak, a two-year-old, owned by Mr. Lor- 
illard, ran third oin the race for the Dyke Plate 
of 800 sovereigns. The race was won by a filly, 
Perseat, owned by the estate of the late ‘* Petit 
Sucre,’’ as Max R. Lebaudy of Paris was called.

NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB MEETING. 


Racing Rules to be Amended to Admit 
Yachts of Ten Tons, 


The third general meeting of the club will be 
held at the clubhouse, Thursday, the 21st inst., 
at 9 P. M. The following amendment to Chapter 


4 of the by-laws will be brought up for final 
consideration. Add to the end of the first para- 


greph: 

“Yachts complying with the foregoing con- 
ditions, except as tv capacity, but having a 
capacity of less than 15 tons and not less than 
10 tons, ascertained and certified, as herein pro- 
vided, shall be entitled to representation for all 
purposes except voting at meetings.’’ 

The following amendment to the racing rules 
will be presented: Amend Rule 1, Section 3, as 
follows: Class 4—Not over 60 and over 51 feet 
racing length. Class 5—Not over 51 and over 43 
feet racing length. Class 6—Not over 48 and over 
86 feet racing length. Class 7—Not over 36 feet 
racing length. 





THE CUTTER METEOR LAUNCHED. 


} Lord Lonsdale Says She May Chal- 


lenge for the America’s Cup. 


GLascow, May 13.—The new racing cutter 
Meteor, which the shipbuilding firm of D. & W. 
Henderson has constructed from the designs of 
G. L. Watson for the German Emperor, was 
launched from the Meadowside yards this morn- 
ing. Lord Lénsdale was present at the launch- 
ing as the representative of the Emperor. The 
spars of the new cutter will be put on board and 
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her rigging set up by Saturday, when she will 
be towed to Gourock. 

The Meteor will make her début in the regatta 
of the Royal Harwich Yacht Club, which will be 
the first of the important yachting events of the 
season. In the construction of the Meteor Mr. 
Watson has preserved the general features of the 
Valkyrie, though in several-important details he 
has taken a marked departure from the lines of 
Lord Dunraven’s boat. 

Her chief measurements are: Length over all, 
128 feet; length on water line, SY feet 7 inches; 
beam at the deck, 25 feet; beam at the load 
water line, 24 feet 7 inches; draught, uniform 
throughout, 16 feet 8 inches. Her mainmast is 
just short of 100 feet long, of Oregon pine, and 
her topmast and gaff are each :«#out 50 feet in 
length. 

After the launching of the new yacht, Lord 
Lonsdale, in an interview with a representative 
of The United Press, said that the Emperor 
might challenge for the America’s Cup in the 
event of the Meteor proving to be a faster boat 
than Valkyrie III.

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THE GREAT CUBAN FAIR 





AT MADISON SQUARE GARDEN MAY 
25 TO MAY 30. 


In Aid of the Patriots in the Pield— 
Work of Preparation Ardcnt and 
Active—Abundant Promise of En- 
tertainment and Support—Money- 
Coining Features and Relics of 
Interest—A Hint to the Ohio So- 
ciety—Competitor Souvenir, 


Down in Pine Street yesterday afternoon, 
in one of the business houses, were piles 
of knapsacks, boxes of ammunition, bundles 
of harness, boxes filled with savage-look- 
ing machetes, the great carving-knife 


shaped implement, nearly three feet long, 
used by the Cubans in sugar cane cutting 
and path hewing in times of peace and in 
this war as a weapon of offense and slaugh- 
ter; the baby machete, another knife, 
heavy, shaped like a dagger, and also used 
g@S a household implement or weapon of 
extermination. 

There is to be another expedition to Cuba, 
and these are supplies to be carried to the 
patriots on the field. 

In a busy office at the Madison Square 
Garden the typewriter was clicking, the 
telephone ringing, notices of gifts of sup- 
plies were being received, and pretty young 
girls came to enroll their names as attend- 
ants at flower booths and candy tables at 
one of the biggest fairs New-York has ever 
seen—the Cuban Fair, to be held from May 
25 to May 30—and it promises to be a great 
success, 

The accumulations in Pine Street and the 
preparations being made for the fair rep- 
resent extremes—cause and effect. The 
Cubans of New-York are exerting all their 
efforts to raise money to send supplies to 
their friends on “the Everfaithful Isle,” 


and the peopie of this city are giving them 
ample assistance. 

There is nothing there will not be on sale 
at the fair, from patent medicines to 
pianos. 

Pretty Cuban women and their friends 
will be at the booths, wearing their pret- 
tiest gowns. There will be women of the 
stage who will add their beauty and gifts, 
gypsies, Arabs, and the home life of Cuba 
illustrated in various ways. 

The gypsy camp is to be a great feature. 
Its queen will be a seventh daughter, born 
under the proper auspices to insure her 
the true knowledge of future events, and 
she will have charms and amulets to ward 
off evils and change the decrees of fate 
wherever it is possible. 

This will be an encampment of Cuban 
Romanies, living in a land of flowers, and 
there will be a brook of running water 
dashing from stone to stone. 

Mrs. W. G. Jennys has this encampment 
in charge. She will be assisted by five 
charming gypsies, as well as the seventh 
daughter. Mrs. S. Mathews is to be one 
of the five. The names of the others will 
be announced presently. There is to be a 
gypsy side show and a wishing well, from 
which water with certain ‘health-giving 
properties is to be drawn. 

An Arabian kiosk is to be a magnificent 
structure of gold, crimson, and blue, and 
it will be occupied by a genuine Arab. His 
duties have not yet been prescribed. He 
will share the kiosk with a number of beau- 
tiful houris, who, for a consideration, will 
dispense complexion improvers. 

There are to be relics and treasures at 
the fair that visitors will do well to bear 
in mind and see. One will be two long 
feathers, a red and a white one. These 
are historical. They belonged originally 
to the plume worn'‘by Gen. Lopez in his 
three-cornered hat in 1851, when he landed 
at Cardenas at the first fight for Cuban 
independence. The plume was left to the 
General’s aide to be placed in a museum 
in Cuba after its independence should be 
established. The daughter of the custo- 
dian of the plume, iss Hernandez, felt 
that no better use could be made of a 
part of her treasure than to give it to 
the Daughters of Cuba to help on their 
great work. It is not known what dis- 
position will be made of the feathers, but 
they will be prominently exhibited. 

Another relic, more interesting to New- 
York poo generally, is a beautiful silk 
flag, which ofriginall belonged to the 
Seventy-second Ohio Infantry Volunteers. 
It was captured by Gen. Beauregard, who 
presented it to his chief of staff, Col. 
Thomas Jordan, of the Confederate Army. 

Col. Jordan, in 1869, fought for Cuba. The 
daughter of Col. Jordan has presented the 
flag to the fair, to be voted to the most 
popular company. The flag is a beautiful 
one, a full-sized regulation regimental flag, 
surmounted by a gold eagle, which, with 
So bullion fringe with which it is 
ee ° gives it an intrinsic value of about 


Members of the Ohio Society of New-York 
have declared that only the proper senti- 
ment would be shown if the flag could be 
returned to its original owners. 

It has been ascertained that the company 
went through twenty battles and sieges 
during the war, and it is evident that the 
flag was lost while its bearers were fight- 
ing face to the foe. 

The Ohio Society numbers among its 
members some prominent men, and if the 
organization should take up the matter 
there would be no difficulty in securing the 
flag. Gens. Thomas Ewing and Wager 
Swayne and Mayor William L. Strong were 
its Presidents preceding Gen. Henry L 
Burnette, who now holds the office. j 

Whitelaw Reid, Gen. Anson G. McCook 
Homer Lee, Colgate Hoyt, George Hoadly, 
Murat Halstead, Thomas T. Eckert, and 
Calvin S. Brice are other members.’ Gen. 
Sherman, President Hayes, Chief Jus- 
tice Waite, and Algernon §.

GOV. MORTON SIGNS MANY BILLS, 


A Large Number of Amendments to 
the Codes Embodied in Law. 


ALBANY, May 13.—Gov. Morton this morn- 
ing announced the signing of forty-nine 
bills, most of which were amendments to 
the Codes and the Revised Statutes. Among 
the bills signed were the following: 


Senator McNulty—Appropriating $15,000 to com- 
plete the Twenty-third Regiment Armory in 
Brooklyn, 

Senator Wieman—Appropriating $50,000 for re- 
pairing and enlarging the Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment Armory in Brooklyn, and re-appropriating 
a former appropriation of $100,000. 

Assemblyman Horton—Revising the insane laws 
of the State. This is the bill which legislates out 
of office on Dec. 81 next the Boards of Managers 
of the various State hospitals, excepting those 
of the Manhattan and the Middletown Hospitals, 
and authorizes the Governor to appoint their 
successors on or before Dec. 31. 

Senator Raines—Authorizing electioneering to 
within 100 feet of a polling place and prohibiting 
all posters except those authorized by law. 

Senator Parsons—Relating to offenses against 
the domestic commerce law. 

Mr. Van Keuren—Making it a misdemeanor 
either to trespass on any National Guard rifle 
= or to tamper with or cut the moorings of a 
vessel. 

Mr. Laimbeer—Providing that persons under 
twelve years of age convicted of a felony may 
be sent to a house of refuge instead of a prison 
or penitentiary. 

r. Kempner—Providing that no person holding 
a salaried office under a city or county Gov- 
@nment shall be appointed a referee or receiver. 

Mr. Nixon—Requiring hotel, boarding and lodg- 
ing house keepers to register the date of arrival 
and departure of guests when the keeper is under 
contract with a person or corporation entitled to 
receive a percentage of his receipts. 

Mr. Kempner—Making it a misdemeanor for a 
clerk or stenographer or other employe of an at- 
torney to disclose any communication,

AMERICAN TRAC SOCIETY’S WORK. 


A Change in the System of Manage- 
ment—Election of Officers. 


The annual meeting of the American 
Tract Society was held yesterday in the 
Chapel of the Madison Square Presbyterian 
Church, and the old question as to whether 
the financial work of the society should be 
separated from the missionary work was 
settled. 

On motion of Hugh Porter it was decided 
that all business of the society shall be 
conducted under one head. He said the so- 
ciety had been injured by the division of 
its interests, and that it was necessary to 
have good financial and missionary man- 
agement, the erection of the new building 
of the organization having caused a large 
indebtedness 

Gen. Wager Swayne moved that Mr. 
Porter’s resolution be referred to @ com- 
mittee, but his motion was lost. 

A summary of the financial and general 
work of the society for the year ended 
March 31, 1896, was presented and accepted. 
The society’s new building, the report says, 
promises to pay all running expenses and 
the interest on the mortgage and yield 
a surplus for a sinking fund and for gen- 
eral work. Ninety-seven permanent publi- 
cations were added to the society’s list. 
The society issues 7 periodicals and 8,101 
other publications. It also aids in the issue 
of 4,899 publications at foreign missionary 
stations. The 217 colporters visited in the 
United States and parts of Canada 144,283 
families, and circulated 100,404 volumes of 
Christian literature. The society made 
grants to colporters and others of $20,325.71. 
The benevolent department received $230,- 
253.65. and expended $127,039.35. The busi- 
ness department received $1,250,852.93, and 
expended $1,253,118.37.

FRIEND'S BODY. 


The Tobacco Merchant Thought to 
Have Committed Suicide. 


A man, said to be Edward Friend of 222 
East One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, a 
member of the leaf tobacco firm of E. & 
G. Friend & Co. of 129 Maiden Lane, which 
failed a few days ago, committed suicide 
some time between Tuesday afternoon and 
yesterday morning in a hotel at 76 Park 
Row. 

The dead man registered at the hotel on 
Tuesday afternoon as E. Lewis of Phil- 
adelphia, and appeared to be in a nervous 
condition. He went at once to a room on 
the second floor of the hotel and was not 
seen again alive. When the door of the 
room was opened yesterday the man was 
found on the floor, with two bullet holes in 
the right side of the head and a pistol by 
his side. Coroner Hoeber was summoned 
and an examination of the dead man’s ef- 
fects indicated that he was Edward Friend. 
Among his effects was a gold watch and 
$12.33 in cash. 

Although the police reported the name of 
the suicide as Edward Friend, the record in 
the Coroners’ office gave the name of E. 
Lewis. 

Coroner Hoeber has possession of a 
memorandum book, which contains two 
checks and some letters, which, it was said, 
strengthen the belief that the suicide is 
Edward Friend. 


BERTILLON SYSTEM ADOPTED. 





Chiefs of Police Take Important Ac- 
tion—Address by Chief McKelvey. 


ATLANTA, May 13.—The second day of 
the National Police Chiefs’ Convention was 
characterized by.important action on a 
matter that has long been discussed by the 
officers. This was the adoption of a sys- 
tem of identification, and after a thorough 
discussion of the subject from every stand- 
point, the President was empowered to 
name a committee to adopt the Bertillon 
system. This will be the standard system 
of the police departments of the country 
when adopted. 

Nearly the whole morning was consumed 
in discussing this question, and George 
M. Porteus of Chicago, the representative 
of the system, explained its workings very 
carefully. Chief McKelvey of Brooklyn, N. 
Y¥Y.. delivered a fine address on what con- 
stitutes a good police officer.

BODY OF MRS. SARAH SCOFIELD DIS« 
COVERED BY A POLICEMAN, 


Evidence Near the Spot, in the Ane 
to Show that a 
Foul Murder Was Committed—Dr, 
O’Hanlon Ascribed the Cause of 


Death to Acute Heart Disease— 


nexed District, 


The Woman Came from Armonk, 


a Village in Westchester County. 


Park Policeman Langfield, on his way to 
report for duty at the Van Cortlandt Park 
Police Station yesterday morning, found 
the body of a woman lying in a little stream 
that runs beside Jerome Avenue, a few 


yards from Mosholu Parkway. The body 
was first removed to the Arsenal, and later 
to the Morgue. 

Ugly wounds on the temple were the os- 
tensible cause of death. Dr, O’Hanlon, who 
performed an autopsy, assigned acute heart 
disease, caused probably by intense excite- 
ment. The police feel sure it is a case of 
murder, and that the paralysis of the heart 
was brought on by the fright of the as- 
sault. 

John Kingston of 836 East One Hundred. 
and Sixty-eighth Street called at the 
Morgue in the afternoon and identified the 
body as that of Mrs, Sarah Scofield, forty- 
eight years old, of Armouk, Westchester 
County. The woman came to his housa 


Monday morning to pay a visit, and told 
his wife her trunks were at the Grand 
Central Station. She was in some mental 
trouble, and remained in the house all day, 
gcing to bed early. She left the house next 
morning without notifying anybody. 
Another caller at the Morgue was a well. 
dressed man, wearing a diamond pin and 
considerable other jewelry. He was much 
agitated, and when he saw the body, ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ Thats the girl! That’s the giri! ” 
The man’s name was said to be Hugo Hoef- 
ler, but he refused to say anything about 
his interest in the case, or to give his ad- 


dress. 

The woman lay on her face, the body 
was stiff and cold, and the clothes were 
dripping wet. The waters of the little 
brook were not deep enough to have caused 
death by drowning.. On the right side of 
the forehead was a gash which had splin- 
tered the skull. A’ series of smaller but. 
equally ugly wounds extended from the 
forehead to the top of the skull, and the 
woman’s head had evidently been battered 
by heavy and repeated blows. 

In one of her hands was tightly clasped a 
pocketbook containing $8.13, a transfer tick- 
et numbered 8,638 from the Third Avenue 
to the St. Nicholas Avenue road, with the 
date mark May 11, and a white cotton hand- 
kerchief with the letter ‘“S” embroidered 
in red cotton. 

The mounted police scoured the neigh- 
boring county yesterday while Sergt. Eng- 
land of the Park Police and Capt. Dono- 
hue of the Thirty-fifth Precinct traversed 
the ground on foot, looking for evidence 
that might bear on the case. Following a 
little pathway that wound its way into the 
thickest part of the woods, Sergt. England 
made a discovery that brought him to @ 
sudden stop. 

At his feet lav a big boulder dyed crim- 
son. All about it the ground was trampled 
and disturbed, the branches of the shrubs 
were twisted and broken, and the leaves 
were splashed with blood. As far away as 
four feet from the stone the stems of the 
bushes were stained a deep red and the 
skunk cabbage leaves on the ground were 
crushed and trampled into the earth. 

Beside the boulder lay two heavy pieces 
of wood and a long, jagged stone, and not 
far away a man’s handkerchief covered 
with blood. The handkerchief was satu- 
rated, and to the stone still clung tufts of 
brown hair of exactly the same color as 
that of the dead woman. A couple of black 
hairpins lay beside the handkerchief. This 
was all. considered as streng evidence that 
a horribje murder had been committed, atfer 
which the body was dragged 300 feet away 
to the spot where it was found. 

Mount Kisco, N. Y., May 13.—Mrs. Sco- 
field, whose body was found this morning 
in New-York, was the wife of William 
Scofield, who kept a saloon at Armonk. The 
village of Armonk is about nine miles from 
this place, and about the same distance 
from White Plains. It is a cross-roads 
village, and the saloon was dependent on 
teamsters and farmers. The village is 
four and a half miles from the nearest rail- 
road station, Unionville. 

The Raines law was considered too se- 
vere by Scofield for him to continue busi- 
ness, and he did not renew his license. Mrs. 
Scofield worried greatly over the fact that 
the saloon would have to be closed. In 
addition, her husband was convicted not 
long ago of illegal selling and was fined. 

Mrs. Scofield left home a week ago. Her 
destination was Nyack. Little is known 
of her movements from that time until she 
is accounted for by Mr. Kingston. She 
leaves no children. She was an English 
woman, 


ASSESSOR JAMES DAVERN RESIGNS, 





Mayor Gleason Wants His City’s As-« 
sessments Increased, 


James Davern, a member of the Long 
Island City Board of Assessment, has re- 
signed. It is stated he disagreed with 
Mayor Gleason over the question of in- 
creasing the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty in the city. This is denied by Mr. 
Gleason. Long Island City’s assessed val- 
uation is now $16,000,000. The bonded debt 
amounts to almost’ 10 per cent. of this. 

It is said Mr. Gleason wants the yal- 
uation increased, so that more bonds can 
be issued. Mr. Gleason says Mr. Davern 
resigned because he had not time to give to 
the work. Mr. Gleason says he favors in- 
creased valuations, not because he wishes 
to issue more bonds, but because he thinks 
the city should have a better valuation. He 
thinks it would be more equitable to the 
holders of small tracts of land. He says 
there are several large land owners in the 
city who do not pay a proportionate amount 
of the taxes, and it is to bring about an 
equalization that he wishes the assessments 
increased.

Richard Cahill, who is accused of burglary, 
was arrested Tuesday at 135 Crosby Street, and 
in his trunk Michael Lyons, nine years old, of 
227 Mulberry Street, was found. It is said that 
Cahill made the boy climb through a window act 
217 Mulberry Street Monday night and open the 
door for him. ‘The Lert was robbed of a quan- 
tity of lead pipe, which was sold to a Mulberry 
Street junkman. Cahill and the boy were held in 
the Centre Street Court yesterday for examina- 
tion.

We ask business men in the Republican 
Party throughout the country to think 
for a moment about the meaning and 
probable consequences of a nomination 
at St. Louis that shall make a general 
revision of the tariff an issue, to their 
party, dominant and imperative. If the 
party, having nominated Mr. McKINLEY, 
and having sought throughout the cam- 
paign to make tariff revision an issue 
= overshadowing all others,’’ should be 
successful at the polls in November, how 
could its representatives in Congress 
keep its promises without legislating at 
the same time in behalf of silver? 

The New-York Tribune, which is prob- 
ably the most influential of Republican 
partisan journals, and which is exerting 
its influence to procure the nomination 
of McKINLEY upon the tariff issue as one 
of exclusive importance, said on Monday: 

“Are they [Republicans who are ‘ wor- 
rying about the money question ’] not able 
to see what many millions of ‘the plain 
people’ have seen all the time, that the 
money question is rendered harmless and 
empty by making the tariff the controlling 
issue?” 

Why should they see this, when facts 
and prevailing conditions point clearly 
the other way?

Would their 
price be anything less than legislation 
worth as much to them and the mine 
owners as the Silver Purchase act of 
1890, which was‘the price of the McKin- 
ley tariff in that year? 

Are Republican business men willing, 
and can they afford, to pay so much as 
that? We do not believe that a revision 
gf the tariff can be procured for less. 
Would the purchase of tariff revision at 
such cost “render the money question 
harmless and empty’? 

In all sincerity and earnestness, we 
urge the business men of the Republican 
Party to consider this matter carefully, 
without partisan bias, and with due_.re- 
gard for the interests of the country and 
of themselves.

BELLIGERENCY IN CUBA. 

Senator MORGAN, with his accustomed 
infelicity, is reported to have chosen this 
particular time for calling up his joint 
resolution acknowledging the belligeren- 
cy of the Cuban insurgents. Sefior Sa- 
GASTA, the leader of the Spanish opposi- 
tion, has just been making a speech in 
effect pledging the support of the oppo- 
sition to the Spanish Government in put- 
ting down the insurrection, and at the 
same time giving the reasons why the 
United States should not recognize the 
Cubans as belligerents. They are the 
same reasons that have been urged by 
rational persons in this country and they 
amount to this—that the belligerents 
have no Government which we can hold 
responsible for anything that may occur 
within its jurisdiction. They have no 
capital, no fortified city, no port. We 
cannot do business with any part of 
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We cannot hold the Spanish Government 
responsible for American citizens or their 
property. This will continue to be the 
case until either Spain is driven in self- 
defense to acknowledge that a state of 
war exists or until the insurgents attain 
the position indicated by the writers on 
international law as requisite to an ac- 
knowledgment of their rights as bellig- 
erents, 

It is plain that the Spaniards are much 
hamipered by their pretension that no 
war exists in Cuba. They not only as- 
sume full responsibility for any outrages 
on foreigners or foreign property that 
may occur in any part of the island, but 
they can neither declare nor maintain a 
blockade. It is even questionable wheth- 
er the advantages to the insurgents of the 
present situation are not greater than 
those they would derive from a recogni- 
tion of them as belligerents. However 
that may be, it is clear that the insur- 
rection in Cuba has not yet attained the 
condition in which recognition of it is 
compulsory upon foreign powers. This 
consideration ought to be controlling until 
the situation is changed. 


CHAIRMAN OF THE SILVER 
LEAGUE FOR McKINLEY. 

Congressman FRANCIS G. NEWLANDS of 
Nevada is not a Republican. He was 
elected to the Fifty-fourth Congress as a 
candidate of the Silver Party, receiving 
4,581 votes, to 2,774 cast for his Repub- 
lican opponent. He has been for years 
most active in the cause of free coinage. 
He is Chairman of the Silver League. 

But NEWLANDs is a McKinley man. He 
gladly accepts the Ohio Major as he is, 
on his record, without a word or a 
pledge. To a reporter of Tur Times he 
said yesterday: 

“It would be indecorous for McKINLEY 
to say anything now on the money ques- 


tion. The East is already against him, and 
he might lose many votes in the West.” 


The Chairman of the Silver League 
knows his man. Let the goldbugs clamor 
for fresh and explicit declarations from 
McKINLEY. He must not open his lips. 
A phrase intended to allay the suspicions 
of Wall Street might “lose many votes” 
in the mining camps. NEWLANDS and 
McKINLEY understand each other per- 
fectly. 3 

In this matter the judgment of Nrw- 
LANDs is much more trustworthy than 
that of our esteemed townsman, Mr. 
CoRNELIUs N. Buiss of the Protective 
Tariff League. Mr. Buiss is an ardent 
Republican and a protectionist. Hesees 
the probable candidate of his party ar- 
raigned at the bar of financial opinion 
and in danger of being adjudged guilty 
of abominable heresies. Loyalty to party 
and zeal for the cause of protection pow- 
erfully move him to put in a plea for the 
accused. “I think I know that he is as 
strongly in favor of honest money as I 
am; and by that I mean the gold stand- 
ard,”’ says Mr, BLIss. 

He thinks he knows! NEWLANDS 
doesn’t “think.” He knows, or he 
wouldn’t trust McKINLEy as far as he 
could throw a dollar of the daddies. And 
NEWLANDS is without delusions and un- 
biased. He cares not a rap for the Re- 
publican Party or for the cause of pro- 
tection. He does not stick to MCKINLEY 
because of his hope that he will save the 
one and promote the other. He wants 
him because, if nominated and ,elected, 
he would not veto a bill providing for 
the free, unlimited, and independent coin- 
age of silver dollars at the ratio of 16 
to 1. 


THE 
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A POLITICAL TEST. 

The Albany Bi-Partisan Police bill, as 
it was first sent to the Governor, after 
having been passed “ without the accept- 
ance of the city,” or notwithstanding the 
cbjections of Mayor THACHER, was of 
doubtful constitutionality. As modified 
to satisfy the Governor, it was made un- 
constitutional beyond doubt. The decis- 
jon of Judge PARKER continuing the in- 
junction which restrains the Common 
Council from choosing Police Commis- 
sioners under the new law makes this 
entirely plain, and there is not the least 
likelihood of a reversal of his decision. 
It is a matter of the highest importance 
affecting the equality of rights of the 
citizens of this State. 

As originally passed, the bill provided 
for four Police Commissioners, ‘‘ not more 
than two of whom shall belong to the 
same political party on State issues.” 
Two were to be “‘elected and designat- 
ed” by the members of the Common 
Council who belonged to the political 
party which polled the largest vote for 
State officers at the last general election 
and the other two by the members be- 
longing to the party which polled the 
next largest vote. The practical effect 
of this would have been to exclude from 
the office of Police Commissioner citizens 
who did not belong to one or the other 
of the two principal political parties, but 
it did net specifically require this. While 
not more than two coul® belong to the 
same party, it was not actually required 
that two should belong to the same 
party or to any particular party, or that 
the choice should be restricted to the two 
“regular” parties. In that respect the 
provision was similar to the one passed 
last year. with reference to the appoint- 
ment of Police Commissioners in this city. 
The validity of this provision has never 
been tested. 

More doubtful- than that was/‘the re- 
quirement in the original Albany bill that 
two Commissioners should be selected by 
members of the Council belonging to one 
party and two by those belonging to the 
other party, because it deprived any 
members who might belong to neither 
political party from having any voice in 
the matter. But as amended and finally 
passed and approved by the Governor the 
act declared in so many words that “no 
person is eligible to the office of Police 
Commissioner unless at the time of his 
election he is a member of the political 
party or organization having the highest 
or the next highest representation in the 
Common Council.” Precisely the same 
provision wag contained in the bil/which 
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‘Police Commissioners for the village cf 
Greenbush, and it absolutely debarred 
citizens who did not belong to one of two 
political parties from holding the office of 
‘Police Commissioner. That change in the 
bill and the one which provided that the 
four Commissioners should be elected by 
the Common Council—but no member 
could vote for more than two—were what 
overcame the scruples of Gov. MorToN. 
He approved measures depriving citizens 
of their Constitutional rights unless they 
proclaimed thems®lves as belonging to a 
certain political party. What made this 
worse was that the Constitution has been 
so revised as to separate municipal from 
general elections for the very purpose of 
promoting non-partisanship in the choice 
of city officers. 

The very first words of the Constitu- 
tion declare that no ‘‘member of this 
State” shall be ‘“ deprived of any of the 
rights or privileges secured to any citi- 
zen thereof unless by the law of the land 
or the judgment of his peers,” and Arti- 
cle XIII. says that besides the prescribed 
Official oath no “ other oath, declaration, 
or test shall be required as a qualifica- 
tion for any office of public trust.” The 
rights of the citizens of this State to hold 
office are equal, and the Legislature has 
no more authority to say that a man 
shall not be eligible to a particular office 
unless he is a Republican or a Democrat 
than it has to prevent citizens from vot- 
ing for any but a straight party ticket. 
As Judge PARKER says, this statute clear- 
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qualification for an office of public trust. 
It excludes from the right to hold that 
office any citizen who is not avowedly of 
one particular party or the other. This 
outrageous effort to deprive citizens of 
their equality of rights under the Con- 
stitution was aimed directly against the 
principle of non-partisanship in munici- 
pal government, which is essential to 
successful reform. All bi-partisan re- 
quirements in the appointment of munici- 
pal officers are infected with the same 
iniquitous purpose and are in violation 
of the intent, if not of the exact letter, 
of the Constitution. The right to hold 
office depends no more upon one’s poli- 
tics than upon his réligion, and the Leg- 
islature has no more authority to make 
discriminations on one ground than on 
the other.

ADDICKS AND HIGGINS. 

Delaware is a little State, and the Re- 
publican Party is in a minority there, 
except when the price of votes is ab- 
normally low, but the party is big enough 
to have two bosses and to split wide 
open between them. The main difference 
between ex-Senator HIGGINS and would- 
be Senator AppickKs is that the latter 
spends his own money in politics and 
openly demands the quid pro quo, while 
the former spends other people’s contri- 
butions to the party funds, and tries to 
manipulate caucuses and conventions in 
his own interest. At present ADDICKS 
appears to be ahead, which shows the 
value of ready money in times of emer- 
gency. 

It is all on account of Appicks that 
Delaware has now only one Senator. He 
tried very hard to be the other, and 
when, after a long dead-lock, he had to 
give it up, four of his supporters held 
out against Du Pont and enabled Acting 
Governor WATSON to walk into the joint 
convention and prevent an election by 
casting his own vote. Du Pont’s case in 
the Senate at this moment rests on the 
claim that when WATSON, as “ Speaker 
of the Senate,’’ became Acting Governor, 
he lost the right to vote as a Senator, 
though the Delaware. Constitution and 
precedents are the other way. The Hig- 
gins men declare that AppickKs is respon- 
sible for the failure of Du Pont to get 
a majority vote in the joint convention 
of the Legislature, and claim that the 
latter was elected all the same. 

Appicks thought he had bought the 
Senatorship himself last Winter, but 
when he failed to get it he did not go 
out of Delaware politics by any means. 
He turned up at Dover on Tuesday in 
complete control of the convention to 
choose delegates to St. Louis. There were 
charges of fraud and corruption on both 
sides, and they were probably true, but 
Appicks held the convention and HicG- 
Gins had to bolt in order to go to St. 
Louis at all. AppicKks will head the del- 
egates at large who hold the credentials 
of the regular convention, and HIGGINS 
will go West at the head of a contesting 
delegation. The latter is for McKINLEY, 
and he expects that to insure his admis- 
sion to the National Convention on the 
ground that Appicks is not a Republican. 

In fact, the platform of the Higgins 
bolters declared that AppiIcKs was “ nota 
fit person, either politically or morally, to 
represent the Republicans of Delaware 
in any capacity.” He must be a very 
bad person, but somehow, notwithstand- 
ing his past career, he unquestionably 
controlled the State Convention, and it 
will be an interesting question whether 
his political and moral unfitness will ex- 
clude him from the National Convention 
if it should be controlled by the virtu- 
ous methods of the McKinleyites. The 
Republican Party of Delaware divided 
between ADDICKs and HIGGINs must have 
a fine prospect of commanding the vote 
of the State.

RUSSIA IN CHINA. 

The seizure of a strip of waterfront in 
the treaty port of Che-Foo by a “ Rus- 
sian Steam Navigation Company” may 
not turn out to be a very serious matter. 
The opinion is reported to prevail among 
business men in London that it is merely 
a commercial movement on the part of 
an enterprising Russian company, with 
an enterprising American agent. It is 
possible, df course, that this opinion may 
correspond more nearly to the facts than 
the opinion of the English and German 
Ministers at Pekin, both of whom appear 
to have protested against the occupation 
as a violation of rights secured by 
treaties. 

The presumption that it is a menace 
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| vious facts. fn the first place, it is diffi-' 


cult to bélieve that Russian commerce 
has suddenly become so enterprising and 
the Russian Government so friendly to 
its extension that a commercial company 
has been able to invoke the assistance cf 
half a dozen warships in making good its 
claim. If the actors were British in- 
stead of Russian, this would be, the fair 
presumption. For it is to be said that 
the British, wherever they go on commer- 
cial adventures, do the work of civiliza- 
tion to the extent of allowing other na- 
tions to come in on equal terms. One of 
the most hopeful things in the Japanese 
treaty with China was that it opened 
China not alone to exclusive trade with 
Japan, but to the trade of all nations. 

If the objects.of Russia*in the Gulf of 
Pe-Chi-Li had been commercial, this 
treaty would have given her ail the facil- 
ities she needed. It was perfectly satis- 
factory to Great Britain and the United 
States. Yet Russia interfered to prevent 
its execution, and brought in in her wake 
France, for reasons which are only too 
obvious, and also Germany, for reasons 
which have not yet been made clear. 
The seizure of land at Che-Foo has no 
direct relation to the demand of Russia 
for an outlet to a harbor available all the 
year round on the Pacific. Neither has it 
any direct relation to any possible ter- 
minus of the Manchurian Railway on the 
opposite shore of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. 
It is an excellent site for a naval station 
which should dominate and threaten the 
commerce of the gulf. It is not at all 
wonderful that the report of the seizure 
has excited so much anxiety in Great 
Britain, whose commercial interests in 
Chinese waters are out of all comparison 
superior to those of Russia. If it appears 
that the seizure has been made and that 
Russia will insist upon it, the most ob- 
vious interpretation of the act. will be 
that it is a deliberate provocation. 


THE KAISER AS CHALLENGER. 


The report that if the cutter now build- 
ing for the Emperor of Germany turns 
out to be distinctly better than Valkyrie 
Ill. she may be a challenger for che 
America’s Cup may be received with 
thoughtless glee by some of our yachis- 
men intent only upon transitory ‘ sport.’ 
But the thoughtful patriot must view it 
with apprehension and alarm. 

Even as a matter of sport it does not 
open a very exciting prospect. The faith 
of the Anglo-Saxon world is that there 
are only two nautical nations. It is true 
that one of them has for thirty-five years 
been out of the competition, by reason of 
obsolete navigation laws and prohibitory 
tariffs, and that the other has been doing 
all the business. Ever since wood and 
canvas were superseded by and 
steam in the commerce of the world the 
United States has dropped out of it. But 
there is a general disinclination td be- 
lieve that this is because we are not a 
seafaring people. 

Now, if the Emperor of Germany should 
actually challenge, with a yacht flying 
the German flag, for the America’s Cup, 
the feeling of American and British 
yachtsmen alike would be one of con- 
sternation and disgust. It is true that 
the challenger would be designed and 
built by Britons. Undoubtedly, # she 
were meant to win, she would have a 
British skipper and probably a British 
crew. But she would, all the same, be 
a “Dutchman ”’—that is to say, a craft 
which there would be no credit at all in 
beating and an irreparable disgrace in 
being beaten by. What satisfaction could 
an American syndicate feel in building 
and sailing a successful defender against 
such a challenger? On the other hand, 
how humiliating it would be, after hav- 
ing held the cup for nearly half a century 
against all British and Canadian comers, 
to surrender it to a German and see it 
sail away under a flag of three stripes. 

This is not the worst of it. The Kaiser, 
who owns this possible challenger, has 
already exhibited the germ and poten- 
tiality of those qualities which make a 
formidable and terrible sea lawyer. He 
is voluble, choleric, and pertinacious. It 
is in him to exhibit a combination of 
ASHBURY and DUNRAVEN in the presence 
of which Regatta Committees will flee 
and defenders howl with anguish. Sup- 
pose he takes it into his imperial imag- 
ination that the defending yacht is not 
sailing on her measured water-line length 
and adduces in behalf of that proposition 
his imperial assertion that a waste-pipe 
which he saw one day he did not see the 
next day. When DuNRAVEN did these 
things and refused to retract his charges 
when they had been proved to be base- 
less, the New-York Yacht Club expelled 
him. There are some London journals, 
of the more snobbish kind, which have 
not yet recovered from their horror at the 
sacrilege of expelling an Earl, though he 
is only an Irish Earl, who sits in the 
House of Lords but as Baron KB5RRY. 
But suppose a German Kaiser were 
t6 repeat the offense of an [Irish Earl. 
To expel him would be an indignity which 
could only be avenged by a prompt dec- 
laration of war. The prospect is too aw- 
ful and too imminent. The State Depart- 
ment should at once instruct Mr. UHL to 
obtain from the Kaiser an explicit disa- 
vowal of the mad, absurd, atrocious in- 
tention which he is reported to entertain. 
Nothing less can give that confidence of 
peace without which any real revival of 
business is impossible.

It will be remembered that when the ship 
Willie Rosenfeld came into this port re- 
cently from San Francisco, her crew proved 
in the most conclusive way that all through 
the voyage they had been treated with 
brutal cruelty by their officers, and that 
the vessel’s owners had supplied her with 
such an inadequate amount of provisions 
that the men were nearly starved to death. 
The Coast Seamen’s Journal notices with 
appreciation the efforts mfade by THE 
TimESs so to emphasize the atrocious details 
of this case as to spur the local authori- 
ties, Federal, State, and municipal, into 
taking action against the Captain and the 
mates who executed his orders. The only 
result was a half-hearted and wholly in- 
effective display of indignation. Nobody 
was punished, nobody’s wrongs were re- 

‘Willie Rosenfeld is now 
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manded by the same inhuman savages as 
before, and with a new crew, who are 
doubtléss as bruised and hungry as were 
their predecessors. Why? Simply because 
ship owners—in this instance A. SEWALL & 
Co. of Bath, Me., but they are no worse 
than scores of others—can save a little 
money by overworking and underfeeding 
the helpless and friendless seamen whom 
they employ. The cruel abuse is only an in- 
cident. Even the worst of mates rarely 
pounds men from sheer love of cruelty. He 
must work the ship with the material at 
hand, and when that material consists of a 
few half-starved wretches fitter for a hos- 
pital than for deing the very hardest kind 
of labor that is ever demanded of human 
beings, what can the mate do except make 
constant use of fists, belaying pins, and 
oaths? He .knows that, arrived in port, 
there may be a little talk, but the Captain 
will swear not to have seen a blow struck, 
and a sailor’s word goes for next to noth- 
ing with the Shipping Commissioner, while 
the owners, utterly irresponsible under the 
present American laws, consider only the 
relation of receipts to expenses. If the 
Maguire bill, now before Congress, should 
by some strange chance get passed, all 
this would be changed, for under its pro- 
visions a maltreated sailor can collect dam- 
ages from the man who really inflicts them. 
That man is not a Captain or a mate, but 
the owner—always, always. 





Possibly those members of the Consoli- 
dation League in Brooklyn who wanted to 
fire a salute of 100 guns in Fort Greene 
Park in celebration of the Signing of the 
Greater New-York bill might have chosen 
a more halcyon method’ of expressing their 
joy. The explosion of gunpowder, whether 
in peace or war, is expensive and out- 
rageously noisy. But the spirit shown by 
the public officers of Brooklyn who refused 
to permit the demonstration was curiously 
parochial and pig-headed, Isn’t it about 
time for the politicians and office holders 
of Brooklyn to cease their futile resistance 
to a measure that will enable themselves 
and all their fellow-citizens when they fare 
abroad to write themselves down in hotel 
registers as from New-York, without that 
rebuking twinge of conscience that they 
have felt all their lives long? 


GERMAN OPERA NEXT SEASON. 


Mr, Gets the Use of the 


Metropolitan Opera House. 


Damrosch 


A contract was signed yesterday between 
Abbey & Grau and Walter Damrosch, un- 
der which Mr. Damrosch is to have the 
Metropolitan Opera House for a Spring 
season of three weeks of German grand 
opera, and is also to have the use of the 
principal artists of the Abbey & Grau 
company for occasional performances of 
creed and Italian opera outside of this 
city. 

The contract also provides that dates 
shall be arranged so as not to conflict be- 
tween the two companies. 

Mr. Damrosch will sail for Europe next 
Saturday on the Saale, to engage the art- 
ists for ‘this company. He will open his 
season of German opera in Philadelphia 
in January, and he has arranged all of 
his out-of-towh engagements so that he 
will be able to conduct all the New-York 
concerts of the Symphony Orchestra and 
Oratorio Society. 


The Irving Engagement at Abbey’s. 

Perhaps some reasonable objection to the 
programme presented at Abbey’s Theatre 
last evening might have been made on the 
ground that with “The Bells” a piece in 
which the grotesque and sombre elements 
were less pronounced than “A Story of 
Waterloo ’’ would provide an agreeable con- 
trast. But Irving’s portrayal of fear- 
haunted, half-demented Mathias and senile 
Gregory Brewster will long be remembered 
for the strange power of the one, the verity, 
humor, and pathos of the other. More- 
over, contrast enough is found in the bill 
when you consider it carefully. The trans- 


lation of the Erckmann-Chatrian play Irv- 
ing treats in a manner entirely opposed to 
that of the Alsacian writers, who were 
Simply “ réalistic’’ in both their story of 
Burgomaster Mathias and their dramatiza- 
tion of it. Irving gave the story and play 
world-wide fame by his fantastic, romantic, 
and mystical treatment. His Mathias con- 
quered at the beginning, because he was 
oddly fascinating and strangely powerful. 
We saw Coquetin as the little, pigiike, ear- 
scratching Mathias of the original, and 
then appreciated fully for the first time 
what Irving had done by transforming the 
work. He had made it poetical, pictorial, 
thrilling. Coquelin was perfect according 
to his conception, and Irving could not 
well excel him. But no one would care to 
see the commonplace Mathias more than 
once, while the idealized Mathias has been 
seen many times by thousands of playgoers, 
and never fails to thrill. 

In ‘A Story of Waterloo,” on the other 
hand, Irving’s acting is as realistic as you 
please. His embodiment of the senile vet- 
eran of Waterloo, whose feeble mind com- 
prehends only his bodily ailments and few 
comforts, and retains but a single vivid 
memory—of that glorious day in 1815—is 
wonderfully lifelike.* It is rich in detail, 
but there is none of the striving for showy 
effects a less gifted and experienced artist 
would have been guilty of. Brewster is not 
a role for showy effects. 


English Opern on the West Side. 


“The Bohemian Girl’’ was sung by the 
Tavary opera company at the Grand Opera 
House last night, and will be repeated there 
Saturday night, when Leoncavallo’s ‘‘ I Pag- 
liacci’’ will also be given. ‘‘ Carmen” will 
be to-night’s opera, and Bizet’s fascinating 
work will be sung again Saturday after- 
noon. To-morrow night west-siders may 
hear Gounod’s “ Faust.’”’ 

These performances are all creditable in 
an artistic way, the operas are mounted 
satisfactorily, and the prices are low.

Indications that the Boycott on the 
Ohioan Will Be Raised. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Every indication 
points to an absolute repudiation by the 
Supreme Council of the American Protect~ 
ive Association, now im session in this city, 
of the action taken by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Advisory Board against Me- 
Kinley’s candidacy. Much feeling has been 
expressed over the matter, and the Execut- 
ive Committee has been severely criticized. 
The members of that body have not given 
any indications of backing down, but meet 
the criticisms with intimations that those 
composing the Supreme Council are en- 
deavoring to get in line with his friends 
since McKinley has shown such strength. 

The trouble in the organization has been 
intensified by the action of the Executive 
Committee of the Advisory Board this even- 
ing in presenting to the board a report ad- 


hering to its anti-McKinley decision. The 
meeting of the board was the most im- 
portant event of the day. A member of 
the Executive Committee said to-night that 
the report which the Executive Committee 
presented to the Advisory Board is in ac- 
cord with the statement made publie at 
the time McKinley was blacklisted, He 
also said that the action of the committee 
was based on affidavits made by prominent 
Ohio men, 

It is likely that the Advisory Board will 
censure the Executive Committee. This 
will take the question of McKinley’s re- 
pudiation out of the hands of the Supreme 
Council and will allow the Advisory Board 
to make another report to the convention. 
There is no doubt, however, that the ques- 
tion of McKinley’s candidacy will be dis- 
cussed by the supreme body and, as stated, 
the attack on'McKinley will be discredited, 
but before getting down to the main ques- 
tion, the convention will have to consider 
a motion, which will be made to-morrow, 
referring the subject of the Executive Com- 
mittee’s action and the position of the A. 
P. A. toward McKinley to a special com- 
mittee for investigation. This motion will 
provide that the special committee shall 
report on all candidates for Presidential 
honors. 

The most important matter before the 
convention of the Supreme Council to-day 
was the reading of the annual message of 
Supreme President Traynor. The interest- 
ing part was that concerning the political 
situation. It was generally supposed 
among the delegates that the message 
would censure the Executive Committee 
of the Advisory Board for its attack on 
McKinley. It is said to-night that the 
censure was not given. Supreme President 
Traynor appointed G W. Van Fossen of 
Washington State, J. Colin Moore, of Ala- 
bama, J. J. Rhodes of Vermont, E. Dorille 
of Ohio. and C. E. Sapp of Kentucky as a 
committee to consider and report on the 
message. 


THE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 





Some Peeullar Resolutions Introduced 
on the Woman Question. 


CLEVELAND, May 13.—Bishop Vincent, the 
venerable founder of the Chautauqua So- 
ciety, presided at this morning’s session 
of the Methodist General Conference. The 
usual routine was followed during the morn- 
ing until the Rev. Dr. Lowther of Southwest 
Kansas created a great deal of laughter by 
introducing the following resolution: 

Whereas, This conference has decided to send 
to the annual conferences the question as to 
whether the word layman should be so construed 
as to include women; and 

Whereas, It is believed by many that on Script- 
ural grounds women cannot be admitted to the 
General Conference; therefore, . 

Resolved, That we also submit to the annual 
conference the following question: 

Are women included in our articles of religion, 
Which read: ‘‘ Man is very far gone from original 
righteousness ”’ ? 

While this question is pending, be it the order 
of this General Conference that the women of 
the Chureh obey the apostolic injunction, ‘* Let 
vour women keep silence in the churches,’’ 
That they do also refuse the knowledge that 
comes from books, papers, magazines, lectures. 
lyceums, and reading circles, and if they woulda 
learn anything, let them ask their husbands at 
er ‘‘on Scriptural grounds ‘" some of our 
brethren have served notice that they wiil raise 
this question on the day of judgment, let the 
annual conference decide by vote whether women 
are included or excluded in the language, ‘* every 
man in his own order,’’ in Paul’s chapter on the 
resurrection. 

On motion of Dr. A. J. Kynett, the reso- 
lutions were referred to the Committee on 
Eligibility. : 

The Committee on Episcopacy did not re- 
port in accordance with the instructions it 
had received. Dr. Buckley stated that the 
eommittee has as yet been unable to agree 
upon the number of Bishops it would rec- 
ommend to be created, but that it would 
be ready to report to the conference the 
first thing to-morrow morning, after the 
reading of the journal. The time for the 
committee to report was extended to that 
heur. 

A proposition to change the date of meete- 
ing of the General Conference from May 1 
to the first Wednesday in May brought out 
a sharp debate in the conference. The reso- 
lution provided for the calling of extra 
sessions of the conference upon the call of 
a sufficient number, and after it had beqn 
passed upon by the annual 
which had adopted it by the 
three-fourths vote. 

Dr. Leonard objected to the readirg of 
the matter as a constitutional question, 
claiming that the conference has the power 
to fix its own time of meeting. Messrs. 
Sargent of Indiana and Neely and Swin- 
dell of Philadelphia and ‘several others took 
the opposite ground, and on being put to a 
vote the changes were carried in the cone 
stitutional way by a vote of 397 to 19.

HONORARY DEGREES CONFERRED. 


Dr. Jchn Shaw Billings Honored by 
the University of Pesth., 


Bupa-PestH, May 13.—The University of 
Pesth has conferred honorary degrees upon 
Lord Kelvin, Professor of Natural Philoso- 
phy in the Glasgow University; Herbert 
Spencer, the English philosopher; Max Mul- 
ler, the Orientalist; Prof. James Bryce, 
Member of Parliament, the eminent Eng- 
lish geologist and scientific author, and Dr. 
John Shaw Billings of Philadelphia. 


John Shaw Billings was. born in Switzer- 
land County, Indiana, April 12, 1888. He 
Was graduated at Miami University in 1857, 
and at the Ohio Medical College in 1860. 
At first he settled in Cincinnati, but in No- 
vember, 1861, he was appointed Acting 
Assistant Surgeon in the United States 
Army, Until March, 1863, he was Agsist- 
ant Surgeon, having charge of hospitals in 
Washington, D. C., and West Philadel- 
phia. He then served with the Army of 
the Potomac, being with the Fifth Corps 
at the Battles of Chancellorsville and Get- 
tysburg 

From October, 1863, till February, 1864 
he served on hospital duty at Davids and 
Bediow’s Islands, in the vicinity of New- 
York City, also acting as 2 member of the 
Board of Enrollment, after which he be- 
came a Medical Inspector to the Army of 
the Potomac, and from December, 1864, was 
connected with the Surgeon General’s Office 
in Washington. In December, 1876, he was 
appointed Surgeon, with the rank of Major, 
in the regular army. He is also medical 
adviser of the Johns Hopkins Hospital, and 
~ sar hag on municipal hyglene at the uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Billings is a member of several scien- 
tific societies. including the Amercan Med- 
fecal Association and the National Academy 
of Sciences, (1883,) and he is also an hon- 
orary member of the Statistical Soclety of 
London. During 1879 and 1880 he was Vice 
President of the National Board of Health, 
and in 1884 he received the honorary 
degree of LL.D. from the University of 
Edinburgh. During August, 1886, he was 
present at the meeting of the British Med- 
ical Association, and delivered an important 
address on “Medicine in the United 
States, His contributions to periodical 
literature of medicine are numerous. 


SUFFERINGS OF, ARMENIANS, 


Thousands of Yhem Depending on 
Foreign Aid for Something to Eat. 


Boston, May 13.—Letters have been re- 
eeived in Boston from various parts of 
Turkey stating that about 90,000 Armenians 
in the Sivas Province are dependent upon 
What is given them to keep them from 
starvation. Thus far, relief in this prov- 
ince, as far as it has been given to for- 
eigners, has been limited to the smailest 
possible Amount, but the distribution is in- 
creasing, and those who are distributing 
relief should know what further sums they 
may expect. Many of the people are now 
eating roots which are good for food. 

Arrangements had been made for the re- 


' Hef of the district about Gemerek, but the 


Vali of Sivas has refused to allow this to 
be done. Unless definite instructions are 
sent from Constantinople to the Vali to 
allow relief to be distributed, it will be 
difficult to carry on relief. At least $50,- 
000 will be required to carry on this work. 
An exact census has been made cof the 
needy and destitute among the Armenians 
of Gurun. 

The inky blackness of the ground as far 
as the eye could reach over what was once

showed at a glance what a terrible foe fire 
may become. The prostrate walls of 1,500 
or 1,600 homes that formerly w ’ 
80 cozily in the midst of as many thrives 
fruit gardens are all that remain. The 
surviving people are huddled together in 
herds in stables, sometimes in a solitary 
room left from the general wreck—all that 
remained standing of a once comfortable 
home. The miserable people were clothed 
in rags confined to the person only by a 
string around the waist, and this consti- 
aes all the wearers had to cover their 

es. : 

The Government was attempti : 
rations to the miserable sae a 
tion consisted of a part of an oke of wheat 
for each person, doled out once in five days 
But the Government sometimes fails to 
issue the rations on ration day, much to 
the sorrow of the miserable people. Mothers 
besought help in securing the restitution 
of their captive daughters. By actual count 
there are 5,075 persons in Gurun that are in 
need of daily bread to prevent their starva- 
tion. For two and a half months they 
have not received any help from the Gov- 
ernment, not so much as one grain of 
wheat, and what 1s true of Gurun is also 
true of many other villages. There is much 
Sickness also in many of the villages, 
Typhoid and typhus fever are prevalent, 
The thanks of these people are sent to 
those who have sent contributions for the 
relief of their neetis, hut vastly more is 
needed to complete the work undertaken in 
their behalf. 

Shepik consisted of eighty-six houses, but 
now it has only twenty of the poorest 
buildings left, and these have no windows 
or doors. The village had 470 inhabitants; 
58 of them, mostly young men, have been 
killed, and now it has 417 persons, many 
of whom are widows atid orphans. They 
all live in wretched houses, without beds 
and without sufficient clothing. They have 
been robbed so that they have not a kernel 
of eae in their storehouses, no beds, no 
clothing, not even a vessel to cook food in. 
Thus far they have received only $176, and 
until this time they had not received any 
clothing or beds. They are agriculturists, 
but what can they do in the future? They 
do not know, because they have no imple- 
Sew. no seed, nO Oxen, and not even a 

ow.

THE ‘*LUNACY BILL” SIGNED. 


Under It the Management of All Hos- 
pitals Will Be Changed, 


ALBANY, May 13.—Assemblyman Horton's 
bill constituting into one chapter of the 
General Laws all’the acts relating to the 
insane became’ a law by the Governor's 
signature to-day. The act makes an entire 
change in the commitment of insane by re- 
quiring a court order, whereas formerly 
simply the judicial approval of two qualified 
experts in insanity was sufficient. 

Had the Republicans allowed the bill to 
go through as the State Lunacy Commission 
had designed, there would have been no 
politics in it, but the temptation to grasp 
the entire machinery of the State hos- 
pitals, which cost $4,700,000 a year, 
was too strong to be resisted. There- 
fore, there was Inserted in the bill by 
the Assembly, at the order of the powers 
that be, a provision that all of the present 
Boards of Managers be legislated out of 
office Dec, 81 next, and that prior to that 
date the Governor select the persons to 
succeed them, making all the boards uni- 
form, save that of the Homeopathic Hos- 
pital at Middletown. 

The State Commission in Lunacy is com- 
posed of Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, Good- 
win Brown, and Pienry A. Reeves. These 
gentlemen believe that the intent of the 
Republicans to grasp the machinery of the 
hospitals absolutely will fail. They informed 
THE NEW-YORK TIMBEs’s correspondent that 
they anticipated very few changes in the 
Boards of Managers of the several State 
hospitals, further than the reduction of the 
er of managers to the uniform stand- 
ard. 

The Boards of Managers of State hos- 
pitals under the present law consist of: 
Binghamton, 11; Buffalo, 10; Hudson River, 
9; Collins Farm, 3; Middletown Homeop- 
athic, 18; Rochester, 9; St. Lawrence, 10;

The Reed Men Abandon Hope—Bitter 
Fight for Governor, 


RALEIGH, N. C., May 13.—There is little 
doubt that the Republican State Conven- 
tion which will meet here to-morrow will 
instruct for McKinley. Senator Pritchard 
will lead the delegation. There is no fight 
whatever on McKinley. “The Reed men 
have seen for weeks that they had no show 
whatever. 

By virtue of the Dockery and Russell 
fight for Governor, the Reed men succeed- 
ed to-day in electing two delegates from the 


Fourth District. They are uninstructed, 
but are known to be for Reed. 

The struggle for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor has provoked the bitterest fight ever 
known in the Republican Party in this 
State. The two principal candidates are 
Daniel L. Russell and Oliver H. Dockery. 
There are forty-two delegates whose seats 
are eontested. In each county ‘ where 
there are contests, the Dockery men bolted 
the convention and have sent up contesting 
delegates. The Russell men have not sent 
up a single contest. 

It is expected that enough contests will be 
presented to-morrow to reduce the vote in 
the convention to a number that will give 
Dockery a majority of the uncontested dele- 
gates. If thie should be so, no resolution 
will bs adopted indorsing Senator Pritch- 
ard for re-election, and he will not be 
elected Chairman of the State Committee, 
as he desires to be.

CALLS McKINLEY A SILVERITE. 


Don M. Dickinson Says Democrats 
Will Stand for Sound Money. 


Ex-Postmaster General Don M. Dickin- 
son of Detroit, who is at the Hoffman 
House, paid his respects yesterday to Gen. 
Russell A. Alger, Mark Hanna’s brother, 
and the other Western men who are here 
for the purpose of convincing Pastern Re- 
publicans that William McKinley, Jr., is 
not what Thomas B. Reed called him, a 
“ straddle bug.” 

“Gen. Alger and his party are having a 
hard time convincing New-York Republic- 
ans that McKinley {s for sound money,” 
said Mr. Dickinson to reporter for Tue 
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Mr. McKinley as this Western delegation 
has. I say that William McKinley, Jr., is 
in favor of the free and unlimited coinage 


of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and that he 
is in favor of the payment Government 
debts, contracted on a gold basis, in money 
worth only 50 to 60 per cent. of the basis on 
which the debts were incurred. 

“TI think, however, McKinley will get the 
nomination. If he does not win it, then 
Harrison will be the second choice of the 
Republicans. After him in favor comes 

eed, as far as I can see. Morton is a 
strong favorite here and a good man, but I 
don’t see a chance for him. 

“Whom will the Democrats name? I 
don’t care to talk of our side of it. The 
Democratic nomination will be governed en- 
tirely by what the Republicans do at their 
convention. ; 

“JT don’t think tariff, even with McKin- 
ley as the Republican leader, will be the 
er issue. Sound money will be the great 
thing. 

“There will be no repudiation at the 
Chicago Convention, and no dallying with 
repudiation. The free-silver men made a 
great deal of noise at the Michigan Con- 
vention, but there is no State in the Union, 
outside of the silver States, that will not 
refuse to indorse silver after the question 
has been raised. . 

“The free-silver men will control less 
than one-third of the delegates to Chicago. 
There will be no change in the two-thirds 
rule. Such a change would be like a revo- 
lution, and the party would not sanction it. 

“On the tariff issue the platform will 
declare for tariff for revenue, the true 
Democratic doctrine.’’ 

Mr. Dickinson was asked if he tought 
that President Cleveland would be a can- 
didate for renomination, He refused to dis- 
cuss the question. In the course of the 
conversation he said: 

“TJ should not wonder if there should be 
a bolt in Chicago. So far as the silver 
men-in Michigan go, they are good Demo- 
crats and manly men, who believe sin- 
cerely in silver, but probably the men who 
have been déing so much shouting outside 
will go out. he Republicans will have 
more trouble with silver than we shall 
have. Their platform in Michigan was a 
straddle, and their Western conventions are 
declaring for silver. If they nominate Mc- 
Kinley, with his free-silver record, and we 
nominate the right man, on a sound-money 
platform, I think we shall carry the East, 
and the silver Republicans will join the 
silver Democrats in the West. I hope and 
trust both conventions will declare, with- 
out equivocation, for maintaining the pres- 
ent standard. t would restore confidence 
and establish credit if such a declaration 
were made, both at St. Louis and Chicago. 

“I think the present situation is critical. 
Confidence has been shaken by the action 
of the Senate and by the silver declarations 
of State conventions. We, as a Nation, 
are coquetting with repudiation, and we 
cannot afford it. The National credit and 
honor are involved. The election of Mc- 
Kinley would bring on a creditors’ panic, 
the worst of all panics. 

“TI think the Democrats of New-York 
State are open to criticism because they 
have not come out and set the example of 
holding an early convention, instead of 
postponing it until a few days before the 
National Convention meets. It will de- 
clare, I do not doubt, for sound money. It 
would be most unfortunate if the Chicago 
Convention should fail to declare for sound 
money. The sentiment of the people is for 
it, and I repeat there will be no repudia- 
tion nor dallying with repudiation, which 
is what free silver means. The Democratic 
Party can afford to be beaten, but it can- 
not afford that.’

The defense on their behalf was to the ef- 
fect that they were longing tv be at ’em 
in regard to the faulty drains, but that 
they thought it was the landlord’s business 
to begin. Mr. Plowden made a closing 
order and an abatement order, without de- 
lay. The curious thing is that any of the 
inmates should have suryived. Perhaps 
sewer gas is, after all, a respecter of per- 
sons, and, in this instance, is waiting to 
catch the master and mistress on their re- 
turn to town.

Report of the Executive Committee 
Reviews the Advance Made in the 
Last Year in Federal, State, and 
City for 
President Cleveland—Mr. 
velt Speaks on the Work in His 
Department—Election of Officers. 


Governments — Praise 
Roose- 


The Civil Service Reform Association hela 
its annual meeting at the City Club, 677 
Fifth Avenue, last night. Carl Schurz, 
President of the association, presided. 
Among those at the meeting were three or 
four ‘women, who seemed much interested 


in the proceedings. .A recent addition to 
the work of the association has been the 
formation of a Woman’s Auxiliary. 

The chief business of last night’s meeting 
was the reading of the annual report by 
Secretary George McAneny. The report re- 
viewed at length the advance in civil serv- 
ice reform made in the Federal service in 
New-York State, in this city, and in the 
country at large. Great stress was laid on 
President Cleveland’s recent action in ex- 
tending the United States civil service 
rules to bring in about 30,000 more posi- 
tions, 

The report declares it is now believed 
similar measures are possible in the State 
civil service. Two subjects were particu- 
larly noticed in this part of the report—the 
way in which it was attempted to exempt 
certain employes of the new State Depart- 
ment of Excise from examination by call- 
ing them “confidential agents,’’ and the 
change in the make-up of the State Civil 
Service Commission by the appointment of 
George P. Lord in place of Mr. McKinstry. 

Of the former matter, the report says: 

Gov. Morton was requested on behalf of the 
Civil Service Reform Association and other 
bodies to classify these and other subordinates of 
the new department in the competitive sched- 
ules, as the Constitution undoubtedly requires. 
He failed to do so, promulgating a classiication 
that included these offices in either the exempt 
or non-competitive schedules. State Controller 
Roberts has since held that he has not the au- 
thority to sign warrants for the payment of 
Salaries to persons appointed to these positions 
without examination, and has stated positively 
that he will not do so. It is Mkely that a suit 
to compel payment will be brought by an em- 
loye of the Excise Department. If this proves 
0 the case, the Executive Committee of this 
association will be represented in the defense, 
and steps have already been taken toward secur- 
ing competent counsel. 

Of Mr. Lord’s appointment it says: 

The State Civil Service Commission has been 
reorganized during the year by the retirement of 
Commissioner McKinstry and the appointment by 
Gov. Morton of ex-Senator George P. Lord of 
Yates County, a gentleman whose reputation 
had been that of a practical politician, and 
whose lack of sympathy with the purposes of 
civil service reform, and of acquaintance with its 
methods, was well known. It is significant that 
the non-competitive classification of the liquor 
department employes was adopted by the Votes 
of Commissioners Cobb and Lord, and egainst 
that of Commissioner Burt. It remains to be 
seen whether there will be similar opposition 
within the commission to the reforms shortly to 
be proposed. 

As to the changes in the local administra- 
tion, the report says: 

In New-York City efforts have been made to 
secure the extension of the rules of the bulk 
of the higher places still exempt from examina- 
tion. Of the total of 20,038 employes in the city 
service on the Ist of February last, approximately 
14,300 were subject either to competitive exam- 
ination or the labor registration system. Of those 
remaining, 5,418 in the Educational De ment 
were subject to a separate system; 5: in the 
courts were subject to the State rules; 417 in 
the county offices were held to be beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Civil Service Commission, 
and about 250 high subordinates in the various 
departments were classified in the excepted 
schedule. Several months ago a conference was 
held between members of the Municipal Super- 
visory and committees representing the 
Civil Service Reform Association, the City Club, 
and the Council of Confederated Good Govern- 
ment Clubs, and a proposition submitted by the 
latter that the excepted list be reduced virtually 
to deputies, private secretaries, and a few of 
the higher professional offices, such as principal 
assistants to the Corporation Counsel. he 
Supervisory recommended to the Mayor 
the transfer of the places in question to the 
competitive list, without exception. The Mayor 
has not as yet acted in the matter, but there 
is every reason to believe that he wil approve 
practically all the changes suggested. When this 
upward extension is accomplished, and the county 
employes are classified, the requirements of the 
Constitution will be fully carried out in the 
municipal service. , 


The report was adopted and the election 
of officers was taken up, with this result: 

President—Carl Schurz; Vice Presidents— 
Joseph H. Choate, Dorman B. Haton, BD. L. 
Godkin, D. Willis James, A. R. Macdon- 
cugh, Oswald Ottendorfer, Theodore Roose-

Cary, Charles Collins, Horace E. Deming, 
Richard Watson Gilder, Alfred Bishop Ma- 
son, Jacob F. Miller, S. H. Ordway, E. Ran- 
dolph Robinson, Anson Phelps Stokes, Will- 
iam H. Thomson, Seth 8. Terry, Charles 
W. Watson; Secretary—George McAneny; 
Treasurer—William J. Schieffelin. 

At the suggestion of the Secretary, power 
was given to the President and Secretary 
to draw up and send to Gov. Morton and 
the State Civil Service Commission a letter 
recommending certain changes, as follows: 

First.—To place in the competitive schedule all 


places which it is sible to fill by examination. 
Second.—To establish Boards of County Ex- 


aminers. 

Third—To extend the system of labor regis- 
tration to employes on canals and other public 
works. 

Fourth.—To institute an investigation of the 
condition of the civil services in cities. 
Theodore Roosevelt then asked 
to explain the condition of the Police De- 
partment as regards civil service. This 
was granted, and Mr. Roosevelt made a 
short speech, in which he emphatically pro- 
tested against the appointment of special 
civil service boards, as had been the case 

in his department. 

“ By one of the numerous preposterously 
unwise provisions of the Bi-Partisan bill,” 
he said, ‘‘the Police Board was given a 
special commission, We could have made 
every appointment on the spoils system.” 

Mr. Roosevelt explained that they had 
not done so, however, as the only non-com- 
petitive appointments were those of four 
private secretaries. 

As regards promotions among the police- 
men, the Commissioner explained that it 
was necessary to take in efficiency and 
gallantry, and cited instances where police- 
men had been appointed for single deeds 
of bravery. This condition, he said, was 
necessary in a semi-military organization 
like the police force. 

At the close of Mr. Roosevelt’s speech 
the meeting adjourned and the Executive 
Committee continued its session, which 
had been bégun before the open meeting 
was called to order.

YESTERDAY'S FIRES. 
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PERILS OF BIOGRAPHERS. 


Surviving Relatives of His Subject 
Often Make a Lot of Trouble. 


From The London News. 

“To be interesting, it is perhaps indis- 
pensable that the biographer should be in- 
discreet.”” So Mr. Shorter writes ‘in a sketch 
of his new materials fer the biography of 
Charlotte Bronté. 

There aire persons whose biographers can- 
not be indiscreet, because there is nothing 
to be indiscreet about. Their “lives” are 
exemplary, but the world does not find them 
amusing. As a-rule, the biographer, how- 
ever careful, (or ‘‘ mealy-mouthed,”) as Mr. 
Carlyle puts it,) gives offense, because he 
must inevitably write about the surviving 
actors in his hero’s little drama. They are 
commonly persons far from notable, and, 
the less notable they are, the more do they 
shriek out when they find themselves “in 
print.’”’ 

Occasionally remote déscendants are 
equally frivolous. In a .‘‘ Life of Burns,” 
a mere supernumerary was said to have 
been a housekeeper or governess in a cer- 
tain family. She later became the wife of 
a clergyman named once by Burns. Her 
grandson, or great-grandson, all up in 
arms, wrote to contradict the story of the 
housekeepership! j 

Mr. Shorter shows that Mrs. Gaskell, in 
her life of Miss Bronté&, made wild work 
among the supernumeraries, Mr. Bronté 
pére had to give two of his handmaidens a 
written testimonial that, whatever Mrs. 
Gaskell might say, they had been “ honest 
and not wasteful!’’ Need she have said 
anything at all? Then Branwell Bronté 
bragged that he had been distinguished by 
a lady in whose house he was tutor. His 
sisters believed in the conquering Bran- 
well; they were on fire against the wicked 
lady who had “ ruined” a fine young man, 
and Mrs, Gaskell must needs denounce -her 
as a naughty dweller ‘‘in May Fair.” 

Mrs. Gaskell may have been a more inter- 
esting (as she was a conscientious) biog- 
rapher by dint of her indiscretion, but the 
story of Branwetl, it seems, was just the 
kind of fable that an underbred young ne’er- 
do-well invents for his own glory ard to 
épater his sisters. 

Biographers may ‘“ confess’”’ their heroes 
(or victims), but they certainly need not 
recount the misdeeds, real or fanciful, of 
the employer of the brother of their hero- 
ine. It is better to forego some interest 
than to disseminate crude scandal—of 
course, from the highest motives. 

Poor Mr. Bronté, the father “did not 
care for the suggestidn that he had treated 
his wife unkindly.” It ts no matter for 
marvel that Mr. Bronté “ did not care for 
this ‘‘suggestion.”” He averred that a 
dismissed servant’’ had fabricated myths 
to his disadvantage. Now, conscientious- 
ness ought to draw the line before consult- 
ing dismissed servants and publishing their 
evidence—not about .the dead heroine, but 
about her living parent. : 

Some forty years have passed since Miss 
Bronté’s death, ‘and her new biographer 
may be interesting without being indis- 
creet. Yet all biographers of date distant 
from the events should remember that 
they have to ‘‘thole the feud” of great- 
grandchildren, which is often ferocious. A 
biography of a lady recently dead may be 
written thus: 

“Matilda Brown, the immortal author of 
‘Heart-Chords,” was the daughter of a 
drunken clergyman, who beat his wife. He 
is now Bishop of Bullocksmithy. The 
maids in his house (Helen Kerr and Susan 
Tush) habitually whipped and starved Ma- 
tilda. They are now married, and live, 
Helen in Bayswater, Susan at Kelso. Ma- 
tilda was bullied and neglected at a school, 
kept by the Rev. Tobias Faker, at present 
Dean of Ealing. Her father’s parishioners 
were, and remain, immoral savages, and 
so on. It is interesting, not a doubt of it, 
but it is not discreet.

E 
a Perry was born in Webster, Mass., 
bul her parents removed to Providence, 
R. L, when she was still a baby, and she 
always regarded Rhode Island as her native 
State. She was a great reader of books at 
an early age, and when eight years old, she 
wrote her first story, ‘The Shipwreck. 
It was a thrilling story, but was never 
published, and when she was sixteen years 
old she destroyed the manuscript. 
Miss Perry’s first successful poem was 
“Tying Her Bonnet Under Her Chin.”’ It 
was rejected by The Atlantic Monthly, but 
was printed in a Washington newspaper 
and went all over the world. It was the be- 
ginning of her career of successful literary 
work. It was followed soon by After the 
Ball,’ which also became very popular, and 
her: first volume of poems was published 
in 1874, with these_ two included. Three 
books of her poems have been printed, the 
last, in .1890, being entitled ‘‘ Lyrics and 
ends.” 3 
“ties of Miss Perry’s short magazine sto- 
ries have been printed in a collection called 
“A Book of Love Stories,” and a second 
volume of prose was entitled “For a W O- 
man.” A collection of her stories for girls 
was published in 1885, under the title of 
“A Plock of Girls,’ and it was as a writer 
of such stories that she was most popularly 
known. 


Jonathan Munyan. 


Jonathan Munyan, for a long time a 
prominent business man in Worcester, 
Mass., and an important factor in the boot 
and shoe industry, died in that city yester- 
day morning at the age of seventy-three 
years. Mr. Munyan had been identified 
with the leather market in Boston for more 
than forty years. He was Vice President 
and agent of the Bay:state Shoe and Leath- 
er Company, in Worcester, from 1866 to 
1890, and had been President of the Good- 
year Shoe Machinery Company of Boston 
since 1888. He was extensively known to 
the trade in England and on the Conti- 
nent through his work in introducing Amer- 
ican shoe machinery abroad.

A Great Deal of Damage Threatened 
in New-Jersey and This State. 


Dover, N. J., May 18.—The forest fire in 
the vicinity of Landing is still burning. 
Landing is a small hamlet about nine miles 
from this city, and in that place is situated 
the works of the American Forcite Powder 
Company. The officials of the company say 
the fire cannot reach their place and that 
it is a mile from the factory. 

ATLANTIC City, N. J., May 13.—The forest 
fires continue to burn in the lower part of 
Atlantic County. The weather has done 
much toward causing the flames to spread, 
as the trees are thoroughly dried by the 
sun and burn quickly and fierceiy. The 
farmers and their helpers are still fighting 
the fire, and many of them have not had 
much sleep since the fire began, nearly a 
week ago. The flames are now burning 
fiercely in the vicinity of Pomona, along the 
line of the Camden and Atlantic Railroad. 
It is estimated that ten miles of land has 
been burned over. 

In Pleasant Mills the fires are raging 
fiercely. If rain does not come the farmers 
fear wy af losses will result from the burn- 
ing of buildings and other property. 

Cape May, N. J., May 13.—The forest fires 
in Cape May County have destroyed many 
cranberry bogs. The bogs in isolated parts 
of the county are still ablaze, and it is es- 
timated that the loss in this county will 
foot up over $100,000. 

Eee Harsor, N. J., May 13.—The loss by 
the burning of underbrush in the pine an: 
cedar tracts in the vicinity of Elwood will 
reach several thousand dollars. As a gen- 
eral rule there is much more smoke that 
fire.

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RETIREMENT FOR AGE.

Revenue Marine Officers Anxious to 


Secure the Privilege. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Revenue 
officers are extremely anxious 
from Congress the general application of 
the law for retirement for age and thirty 
years’ service. The privilege has been ex- 
tended in quite a number of instances where 
officers had attained the age of proposed 
retirement, but the law was not continuing. 
The authorities are all in favor of the 
measure, and it has been favorably report- 
ed from the Congressional committees. 

It is maintained that officers of the Rev- 
enue Marine Service are as much entitled tu 
retirement for age or for service as are 
army and navy officers. It is probable that 
the privilege will be extended to include 
that branch, especially as many officers of 
the service are on the limited retired list 
already existing. Should such_a law be 
enacted, Capt. Shoemaker, the Chief of the 
service, says about five or six officers 
will be retired for age the first year of its 
existence, and three or four officers the 
second year, and one or two the third, after 
which there will be no retirements for age 
for several years. 

There is some question as to 
proval by Congress of the clause mit 
ting retirement on account of service. it is 
believed that few officers would take ad- 
vantage of the option of retiring on account 
of thirty years’ service. It is rarely done 
in either the army or the navy.

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“PATHS AND RADS “FOR CYCLISTS. 


A Letter from Chairman Gormully of 
the Cycle Board of Trade. ‘ 


R. Philip Gormully, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the National Cycle Board of Trade, 
has issued the following letter advocating special 
roads and paths for the exclusive use of cyclists: 

‘*Much work has been done by the League of 
American Wheelmen, wheeling clubs, and wheel- 
men in general, throughout the country, in road 
improvement, by their constant and persistent 
efforts with Commissioners of Roads and other 
officials who have the matter of roads in charge, 
the improvement of public highways, &c. Their 
attention has been directed mainly, as far as I 
know, to the improvement of the present style 
of roads only. This would result in a benefit to 
all the present users of roads—vehicles of all 
kinds, pedestrians, and cyclers. But the thought 
has intraded itself on my mind that a change 
should be made in the laying out cf new roads, 
especially, and more particularly in the streets 
of cities where traffic is Nkely to be great. I 
mean by this that a separate roadway should be 
provided, or a portion of each road or street 
should be reserved for cycling vehicles. 

‘“‘From time immemorial roads have been con- 
structed only with a view to accommodating the 
traffic of vehicles drawn by horses. They were 


never expected to be used by pedestrians or vehi- 
cles propelled by man power alone. For pedes- 
trians, special sideways have been provided, for 
the reason that it was dangerous tor people to 
walk among vehicles drawn by horses. The 
streets of cities are crowded with vehicles with 
horses attached, cable and trolley cars. It is a 
well-known fact that horses at times become un- 
manageable, and also that cable cars, through 
grips getting caught in a strand of the cable, 
have become unmanageable and run away, and 
have created great havce and damage to anything 
they met in their wild career. 

‘*Now, it does not seem meet or proper that 
people on bicycles should be expected to ride 
among animals that are likely to become un- 
manageable, or vehicles controlled by mechanical 
means, which, also, get out of order and become 
unmanageable, or hoodlums, or unprincipled 
people who drive horses, sometimes with the ex- 
pressed desire to annoy cyclists, through keeping 
just ahead of them, or following them, especially 
if they see that the rider is somewhat nervous. 
This is a common practice of practical jokers 
who drive horses, thinking it great fun to them- 
selves, not considering the nervous state into 
which they are .hrowing the cyclist, who prob- 
o indy. not an expert rider, and possibly may be 
a lac y 

‘In many parks, public drives, and boulevards, 
especial provision has been made for equestrians, 
at large expense to the public, and, as a matter 
of fact, those equestrian roads are comparatively 
little used, and the number of equestrians, in 
comparison with the cycling public, ir scarcely 
anything. Therefore, it would seem that the in- 
terests of the cyclists should be far better con- 
served than those of the equestrians, at the 
present time. 

“This idea which formulates itself in my 
mind as to having a separate road for cyclists is 
particularly needed in the public streets of large 
cities, as before stated. Thousands of cyclists 
to-day dare not ride in the public streets of 
large cities, through fear of a mishap or accident 
and from a great nervous dread of hearing horses 
clattering behind them, though, as a matter of 
fact, there may be no real danger. 

“This thing has been strongly called to my 
attention by several accidents that have occurred 
of late, one in the City of Philadelphia a short 
time since, whereby a iady who was riding be- 
hind a vehicie and desiring to pass the same 
wheeled on one side to do so, when she imme- 
diately met, without warning of any kind, a 
runaway horse and vehicle, the shaft of which 
impaled her chest and killed her on the spot. 

‘*There have been many such accidents through- 
out the country in the past year, and such acci- 
dents show that it is not right to place human 
beings in such danger. Therefore, I say, a good 
work could be done by advocating that all new 
roads or streets that are being laid out or re- 
modeled, be made with a separate cycle road, 
if necessary, taking a portion from the equestrian 
path and the road and sidewalks, as the ranks of 
cyclists are filled entirely from people drawn 
from these sections of road, and cyclists are now 
a sufficiently strong body to demand a separate 
course for the exclusive use of themselves. 

‘“‘Good work can, therefore, be done by all 
interested in cycling by using their best en- 
deavors to have roadbeds made in the form that 
I have described, that is, a separate road for 
cyclists exclusively, bearing in mind that it is 
particularly needed in cities, and the larger the 
city, the more important it is that this should 
occur. There should even be an effort made, 
when streets are being repaved or altered in 
large cities, at the present time, to have such 
streets modified and a section set apart for the 
use of cyclists. It would diminish the chance 
of accident greatly. It would soothe the nerves 
of people who are nervous in the present roads 
with horses, and I am fully convinced would in- 
crease the already large ranks of cyclists. 

“The newspapers can do a good work by ad- 
vocating this class of ,egisiation, and local 
Boards of Trade should pay especial attention 
to this subject. It might be well for them to 
appoint a road or street committee, so as to 
Watch the changes or alterations in the streets 
of cities or towns, and work to the end of hav- 
ing them modified as suggested.’’

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GERMANS SOUND ON MONEY 





MR. SCHWAB TALKS OF THEIR PA 
SITION IN COMING ELECTION. 


(Convinced that the Vast Majority of 
Them, Irrespective of Party Ties, 
Will Vote for a Maintenance of 
the Gold Standard—Wiil Uphold 
the Country’s Financial Honor— 
The Feeling Throughout the West 
and the Attitude of the Press. 


The attitude of German-Americans in the 
coming Presidential election is of peculiar 
interest to politicians. Gustav H. Schwab, 


Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Sound-Money Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is in a position to speak 
with some authority on this subject, as he 
is the representative in this country of a 
large German company and also President 
of the German Society of the City of New- 
York, and is therefore in constant touch 
with Germans and German-Americans 
throughout the whole land and familiar 
with their views on public questions. He 
said yesterday: 


I am convinced from my knowledge of my 
German-American fellow-citizens and their ways 
of thinking that the vast majority of them in 
the coming political contest will entirely disre- 
gard party ‘ties and will vote for that party 
which declares for the maintenance beyond a 
possibility of doubt of- the gold standard of 
value, and that they will not give their suffrage 
to any candidate who may be suspected of a 
leaning toward free-silver coinage or toward any 
compromise with the silver people. They de- 
mand a gold candidate on a gold platform, and 
nothing else will suit them. I do not believe 
that at any time previous to this have party 
obligatioas rested so lightly on them as at pres- 
ent. 
They consider that the paramount question be- 
fore the country at present is the integrity of 
our monetary system, and their votes will go to 
that party which they believe will uphol the 
country’s financial honor, regardless of what 
their views may be on other political questions. 
Previous experience has shown that German 
voters on questions relating to or affecting the 
standard of value have always stood for com- 
mon honesty, and that they have uniformly op- 

osed all forms of-financial heresy, regardless of 
10W their votes might run counter to the par- 
ties to which their allegiance has so far been 
given. 

When, twenty years ago, the paper-money in- 
flation question was agitated in Missouri, the 
Germans of that State were arrayed on the side 
of sound money. The Germans of Illinois are on 
record as always having been on the right side 
of the money question, and as never having been 
Jed astray by cheap-money propaganda at any 
time. A German business man, cashier of a 
large bank in Chicago, who has a wide acquaint- 
ance with the small bankers and merchants 
throughout the West, tells me that he has had 
occasion to hear expressions from his German 
countrymen for years past on the question of a 
monetary standard, and that he has never yet 
found one who was not in favor of the gold 
standard and oppposed to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. 

His opinion is that the German citizens of Illi- 
nois are unanimously opposed to any impairment 
of the present gold standard. This is confirmed 
by other well-known German business men of 
Chicago. Prominent German politicians of Illi- 
mois confidently assert that a Democratic free- 
silver plank, or even a straddle on the money 
question, would hardly get 5 per cent, of the 
German Democratic vote in Illinois; and as the 
German vote is estimated to be about one-quarter 
of the whole vote of the State of Illinois, this 
assertion cannot fail to be impressive. 

The subject of fiat money versus sound money 
has not up to the present been a direct issue be- 
tween the two leading political parties in In- 
diana; and there has therefore been no actual 
test of the sentiment of the German voters of In- 
diana on sound money. But the judgment of 
prominent Germans in pvublic life in that State 
who are in the best position to know is that a 
great majority, probably 80 per cent., of the 
Germans of Indiana are in favor of the present 
gold standard. 

It is a fact universally known that the sound- 
money victory in Ohjo in the Gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1875, in which Rutherford B. Hayes ran 
on a Republican hard-money platform against 
Willian Allen on a Democratic paper-money in- 
fiation platform, was due to the firm stand 
taken by the Germans, who, disregarding party 
lines, turned the scale in the election in favor of 
honest money. This fact was conceded at the 
time by the Republican press of the State, and 
the Democratic candidate voiced the sentiments 
of his party leaders when he gave utterance to 
his lacerated feelings after the election by ex- 
claiming, ‘‘ The Dutch are d—d_ unreliable.” 
German voters are certainly not to be re- 
lied upon when they are asked to prostitute the 
country’s financial honor at their party’s bid. 
In the State of Wisconsin the Germans have 
taken the same united stand in favor of sound 
money, and the same may be said of Michigan, 


Iowa, and Minnesota. 

The entire German newspaper press in this 
country, with few exceptions, is emphatically 
for sound money, as it has been in the past, and 
can be depended upon to pronounce in favor of 
the maintenance of the present standard of value 
and for the party that represents this principle, 
regardless of previous party affiliations. Several 
important German Democratic papers in the 
Western States have already threatened to bolt 
their ticket if a free-silver plank should be 
adopted. As an indication of the general senti- 
ment of the German press, I refer to the position 
taken by the largest and oldest German news- 
paper in the South, the Demokrat of Louisville, 
in the last State election in Kentucky. Although 
always Democratic up to that time, this paper 
bolted the Democratic free-silver candidate and 
urged the election of the Republican sound- 
money candidate for Governor. I also recall the 
sound-money campaigns of former years in the 
Western States, when paper-money inflation was 
the issue, and when the German press was al- 
most unanimous in favor of hard, honest money. 
The proprietor of the two influential Republican 
German journals of New-York City, the New- 
York Zeitung and the New-York Herold, frankly 
declares that he will support the sound-money 
candidate for President, no matter to which 
party that candidate may belong. 

The importance of the German vote will be 
apparent when the numerical strength of the 
German-American population in the _ pivotal 
States is considered. The returns of the census 
of 1890 show that the State of New-York then 
contained 972,603 German-Americans, Ohio 541,- 
407, Illinois 690,588, Pennsylvania 472,423, Michi- 

an 276,258, Wisconsin 551,884, Minnesota 244,- 

34, Iowa 269,608, and Missouri 297,095. 

When we regard the census figures showing the 
German population of our larger cities, including 
those born in this country, the results we arrive 
at should prove a subject for thoughtful considera- 
tion in connection with the views entertained by 
the Germans on the financial question. Milwau- 
kee’s German population, according to the last 
census, was 6€ per cent. of the total population 
of that city, Detroit shows 42 per cent., Buffalo 
41 per cent., Cincinnati 40 per cent., New-York 
34 per cent., Toledo, Ohio, 38 per cent.; Chicago, 
37 per cent., St. Louis 37 per cent., Newark 37 
per cent., Rochester, N. Y., 32 per cent.; St. 
Paul, Minn., 32 per cent.; Brooklyn, N.- Y., 26 

er cent.; Baltimore 23 per cent., San Francisco 
23 per cent., Louisville 22 per cent., Columbus, 
Ohio, 19 per cent, and Philadelphia 18 per cent. 

‘*“ Whatever may be the decision of the 
National Conventions on the money ques- 
tion,”’ said Mr. Schwab in conclusion, “ this 
issue will be fairly, squarely, and most 
thoroughly placed before the German voter 
in the course of the campaign; and as to 
the nature of his response, I do not enter- 
cain the slightest doubt.”’

Tharge Accepting 8100 Gratuity at 
Yale-Princeton 1892 Football Game. 


Themas Killilea, Police Captain under 
suspension, who is a veteran of the force— 
he put on the uniform thirty years ago 
and was promoted to a Captaincy in 1870— 


was arraigned for trial yesterday before 
Supreme Court Justice Keogh in the Crimi- 
nal Court Building. 

The charge was originally bribery, and 
the gist of the accusation was that Thanks- 
giving Day, Nov. 24, 1892, he received $100 
from the manager of Manhattan Field. 
This was interpreted as a payment to se- 
cure extra police protection at the Yale- 
Prineeton football game. 

Killilea was indicted a year ago, so that, 
his suspension following immediately, he 
has rendered no service during this time, 
while ke has drawn full pay. 

When the case was called yesterday, Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows announced that the 
people would not prosecute for bribery, but 
for receiving a gratuity, the penalty for 
which is not to exceed ten years’ imprison- 
ment or $4,000 fine, or both. It was un- 
derstood that the accused Captain would 
admit that he received the money and ex- 
plain how it was tendered and why it was 
accepted. 

With Col. Fellows were ex-Surrogate 
Daniel G. Roilins and Austen G. Fox. Louis 
J. Grant defended the accused. Eleven 
jurymen had been obtained, subject to chal- 
enge, when the court adjourned. They

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POLICE BOARD GETS NO MONEY. 


Takes Mandamus Proceedings 
Against Controller Fitch. 


The Police Commissioners got no money 
yesterday for their exhausted contingent 
fund. 

Justice Truax, in the Supreme Court, 
however, issued an order, upon the applica- 
tion of Assistant Corporation Counsel Dean, 
directing Controller Fitch to show cause 
to-morrow why a peremptory writ of man- 
damus should not be issued to compel him 
to draw his warrant agi.inst the City Cham- 
berlain to pay $9,416.53 to Treasurer A. D. 
Andrews of the Police Board, the Board 
of Estimate having ordered the transfer of 
that amount. 

The order was not served upon the Con- 
troller yesterday. He was not at his office, 
being absent at the funeral of Deputy Con- 


troller Storrs. Early in the day, referring 
to the resolution of the Police Board asking 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners to issue 
revenue bonds to increase the contingent 
fund from $11,000 to $20,000, the Controller 
said: 

Why, this proposition is laughable, The Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners do not issue bonds, 
neither does the Mayor. Mr. Andrews might 
just as well ask ithe College of Cardinals to 
issue them. I am so tired hearing of what they 
are going to do that I might observe, without 
diffidence, ‘‘ Enough of this mouthing.”’ 

But*I suppose that is the way they do things 
in Massena Springs. That is where Andrews 
comes from, As amateurs, the Police Commis- 
sioners are getting on as well as might be ex- 
pected. It takes some time to read the Con- 
solidation act. 

Commissioner Andrews said yesterday 
that Mayor Strong had promised to do all 
in his power to help the Police Board out 
of its difficulty. 

Superintendent Dennett of the Parkhurst 
society offered on Tuesday to loan the 
board $10,000, but Mr. Andrews told him 
thag the board could not accept the offer. 
The offer would have to be made to the 
city. Mr. Dennett said he would make the 
offer to the Mayor, but Mr. Andrews had 
heard nothing further about the matter 
yesterday. The society, Mr. Andrews said, 
could heip the board by taking up the bills 
held against the city by policemen. 

Commissioner Parker, who was at the 
meeting of the board Tuesday, said yes- 
terday that he saw no necessity for stop- 
ping any of the work of the department 
for the short time before the mandamus 
proceedings are settled.

ADDED COMFORTS ON ITS SHIPS. 


Improvements in Vessels of Ocean 
Steamship Company of Savannah. 


The City of Birmingham, one of the best 
ships in the fleet of the Ocean Steamship 
Company of Savannah, having been thor- 
oughly overhauled and refitted, has taken 
her place on the regular schedule of steam- 
ships plying between this city and Savan- 
nah. She is the. first of the vessels of this 
line to be equipped with a new system of 
ventilation adopted for all the boats be- 
longing to the company. 

No expense has been spared in the ef- 
forts to provide the best obtainable sys- 
tem of ventilation and the stowing of vege- 
tables and fruits. By a clever arrange- 
ment of the cargo, based on scientific prin- 
ciples, vents and passageways are left at 
the top, and both sides and crossings are 
provided at points which give a perfect 


system of distribution to the cold, fresh 
air, which in its turn drives the foul air up 
and out of the vents or out-takes provided 
for that purpose. In every case the out- 
takes, which have a height of over ten feet 
above deck, and are of the size of large 
smokestacks, have been placed aft of the in- 
takes, and in consequence the atmosphere 
of the hold between decks is remarkably 
cool and free from odor, adding greatly 
to the comfort of the passengers. 

The sanitary arrangements throughout 
the ship are new and of the most approved 
system. The staterooms are handsomely 
furnished and recarpeted throughout. One 
of the best staterooms, 10 feet by 7 feet, 
has been torn out and turned into a bath- 
room, the walls of which are lined with 
zinc to a height of five feet. The floor is 
made of cement, and the room is fitted up 
with a large ring-spray bath. The bather 
stands on the cement, pulls a string, and a 
fine spray of sea water in the shape of a 
Shower falls upon him; a slight pitch is 
given to the floor grade, and the water is 
immediately drained Off, which gives the 
bath the advantage of being always clean 
and ready for use. A proposed addition to 
the comfort of passengers will be the bar- 
ber’s shop, which the company intends 
to have on its boats at an early date. 

The City of Birmingham has been fitted 
with one of the latest and most improved 
propeller wheels, which is expected to add 
greatly to her speed and steadiness. The 
improvements stated are being put in all 
the ships belonging to the company, and 
the entire fleet will be equipped soon. 





MAY AFFECT HELL GATE PILOTS. 


Mayor’s Hearing on a Bill that They 
Have Distinctive Boats. 


‘The affairs of the Hell Gate pilots were 
discussed yesterday before Mayor Strong, 
when he gave a public hearing on the bill 
which provides that they must be equipped 
with pilot boats that can easily be dis- 
tinguished, and also provides that any 
differences of opinion as to pilotage fees 
shall first be passed on by an official board, 
or rather the Port Wardens. 

President Hugh Kelly of the Maritime 
Exchange was at the head of a commit- 
tee that waited upon the Mayor to ask him 
to approve of the bill. He read a, state- 
ment explaining the provisions of the bill, 
saying it was practically a revival of the 
law which was repealed last year. He said 
the Maritime Exchange members all fa- 
vored the bill. 

Henry C. Henderson appeared for the pilots 
and read a letter from Assemblyman Car- 
lisle saying the bill was rushed through 
on the last day of the session and had not 
been sufficiently considered. Mr. Henderson 
argued that there was no necessity for the 
bill, and said the Heil Gate pilots should 
not be obliged to provide themselves with 
floating palaces or expensive schooners. 
They now board the vessels from City Isl- 
and in rowboats. There was no complaint 
as to their efficiency. 

The proposition to have any contest over 
fees referred to the Port Wardens for set- 
tlement was not right, in his opinion. Mr. 
Henderson said the Port Wardens were, to 
a certain extent, employed by the Mari- 
time Exchange. Mr. Kelly denied this em- 
phatically. 

Henry T. Hale of the firm of J. F. Whit- 
ney argued in favor of the bill. Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Clarke and Mr. Hender- 
son were both of the opinion that the title 
of the bill was fatally defective in that the 
title, while stating that the bill repealed 
the law of 1895, did not state that it re- 
vived the law which the law of 18% re- 
pealed. The Mayor said he would have to 
take the bill under consideration and ex- 
amine the law.

I am a member of sev- 
eral clubs, such as the New-York Yacht Club, 
Out-of-Town Association, Larchmont Yacht Club, 
and Brooklyn Club. 

Q.—What income have you? A.—As President 
of the William Marshall Paper Company, I re- 
ceive a yearly salary of $5,000. 

Q.—Do you pay board? A.—I do not. 

Q.—What are your weekly expenses? 
Haven't any idea. 

Q.—How much do you spend for clothing in a 
year? A.—I have bought only two or three suits 
of clothes in the last three years, that is, since 
my father’s death. 

In answer to questions as to his family 
expenses, the witness answered: ‘“‘I sup- 
port my son, who is eighteen or ninetéen 
years old. I was divorced from my wife 
in 1887 or 1888, and do not know where 
she is now. I do not contribute to her sup- 
port. I pay about $1,000 a year for my 
son’s education, and from $250 to $500 a 
year for his clothes.” 

Q.—How much do you pay for your meals? 
A.—The cost varies from 50 cents to $20 a day, 
amare on whether I dine in restaurants or at 
clubs. 

.—What jewelry have you? A.—Gold watch 
and chain and sleeve links, half a dozen scarf- 
pins, diamond ring, and shirt studs. 

Q.—What did these articles cost you? A.—The 
watch was a present. I do not know its cost. 
My ring wes purchased about fifteen years ago, 
and cost, I think, about $500. ‘The shirt studs I 
wear cost about $3.50 each. I have another set 
about the same value, and a third, of pearl, are 
worth about $100. My sleeve links are worth 
about $50, and my scarfpins are worth from $100 
to $150. I think one of my scarfpins is set with 
a diamond. ‘ 

Replying to further questions, the witness 
said: ‘I have a horse and cart. There 
are no mortgages on them. The horse cost, 
I think, $172, and the cart $150. I am not 
a member of any Exchange. I have an ac- 
count in the Mechanics’ Bank of Brooklyn. 
My balance is something over $1,000. I 
drew a check on it for $1,000, payable to 
my sister, Mrs. M. A. Place, about a week 
ago.”’ 

Q.—The order to appear in these proceedings 
had been served on you before you drew that 
check, had it not? A.—It had. 

Q.—And you knew the order contained an in- 
junction against your disposing of yopr property? 
A.—I learned that after I had drawn the check 
and the money was, consequently, returned to 
the bank. 

Q.—Don’t you thnik you could live on less than 
$5,000 a year? A.—There may be people that 
ean do it, but I never could. 

Q.—Are you an heir of your father’s estate? A. 
—I am not. 

Q.—Did he leave you any property? He did 
not. 

Q.Have you a remainder interest in any 
estate property? A.—No, I am not mentioned at 
all in the will, except as executor. 

In answer to other questions, the wit- 
ness said: ‘I was a member of the firm 
of lL. Waterbury & Co. in 1892. The book- 
keeper's name was Bryant. I saw him a 
week or ten days ago, but do not know 
where he is now.” 

It was decided at 1 o’clock to adjourn the 
examination, the witness saying that he 
would produce the books of the aterbury 
egg by 2 o’clock. When the time ar- 
rived, r. Marks and L. K. Probasco, at- 
torney for the defendant, appeared before 
Justice Truax and argued on Mr. Marks’s 
motion for another eee Mr. Pro- 
basco urged that his’ client’s interests 
should be consulted, as he was a “ busi- 
ness man.” Justice Truax looked amused 
as he suggested: 

“Tsu se Mr. Marks can suggest a very 
good and expeditious way of settling the 
whole matter.”’ 

Mr. Marks nodded his head vigorously in 
acquiescence, and the case went over.

Culmination of the Trouble in Public 
School No. 51. 


Dr. William H. Nammack, assistant in- 
structor in Public School No. 51, has been 
removed by the Board of School Trustees 
of the Twenty-second Ward. The immedi- 
ate cause is a series of charges preferred 
against him by Principal Martin H. Ray, 
but the Trustees say there were other rea- 
sons for their action. 

Dr. J. H. Byrne, one of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward School Trustees, who lives at 345 
West Fifty-first Street, said last night: 
“In connection with the trouble in the 
school in February last, the Trustees of 
this ward found Dr. Nammack guilty of 
insubordination, but upon his promise to 
do better sentence was suspended. At the 
same time we censured Principal Ray be- 


fore the Board of Education for not hav- 
ing brought charges sooner against Dr. 
Nammack. Principal Ray had, at that time, 
tried to shield Dr. Nammack. 

“A School Commissioner a short time 
ago asked Ray how Dr. Nammack was 
doing.

THE ‘“*TE DEUM” IN GLASS. 


A Large Memorial Window Designed 
by Frederick Wilson. 


There is on exhibition at the Tiffany stu- 
dios, 333 Fourth Avenue, an interesting me- 
morial window 16 feet wide by 23 feet high 
and cortaining over 100 figures. It was de- 
signed by Frederick Wilson, and is a por- 
trayal of his interpretaion of the grat Chris- 
tian hyms, the “Te Deum.” It is a gift 
to Christ Church, Rochester, N. Y., by 
Aldice G. Warren. 

In the upper portion of the central lancet 
of the window there is enthroned Christ, 
the King, the visible manifestation of the 
Godhead, to whom the opening words of 
the hymn are addressed: ‘‘ We praise Thee, 
O God; we acknowledge Thee to be the 
Lord.”’ 

Rediating from the figure of Christ there 
is a brilliant light which illuminates the en- 
tire composition. Immediately within the 
ercle of the halo are arranged the Cherubim 
and Seraphim. In the two outer lancets are 
Apcstles and the Prophets of the Old Law. 
In the two lancets next to the cenral one 
are “‘ the noble army of martyrs, the early 
heroes of Christianity.”’ 

In the central lancet immediately below 
the throne, are several angels swinging cen- 
sers, the smoke from which, rising toward 
the enthroned King, is symbolical of the 

raise of the Saints. At the bottom of this 
ancet there is seated a child playing with 
a two-edged sword of Herod. 

In the tracery of the eoer portion of the 
window there is a symbolical representation 
of the HM@y Spirit, under the form of a 
dove, displayed upon a cruciform halo, Sup- 
porting this are the four archangels, Mi- 
chael, Gabriel, Raphael, and Uriel, together 
with emblems of the four evangelists as pro- 
phetically ~escribed by Ezekiel. 

h character represented has evidently 
been studied with the greatest care, and 
has a marked quality that suggests por- 
traiture. The general composition, the har- 
monious arrangement of the figures, the 
suggestion of the vast multitudes of the 
Church Triumphant is admirable. 

The color side of the window is difficult 
to describe. Everywhere Tiffany Favrile 
glass has been used, a glass in which every

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DIFFER OVER PALISADES 





CORRESPONDENCE THAT IS RARKED 
WITH A BIT OF ASPERITY, 


W,. 8. Opdyke, One of the Property 


Owners, Suggests that W. G. 


Morse, Secretary of the Commis- 
sion, Read the Memorial to Con- 
gress Before Questioning Its Ac- 
curacy—Mr, Morse, Having Head, 


Does Not Make Any Retraction. 


The memorial to Congress opposing the 
bill of' the Palisades Commissioners to “ es- 
tablish a Military and National Park upon 
the Palisades of the Hudson,” signed by 
@ score or.so of men, most of whom own 
property along the heights, has provoked 


some correspondence that is marked with a 
bit of asperity. William 8. Opdyke, one of 
the signers, a lawyer of this city, who owns 
considerable property on the Palisades, 
wrote recently to Waldo G. Morse, Secre- 
tary of the commission, as follows: 

Dear Sir: I received a few days since your 
letter of the 2¥th ult., in which you express, 
on behalf of the Palisades Commissioners, regret 
that my signature nad been appended to a 
memorial to Congress opposing the ** Bill to Es- 
tublish a Military and National Park upon the 
Palisades of the Hudson ’’ introduced at the re- 
quest of your commission; and in which you 
further state that the framers of the memorial 
did not give the commission any notification of 
their intended action, and that, judging from 
the newspaper reports as to the memorial, many 
of its allegations are incorrect. 

I beg to assure you that my signature was de- 
liberately appended to the memorial to which 
you refer, and suggest that you read the in- 
closed copy thereof before caling into question 
the accuracy of its statements, which I assert 
are unimpeachable. 

This memorial pointed out that the original 
cost of taking the land included in the proposed 
park would be at least from five to six times the 
amount of the appropriation of $500,000 proposed 
in the‘ bill introduced on behalf of the Com- 
missioners, and that to make a park of the lands 
so taken would involve an enormous additional 
expense, and that to fit it for military man- 
@uvers would cost a still larger amount. 

The memorial further pointed out that the ex- 
isting and threatened defacement of the Pali- 
sades was due solely to blasting operations upon 
the strip of land between the Palisades and the 
Hudson River; and that these operations could 
be forever prevented by the acquisition of the 
land at the foot of the Palisades at a compara- 
tively moderate cost, without the necessity of any 
other or further expenditure; and the memorial- 
ists expressed the gratification they would feel 
if Congress deemed it to be within the power or 
Policy of the United States to acquire the land 
at the foot of the Palisades and to lay out a 
public driveway thereon. 

The memorial then pointed out that the pend- 
ency of the bill of your commission naturally 
prevented action to preserve the Palisades, either 
by the individual States or by the public-spirited 
citizens thereof, and respectfully prayed Con- 
gress either to amend the bill so as to include 
merely the taking of the land at the foot of the 
Palisades, or otherwise to report the bill ad- 
versely in order that other and more feasible 
plans might be adopted for preserving the scenic 
beauty of the Paiisades, in which the memorial- 
ists were all greatly interested. e 

The complaint that we did not give your com- 
mission any notice of our intended action, nor 
apply directly to your commission, seems to me 
to come with bad grace from Commissioners who 
framed their bill without consultation with those 
known to have been interested for very many 
years in the questions involved and without no- 
tice of public hearing. 

A thorough study of the subject has been made 
for many years by those interested therein as 
residents or property owners, with the result 
that we arrived at exactly the conclusion which 
is stated in the memorial to which you object; 
rt. that the Palisades are threatened only 
from low, and can be protected only by the 
acquisition of the land at the foot of the Pali- 
sades. It never occurred to us that the United 
States should.or could be persuaded to come to 
our assistance by..exercising- “eubtful powers of 
condemnation for the special benefit of the citi- 
zens of New-York and its vicinity and for pur- 
poses in which the Nation at large was very 
slightly imterested. To us from the first the 
scheme of proposing the turning of the wooded 
and rocky surface of the Palisades into a mili- 
tary park or drilling ground has seemed abso- 
lutely ridiculous, and we have not been sur- 

rised to find that the Congressional committees 
ook upon the scheme in the eame light. More- 
over, to .bare and level the Palisades plateau 
into a drilling ground would be one of the worst 
mutilations of its scenic beauty and defeat the 
object sought. 

The memorial did not point out, as it might 
have done, the injustice done to the property 
owners upon the Palisades by the pendency of 
the bill in question. The threat of condemnation 
of this property (apparently upon an allowance 
of only $500,000 for what has cost the present 
owners many times that amount) operates prac- 
tically as a cloud upon the title of the land af- 
fected, and this has already delayed if not pre- 
vented improvements which would tend to pre- 
serve the Palisades. This is an injustice which 
should not continue. It is certain that if any ac- 
tion is taken upon the bill of the commission by 
the Military Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, to whom it was referred, this action 
will be unfavorable to the bill. This being so, 
why should not the bill of your commission be 
withdrawn ? 

In what I have written, I have not meant to 
reflect upon the personal action of the Commis- 
sioners. The powers of your commission were 
limited, and.I believe that you have endeavored 
in good faith to make these powers effective 
within their iimitations. But the scheme of the 
legislation under which you have acted was de- 
fective, and I believe ill-advised. 

The citizens of New-York and New-Jersey at 
large have for more than forty years seen attack 
after attack made upon the face of the Palisades, 
and these States have suffered such assaults to go 
on without let or hindrance from the law. Time has, 
largely healed the earlier scarifications, but the 
later assaults are made with the aid of steam 
drill and of dynamite, and are more serious than 
those of the old-time quarryman. I believe, how- 
ever, that the danger can be averted by proper 
State legislation, and I know that the private in- 
tervention of public-spirited citizens can readily 
arrest the work of destruction for the public 
benefit. The National Government will never 
relieve us of our dutieés in this behalf. Yours 
Tespectfully, WM.

In reply to this letter from Mr. Opdyke 
and to several others received in the past 
few days, Mr. Morse yesterday addressed 
the following letter: 

Dear Sir: In reply to my letter of May 1, ad- 
dressed to you as well as to others, I have re- 
ceived a copy of the petition of which mention 
Was made in the papers, and some criticism that 
the communication was based solely upon in- 
formation contained in the public prints. It may 
not be amiss to explain that the Palisades Com- 
missioners, having no definite information re- 
garding the authorship of the petition, and 
having found that in certain cases those signing 
it had retained no copy, the course pursued 
Seemed the best adapted to develop the facts 
and correct certain misconceptions now fully 
shown to exist in the petition itself. 

Even a hasty examination of the inclosed re- 
port of the Palisades Commissions will show the 
scope of the legislation proposed by them to 
have been materially misconceived by the author 





of the petition. In the first place, the boundaries 
of the Palisades Military and National Park, as 
laid doicn da the bills, are stated to eg the ex- 
terior lualts within which the reservazon shall 
be located, the exact limits to be fixed by the 
Secretary of. the Interior, as the 
Government may be found to require. It is thus 
apparent that the bill before Corgress is well 
calculated to accomplish the very. end described 
in the petition opposing it as the thing de- 
stred, for the first aequisition by the Govern- 
ment would, of necessity «imost, be the river 
front. In the seco.ud place, he estimates of the 
cost of the property contained tn the petition 
overlook entirely che fact «vith which I person- 
ally know some of .he gentlemen’ interested in 
the petition to be familiar) that the acts of the 
Legislatures of the States of New-York and New- 
Jersey extend to the owners of any property 
within the park as laid out; who shall deed 
to the United States Government their holdings, 
and take back leases for a term of years, under 
agreement with the Secretary of the Interior, 
with entire immunity from taxation upon their 
propertics. This immunity is made by the stat- 
utes passed by the States, and the act now 
before Congress, to run with the land, and to 
pass to the heirs and assignees of the original 
holders. It is not hard to understand that a 
land owner offered a lease of the whole or a part 
of his holding for fifty or one hundred years, at 
$1 a year, and entire exemption from taxation 
on his property, and all improvements made and 
to be made, with the right. of subdividing and 
selling, would make a transfer to the Government 
for a greatly reduced consideration; rendering the 
five-hundred-thousand-dollar appropriation asked 
quite sufficient. The 
ceded by the States and the exemption from 
taxation granted greatly exceed in value the 
appropriation asked trom Congress. 

hese two features of the legislation seem to 
ine to obviate many objections urged against it. 
Others are less important, but it may be noted 
that the United States Government has been 
expressly held by the courts to be without au- 
thority to take, as proposed in the petition, prop- 
erty for a public park by right of eminent do- 
main. For three years the efforts culrainating 
in the presentation of the plan of the commis- 
sions have been on foot. Those who appeared 
before Congress, and without so much as taking 
the trouble to consult the commissions or learn 
the “scope of their measures, urged adverse ac- 
tion, leaving the impression also that they were 
the friends of the measure -and voiced the wishes 
of the Commissioners in making the request, 
have to propose only what is fully covered by the 
legislation as drawn, or else as an alternative 
the old policy of fnaction, with attempts at State 
legislation, futile from the fundamental political 
divisions of the country. It is not difficult to 
understand why property owners on the Pali- 
sades should wish to have nuisances below the 
cliffs removed at public expense, but without 
possibility that--their- holdings might be taken. 
Trusting you will pardon this lengthy presenta- 
tion of the case, and ‘hoping that the commis- 
sions may have the benefit of your advice and 
suggestion in achieving-the objects desired by 
all good citizens, I remain, dear Sir, yours faith- 
fully, .

COMPLAINED OF DR. D. G. WYLIE. 


E. Cochrane at the Harlem 
Police Court—Case Dismissed. 


The Rev. Dr. David G. Wylie, minister of 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church, Central 
Park West, was at the Harlem Police Court 
yesterday to ahswer a complaint made by, 
Charles E, Cochrane of One Hundred and 
Twenty-second Street and Seventh Avenue. 

Mr. Cochrane was a prominent man in the 
Presbyterian Church and an elder in the 
Harlem Presbyterian Church. He com- 
plained that Dr. Wylie had accosted him 
on the street and used insulting and threat- 
ening language to him. 

He told Magistrate Brann that on Monday 
evening he walked past Dr. Wylie’s church, 
and at the corner of One Hundred and 
Seventh Street Dr. Wylie, accompanied by 
a policeman, approached him and said, in 
a rough, threatening manner: 

‘* What do you mean, Sir, by visiting my 
church and calling upon the members of 
my congregation? I want this to cease at 
once. or you will have to take the conse- 
quences.” eat cae 

Mr. Cochrane said he replied that he 
had been calling on personal friends, and 
had not visited the church, whereupon Dr. 
Wylie repeated what he had said. 

Dr. Wylie denied Mr, Cochrane’s state- 
ments, and said that he had. merely ac- 
costed him and asked him not to make any 
further trouble with. the church and con- 
gregation. He added that Mr. Cochrane 
Mad been a source of great annoyance to 
him, to the Rev. Dr. Ramsay of the Har- 
lem Presbyterian Church, and to the Rev. 
Dr. Van De Water of St. Andrew’s Episcopal 
Church. Mr. Cochrane last year made 
trouble in Dr. Ramsay’s church, charges 
were made against him before the Presby- 
tery, and his connection with the church 
was severed. He appealed to the Synod, 
which sustained the action of the Presby- 
tery. 

Dr. Wylie admitted that he supported the 
action of the Presbytery and thus incurred 
Mr. Cochrane’s enmity, which had been 
shown by the circulation of documents and 
by the inciting of factions in the church. 

Mr. Cochrane declared that he was merely 
doing his duty in exposing ill doing in the 
Presbyterian Church, and that he was 
ready to abide by the consequences of his 
acts,

No Change in Bridge Lighting. 


The bill providing that incandescent electric 
lights of not Iess than thirty candle power shall 
be placed on each side of the Brooklyn Bridge 
and along the entire length of the bridge rail- 
road tracks at intervals of not less than fifty 


feet, and that these !amps shall be lighted when 
there is a fog, was before Mayor Strong yester- 
day for a public hearing. Bridge Trustee Hen- 
riques appeared in opposition to the bill and read 
a statement from Chief Engineer Martin, in 
which it was pointed out that there are now in- 
candescent lights of 2,000 candle power at inter- 
vals of 100 feet, and that thirty-candle-power 
lights at intervals of 50 feet, which it is believed 
were meant to take the places of the 2,000-can- 
dle-power lights, would be practically useless, and 
they might be dangerous in a fog. No one ap- 
peared in favor of the bill, and the Mayor said 
he would disapprove it.

CHANGES THAT MAY BE MADE IN 
THE POSTAL SERVICE, 


Consolidation Might De Ordered So as 
to Bring the Territory Within the 
Roundaries of the Enlarged Dis- 


trict—Postmaster Dayton Thinks 


Sub-Divisions Might Be Created, 
Brooklyn Being Placed in Charge 
of an Assistant with Authority. 


Postmaster Charles W. Dayton, speaking 
yesterday of possible postal arrangements 
for the Greater New-York, said: 

“The power of the Postmaster General 
to create a postal district which shall in- 
clude the boundaries of the Greater New- 


York would seem to be included in the pro- 
visions of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, which provide ‘that he may 
discontinue any Post Office where the effi- 
ciency of the service requires such discon- 
tinuance, and also that he may establish 
within any Post Office delivery branch of- 


fices and prescribe tne rules and regula- 


tion for the government thereof.’ 

“Some technical questions might arise 
as to the right of the Postmaster at Brook- 
lyn or Long Island City to ‘hold his office’ 
uatil the expiration of the terms for which 
they were appointed, but I am of the opin- 
ion that the power to increase the area of 
postal districts so ws to include existing 
offices rests with the Postmaster General, 
as I have said. 

“Postmaster General Wilson, who has 
demonstrated the benefits derivea by the 
extension of postal district areas, relieves 
the problem of any doubt as to the prac- 
tical good that must follow from it, and I 
am quite sure that if Postmaster Sullivan 
of Brooklyn were asked his opinion, he 
would say that since the fourteen offices 
have been included within the district 
of the Brooklyn Post Office the service has 
been greatly improved, and with economy to 
the department. Applying this illustration 
to the Greater New-York postal proposition, 
the same result must follow on a larger 
scale. 

“It must be conceded by all knowing any- 
thing of the subject that the postal district 
of the Greater New-York would establish 
an organized system whereby the depart- 


ment at Washington would be enormously 
relieved of an infinity of details, and, bet- 
ter than that, the district itself would rep- 
resent an entity where responsibiity would 
have to be accompanied with vower in the 
Postmaster, and, assuming that the Post- 
master of Greater New-York were pos- 
sessed of capacity, the public would quickly 
see the utility and advantages of this ex- 
tensive area in the handling and delivery 
of the mails. 

“The details of the organization of such 
an extensive Spent y district would require 
tareful consideration and minute calcu- 
lations. Having made that last statement, I 
rather hesitate about giving my views as to 
the plan of such organization, and there- 
fore what I shall say must be taken as an 
individual rather than an official view, be- 
cause, after all, the department at Wash- 
ington, when it takes up the subject, will 
dispose of.it according to its best judg- 
ment, probably by the appointment of a 
commission to make inspection, obtain data, 
and report to the Postmaster General. 

“As I-look at it now, the Greater New- 
York will doubtless be divided into dis- 
tricts. In that event I should say that the 
Brooklyn district, for instance, would be in 
charge of an-Assistant Postmaster, whd 
would be held originally responsible, and to 
whom all subordinates in that. district 
would report, he reporting to and. obtain- 
ing his instructions from the Postmaster, 
as in the Metropolitan District of London 
under similar conditions. Such Assistant 
Postmaster would have churge of the dis- 
cipline of the force and pass upon delin- 
quencies, subject to appeal to the Post- 
master. 

“The main offices would be the centre of 
supplies, the nomination or appointment of 
subordinates, the collection and deposit of 
all revenues, and the drawing of checks for 
the payment of salaries, &c. The Post- 
master, being in receipt of daily reports 
from the Assistant Postmaster of Brook- 
lyn or any other district, would transmit 
the same t9 the department at Washington. 
With such an organization in force, the de- 
partment at Washington would correspond 
with the Postmaster only, and he would 
have to assume responsibility for the postal 
administration of Greater New-York. 

‘““The econom of administration upon 
this plan would folrow from: the diminu- 
tion in the number of Postmasters, and 
harmony and celerity of management aris- 
ing from a supervision at hand, instead of 
a supervision by correspondence, say 200 
and odd miles from the seat of operations. 
What the department proposes to do in 
the matter of Greater New-York postal 
service I do not know; personally I have no 
ambition to increase me responsibility or 
labors. 

‘Selfishly speaking, I should prefer to 
leave that to my successor. If the depart- 
ment intends to place this plan in opera- 
tion, I shall of course, as in duty bound, 
render whatever assistance I can. Fost- 
master Sullivan has a deservedly high rep- 
utation for the efficiency of the Brooklyn 
Post Office, and I can wish the citizens of 
Brooklyn no better fortune postally than 
that he sh¢ll remain in the service so long 
as he is willing or desires to do so.” 





NONOISE OVER GREATER NEW-YORK 


Brooklyn Consolidationists Not Per- 
mitted to Fire Cannon, 


The members of the Consolidation League 
if Brooklyn Wanted to celebrate the sign+ 
ing of the Greater New-York bill yesterday 
by firing 100 guns from Fort Greene. 

Mayor Wurster wags first applied to for 
the necessary permit. He sent Senator Mc- 
Nulty to the Police Commissioner, who in 
turn advised the Senator to call on Com- 
missioner Woodruff, as the latter has 
charge of the parks. 

Mr. Woodruff refused to give a permit. He 
said of his action: 

“The idea of making ‘this demonstration 


did not commend itself to my mind from 
any standpoint whatever. The gentlemen 
who presented the request stated that the 
consolidationists wanted to do it as a mat- 


ter of glorification.. I do not think that 
any use of the public parks of Brooklyn is 
a proper one which has for its purpose the 
exultation of one bedy of our local citizen- 
ship over another body. No Commission- 
er would grant the privilege to ceiebrate 
the victory of one political party over an- 
other in this manner. The spirit with 
which the most prominent anti-consolida- 
tionists have accepted the action of the 
Legislature and the, Governor does not 
deserve and should not receive such treat- 
ment at the hands of the consolidationists, 
and I do not believe the great rank and 
file of the latter are or can be in sympathy 
with it. Furthermore, the end of this con- 
troversy has not yet been reached, and it 
seems to me poor policy on the part of the 
consolidationists to create at this stage any 
bitterness of feeling on the part of the anti- 
consolidationists.”

MONEY AWAY. 


Then Widow Riechwein's ‘Lover, Who 
Was Married, Tried to Escape Her. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 13.—George Stamm- 
ler, who is employed as a bartender in 
Bloomfield, was arrested there last night, 
and is now in the county jail awaiting the 
arrival of extradition papers from New- 
York. Mrs. Barbatta Riechwein, a widow 
who lives im Sixteenth ‘Street, New-York 
City, made the complaint on which the man 
was arrested. She accused him of steal- 
ing $2,000 frum her. 

According to Mrs. Riechwein’s story, she 
met the young man at the home of her 
cousin, and it was a case of love at first 
sight. Stammler asked her to become his 
wife, but she was not willing to accept on 
such short notice. On Feb. 22 she promised 
to marry him, and soon after that Stamm- 
ler settled down at her home. She fur- 
nished him with money, which he spent 
with other women. Suspicion that he might 
be a married man was never dreamed of by 
the widow, until one day she found in his 
coat pocket a letter addressed to him. It was 
from his “dear wife’’ in Monheim, Ger- 
many, and announced the death of one of 
his children. 

“That was enough for me,” said Mrs. 
Riechwein, ‘‘and when George came home 
I gave him the cold shoulder. I told him 
he had deceived me, ana then I told him 
about the letter in his coat.’ 

Stammler, she said, quieted her by say- 
ing he was going to get a divorce, but that 
he needed money-to go to the old pp ocean A 
He promised to marry her when he should 
come back. He got the money, went to 
Germany, and came back on the next steam- 
er, without the divorce. He steered clear 
of the widow, but she learned that he was 
in this country. Then she decided to find 
him, and get her money back. She heard 
that he was working in Bloomfield, and ap- 
plied to Justice Post there yesterday for a 
warrant for his arrest. 

When the couple met at the station house 
last night there was a war of words in 
German between them. The prisoner ad- 
mitted that he got $1,500 from the widow, 
but said he could not marry her, as he had 
a wife and child. 

“You rascal. You swindler,’’ she re- 
joined. “‘I have got you now. I don’t want 
you to marry me. I wouldn’t have you. 
want my money, or I will see that you are 
taken care of.’’ Justice Post committed 
Stammler to the county jail to await pa- 
pers from New-York. 





HELP ASKED FOR VACATION SCHOOLS 


A Good Summer Work That Benefits 
« the Young Poor. 


The New-York Association for Improving 
the Condition of. the Poor has issued its 
| yearly appeal for help in carrying on the 
Vacation’ schools. The appeal Says: 

While the families of the well-to-do obtain Sum- 
mer refreshment by the seashore oramong the hills, 
thousands of children in New-York find no holi- 
day diversion beyond the hot and dusty streets 
of the city. 

For two years the New-York Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor has ad- 
vanced the funds required for the teachers‘ sal- 
aries of the vacation schools, which are main- 
tained during the six weeks of the heated term 
in July and August. The cool and well-ventilated 
class and assembly rooms of the public school 
buildings afford a most acceptable contrast to 
the hot rooms, narrow courtyards, and crowded 
streets—the usual playgrounds for the boys and 
girls of the neighborhood. 

No textbooks are used. The teachers are rather 
the leaders of the children in their little games 
and kindergarten exercises, as well as the in- 
structors of the pupils in the use of tools, music, 
clay modeling, drawing, and sewing. The ad- 
vantages of these schools are free to every child 
williag to attend., 

For 18S4 the average attendance was 933, 
a cost of 11.5 cents per day for each child. 

For 1895 the number of attendances was 98,880, 
with a daily average of 3,296. The cost of the 
six weeks’ term was only 5.6 cents per day for 
egch child. . 

In respoase to last year’s appeal the New-York 
public subscribed $5,778.40. Of this the associa- 
tion expended $5,775.96. The liberality of the 
Board of Education, the cordial co-operation of 
the teachers, the eager response of the children, 
and the small cost of the great result, proved so 
encouraging that the managers of the association 
have now pledged $5,000 to repeat the experi- 
ment this year, the Beard of Education having 
unanimously authorized the use of several school 
buildings. : 

Besides the health and improvement of the chil- 
dren thus directly benefited, we are hopeful of 
the continued approbation of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and of the ultimate extension of manual! 
training and kindergarten instructions to a place 
of greater usefulness in the methods of our pub- 
lie schools.

ALFREDSMITH’S BURGLARS 





THOUGH MASKED AND. HAVING PIS- 
TOLS THEY WERE GENTLEMANLY. 


Detained Mr. and Mrs. Smith in Bed 
While They Secured the Money 
and Plate That Mr. Smith, on In- 
vitation, Told Them Where to 
Find—Asked that No Outery Be 
Made for Ten Minutes, and’ Were 


Favored. 


Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Smith-of Weehawken 
received an early morning call yesterday 


from three masked burglars. The inter- 


view lasted about half an hour. It was ex- 


citing and unpleasant. 
Mr. Smith occupies a handsome cottage 


on Weehawken Heights, which is separated 
from Weehawken proper by the Paterson 
Plank Road. It is a secluded part of the 
town, and contains mainly residences of 
wealthy persons. This section of the town 
is rarely visited by the police, All the pub- 
lic buildings are in the lower section, ad- 
joining the river front. 

Mr. Smith’s cottage is on Gregory Av- 
enue, near the Paterson Plank Road. It 
stands alone upon the brow of the Pal- 
isades. It is surrounded by trees, and is 
an ideal place for an undisturbed burglary. 

Mr. Smith’s family consists of his wife 
and four children. The eldest child is a boy 
sixteen years old. The children went to 
bedwearly Tuesday night. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sm sat up reading until after 11 o’clock. 

They were awakened at 1:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning to find two men in their 
room. The burglars wore the conventional 
slouch hats, and their faces were concealed 
by handkerchiefs. Each man held a lighted 
candle in his left hand and in his right 
carried a_ revolver. One revolver was 
pointed at Mr. Smith, the other at his wife. 

“Don’t attempt to make any outcry,” 
said one of the burglars, quietly, but firm- 
ly. ‘If you act sensibly and make no 
alarm, we will not harm you. All we want 
is your money and valuables, and when we 
have secured them we will leave quietly.”’ 

These may not be the exact words the 
burglar used, because Mr. Smith, in telling 
the story later, had to rely entirely upon 
his memory, as, he said, he had no oppor- 
tunity to take notes. . 

Mr. Smith told the burglars that he had 
but $135 in the house. It was in a drawer 


in a desk. which Mr. Smith pointed out. 
He also told the burglars where they would 
find the silver Plate. 

Mrs. Smith had no thought for the money 
or the plate. She asked the robbers not 
to go up stairs, as there was nothing of 
value on the third floor. But the children 
slept there, she said, and she feared they 
might be frightened. 

One of the burglars, told her she need 
have no fear for the safety of the children 
or the servants. A companion was posted 
at the foot of the stairs. So long as the 
occupants of the upper floor kept quiet they 
would not be disturbed. 

While one of the burglars kept guard 
over Mr. and Mrs. Smith, the other ran- 
sacked the room, securing the $135 from 
the desk and some jewelry. He then went 
down stairs and secured the plate. He also 
took some wearing apparel. : 

While this was being done, Mr. Smith’s 
son Alfred, the boy before alluded to, heard 
the noise and started down stairs. He was 

© back and keep quiet. As the 


armed with a revolver, the boy obeyed the 
order. 

When the burglar who was gathering the 
plunder had secured everything of value 
he could find, he called to his companions. 
Before they went away they said good- 
night and warned Mr. and Mrs. Smith to 
keep quiet for ten minutes if they valued 

heir lives. . 

‘ The one who stood guard at the foot of 
the stairs, and who heard Mrs. Smith ask ! 
that her children be not disturbed, stopped 
at the door and told her that the boy whom 
he had seen coming down stairs was a pret- 
ty large child. He added that the boy was 
big enough to make as much trouble for 
them as they could make for him if he 
were armed. 

Altogether, they seemed a very gentleman- 
ly trio, notwithstanding their predilection 
for acquiring other peopie’s property by the 
right of annexation. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith waited until the ten 
minutes had expired. Then they called Al- 
fred down stairs. He said he had watched 
the men from an upper window, and that 
they had gone along the Hackensack Plank 
Road toward Union Bill. 

As they passed under. the window he 
heard one of the men say they would have 
to hurry to get through with another house 
they intended to rob, adding that he did 
not want to go home until $1,000 worth of 
plunder had been secured, 

When it was deemed safe, Alfred went to 
the street and blew a call whistle until a 
policeman arrived. This officer blew anoth- 
er alarm, and was shortly after joined 
by two other officers. Together they scoured 
the neighborhood, but no traces of the 
burglars could be found. No other house 
in the vicinity was robbed. 

Mr. Smith estimates the value of the plate, 
jewelry, and clothing taken at $600. 

He could give no description of the burg- 
lars, except that one was short and stocky 
and wore a beard. The other was smooth 
shaven, and appeared to be about twenty- 
five years old. The third man they only 
caught a glimpse of, and could tell nothing 
about his appearance.

The third juror was secured in Recorder 


Goff’s court yesterday for the trial of Mary 
Alice Almont Livingston Fleming on the 
charge of having killed her mother, Mrs. 


Evalina M. Bliss, with poison, on Aug. 30, 
1895. 

The three jurors are Charles» B. Poor, a 
wine dealer at 44 Beaver Street; David S. 
Hotaling, a real estate dealer at 96 Broad- 
way, and Charles Sam, a boot and shoe 
dealer at 2,284 Third Avenue. 

Mrs. Fleming looked cheerful when the 
proceedings of the third day began yester- 
day. Her babe had passed a comfortable 
night in the Tombs, and she slept well. 
Florence Bliss, her half-sister, was in court 
early. 

There were only 17 talesmen left out of 
the 200 summoned when the work of hunt- 
ing for the third juror was begun. The 
first one called was Mr. Sam. He said he 
had no prejudice against the infliction ot 
the-death penalty. Mr. Sam proved to be 
acceptable to both sides, and was sworn in. 

Several talesmen were excused because 
they said they had conscientious scruples 
against the infliction of the death penalty. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre 
created a little sensation when he asked 
Benjamin Gutman, one of the talesmen, 
this question: ‘‘Do you know the defend- 
ant at the bar, called Mrs. Fleming, her 
real name being Livingston?” 

“I object,” said Mr. Brooke, ‘‘ to the de- 
fer.dant being spoken of by any other name 
than that mentioned in the indictment.” 

“Will you deny that her name is Living- 
ston?”’ asked Mr. McIntyre. 

“TIT am not denying anything, but I am 
objecting, and that most particularly,” 
said Mr. Brooke, ‘“‘ to your casting any re- 
flection upon this lady in your questions. 
The defendant is indicted as Mrs, Flem- 
ing, and’ by this name shall she be 
called.”’ : 

The question was withdrawn, and Mr. 
Gutman was excused, having ‘‘conscien- 
tious scruples.” 

Edward A. Brooks, Jr., who is in the 
stationery business at 81 John Street, was a 
nervous talesman. He said he had no 
scruples against the death penalty, and 
added: 

But I would grieve to the last day of my life 
if I were on a jury that convicted a woman of 
murder. I would rather forfeit a large sum 
of money than be on the jury. I would be 
afraid of the long hypothetical questions. My 
brain would get so tired before the end of the 
question came that I would get confused and lose 
the drift of it altogether. 

I do not think that my health would be able 
to stand the strain, and this trial, judging by 
others, would be so long that I would get men- 
tally and physically broken down. 

My doctor told me that I have got to be careful 
or I would have apoplexy. My mother died from 
apoplexy, and I have got to be very careful 
about my diet. 

Mr. Brooks spoke in a very pathetic tone 
of voice and locked appealingly at Mr. 


Brooke. 

‘““My doctor,” said Mr. Brooke, “has 
given me similar advice, but I think the 
fact of being on a jury and doing your 
| oe be the very best thing for your 

ealth.”’ = 

This talesman was excused with ree 
luctance by Mr. Brooke. 

William H. Turner of 86 Leonard Street 
was excused because he knew one of the 
counsel for the defense. 

The panel was exhausted at 1 o’clock, 
and a recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 
Then talesmen were brought in from the 
other parts of the General Sessions Court. 

Philip F. Reilly, who had been summoned 
from Part IV., was being examined by Mr. 
McIntyre, when Mr. Brooke objected. Mr. 
Brooke contended that, under Section 1,104 
of the Code of Civil Procedur talesmen 
could not be summoned from vther parts 
of the General Sessions Court. 

“The defendant,” said Mr. Brooke, “is 
entitled to have a list of the talesmen 
submitted to her before the opening of the 
court, and I cannot waive her right in this 
case.”’ 

The Recorder said that it Mad been the 
unquestioned custom heretofore in General 
: when the panel was exhausted 
in one part, to summon talesmen from 
other parts. But he sustained Mr. Brooke’s 
objection, and said that another panel of 
100 talesmen would be on hand this morn- 
ing. The court was then adjourned. 

After the adjournment, Mrs. Fleming 
kissed Miss Bliss affectionately, and then 
returned to the Tombs. 





Considering Capt. Healy’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Secretary Carlisle has 
before him the case of Capt. M. J. Healy of the 
Revenue Marine Service, recently tried for alleged 
offenses of a serious nature. It is not known 
What disposition will be made of the case, but 
it appears to be settled that Healy will not be 
dismissed from the service. It is believed among 
the department officials that he will be sus- 
pe nded, perhaps past the date of his retirement, 
if Congress shall authorize the general law for 
the retirement of revenue marine officers for age 
and service. Healy’s case has excited a good 
deal of interest . not only on account of the 
prominence of the accused officer, but because 
of the general complaints against him from 
officers who served under his command in the 
Pacific. The charges were originally published 
some months ago in these dispatches and, in the 
main, allege intemperance. Since his trial, Capt. 
Healy has been on watting orders.

A SIX-STORY STRUCTURE FOR THE 
CLEARING HOUSE LOT, 


Sales of Broadway Property—Third 
Avenue Railway’s Purchase—To- 
day’s Offerings at Auction. 


The plans were filed yesterday for the 
building which is to take the place of the 
old Clearing House at the northwest cor- 
ner of Pine and Nassau Streets. The new 
structure, as was staied in THE TIMES, 
will not be a sky scraper. The plans pro- 
vide for a building only six stories high. On 
top will be a garden for the benefit of the 
Lawyers’ Club, now in the adjoining Equi- 
table Building. The corridor of the club 
projects in the air over the lot formerly 
occupied by the Clearing House, and many 
were wondering what would become of it 
when the new building was put up.

House property for $725,000. He sold it 
to James G. Wallace, who filed plans for 
an eighteen-story building to take its place. 
Such a building would be a necessity in or- 
der to make the large investment pay. Aft- 
er the plans were filed, and while the work 
of tearing down the old building was in 
progress, the property was bought by John 
E. Searles, the President of the Western 
National Bank, who is one of the Direct- 
ors of the Equitable Life Assurance. So- 
ciety. His purpose was to put up a struct- 
ure with an entrance to the Equitable 
Building. The one for which plans have 
been filed is the result. Ultimately, it is 
expected that the entire square will be 


covered with a taller building than those 
now there, but this will probably not be 
the case for a number of years. 

On behalf of the Third Avenue Railroad 
Company, a tract of land has been bought 
from Isaac Dyckman, extending trom Two 
Hundred and Sixteenth to about Two Hun- 
dred and Twentieth Street, and from the 
King’s Bridge Road to the Harlem River.
